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PREFACE. 

As an apology for the appearance of these Chapters on " Bolton 
Bibliography and Jottings of Book-lore,'' it may be observed that the 
primary cause of its publication was a paper reviewing " Bolton Biblio- 
graphy of a Century," read before a well-attended Meeting of the 
Lancashire and Cheshire Antiquarian Society, held in the Memorial Hall, 
Manchester, on the 6th February, 1885, under the able presidency of 
the Rev. J. H. Stanning, M.A., Vicar of Leigh, 

That Essay formed little more than the outline, or groundwork, of 
the present production, which, however defective it may be, must 
attribute its germ to the latent charms of that delightful pursuit — 
"Book-hunting." Many admirers, and even collectors, of books are 
content to be known as "bibliophiles," or, to use a more common, and 
perhaps a more appropriate epithet, as " book-worms " — possessing minds 
void of that noble desire to impart a few items of information to others, 
who, less fortunate than themselves, are wandering hopelessly through the 
broad fields of genealogical and historical literature, in quest of that which 
in all probability lies locked-up in the sacred sanctum of some unknown 
or, may be, some unapproachable book-collector. Not so with the mass 
of books and pamphlets it has been necessary to inspect, and in many 
instances to purchase, before anything approaching a complete account of 
Bolton Bibliography could be written, or Jottings of Book-lore arranged. 

The essence, so to speak, of what has been gleaned during many 
years of unflagging investigation of, and careful " weeding " through, the 
illimitable stocks of booksellers, and of steady research in the principal 
libraries of the county, and elsewhere, is, in this volume, freely dedicated 
to the sympathies and use of those wishful to prosecute their inquiries 
anent the men, manners, and mansions that at one time or other during 
the past three hundred and fifty years have been associated more or less 
with the old town of Bolton. Twenty chapters have been deemed 
sufficient in which to review the various epochs of literature connected 
with the locality, and also to mention — in some cases rather briefly — the 
writings of natives who, in their day and generation, were shining lights in 
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the dark ages of superstition and witchcraft, and others, who, in 
more enlightened times, have, in print, left as legacies to succeeding gener- 
ations the results of laborious study and the sacrifice of "the midnight oil." 

Notices of Authors and Printers are numerous, and great care has 
been taken in the collection and arrangement of dates during which their 
works were published. All branches of bibliography receive attention, 
and though it is almost impossible in a work of ordinary dimensions to 
describe each of the eleven hundred publications herein treated upon, the 
principal items of literature have not been forgotten. 

To the Chapters and Jottings there is subjoined a comprehensive list 
of books and pamphlets coming wit;hin the limits of the subject, and, 
though it cannot boast of entire completeness, a glance thereat will suffice 
to show the abundant fruits of a diligent search for local literary works, 
in the effort to produce the best and most extensive compilation of its 
kind appertaining to the radius it embraces, and which, for utility, will 
perhaps be best appreciated by historians and genealogists, and other 
overs of kindred pursuits. 

Without imitating the egotism of a well-known character, who says 

that ' ' few authors who write about such things can have such opportunities 

of knowing them as I have," I cannot conclude without recognising the 

kindness that has been shown, and the facilities accorded, to me in my 

labours, not only by private gentlemen, but also by some of the chief 

librarians of the county, by whose aid I am enabled to produce the 

following exhaustive record of local literature. To Mr. C. W. Sutton, 

of the Free Reference Library, Manchester, my special thanks are due for 

his kindness in glancing through the proofs of these pages, and also to 

Mr. J. K. Waite, the Pubhc Librarian of Bolton ; Mr. John E. Tinkler, 

of the Chetham Library, Manchester; Charles Rothwell, Esq., M.R.C.S., 

J. P., of Bolton; John Fawcett Skelton, Esq., of Bolton; William 

Taylor, Esq., of Bolton; John Eglington Bailey, Esq., F.S.A., of

introduction: 

COMPLETE history of Bolton Bibliography would necessarily 
occupy considerably more space than circumstances warrant ; 
neither would an elaborate treatise win the general reader's 
sympathies. Notwithstanding this, and while admitting that the present 
work makes no special claim to originality, it may be stated that it 
■will be the most comprehensive of its kind relating to the town and 
neighbourhood of Bolton. The subject itself, to a lover of books and 
book-lore, cannot fail to be highly interesting, and in a measure the 
same may be echoed on behalf of all classes of readers, or they would 
not be Bueli. The bibliography of a town is one of its most important 
characteristics, for nothing more clearly demonstrates the character 
and dispositions of the people than that which is to be found in their 
literature. Again, the love of books is now more prevalent than in 
any preceding age. Not only is the passion for reading more widely 
B 
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diffused, bub the possibilities of its gratificatiou have abundantly- 
increased. "For one book collector in the past," saya a recent writer, 
"there are now hundreds who are diligently studying and gathering 
up that which is interesting, valuable, or curious In literature." li; is 
more particularly to this large and increasing class that these chapters 
are addressed, at the same time appealing to all who are hesitating on 
the Terge of the byways of book-lore, and also to those seeking after 
that which is curious and quaint. 

The purport of this work is first to rfi-eate a greater interest in the 
literature which has from time to time appeared from the local press, 
and which is still appearing, and to cultivate a, greater sympathy 
between readers and authors, who either by birth or long residence 
have become closely allied to the town and neighbourhood. Another 
object of these notes is, that they may act as an incentive to sliil 
further and more elaborate publications. If these ideas be successful 
the aim of the work will have been fully accomplished. 

Bibliography, even when simply confined to a locality, is a subject 
of more than ordinary magnitude — embracing the productions of the 
local press, works by local authors printed elsewhere, works by natives 
residing out of the district, and works by those whose long abode 
have gained them citizenship. Each of these various branches of 
literature will, hereafter, receive some little attention, though, of 
course, a balance may be justly anticipated in favour of Bolton-printed 
Tporks.

fN tracing our sneps back to an imporl^nt period in the history of 
early religious literature o£ Eolton, it is gratifying to observe that 
therj are several books o£ local autl)or,ship, which require more 
than casual notice. In suoli cases advantage has been taken of certain 
•correspondence whijli has passed during the compiling of these 
bibliographical notes, between the writer and several gentlemen of 
-considerable literary attainments, whose high reputation as authorities 
on this subject is unquestionable. The value of two or three of the 
works ill question may be better estimated when the fact of their 
extreme rarity is known, few copies being in the public libraries. In 
•one instance, neither the British Museum nor the Lambeth Library 
has secured a copy, whilst in auotlier case a public depository has 
not been discovered so as to be mentioned here, though repeated 
•enquiries have been made. Such books as these eaunob fail to be 
treasured by whomsoever is fortunately possessed of them, and to a. 
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local collector, their intrinsic value is much greater on account of 
-their authorship. 

It is now nearly 350 yeais since the Eev. Thomas Lever's first book 
was printed in London. The author was a native of Little Lever,' 
near Bolton, and graduated at St. John's College, Cambridge, taking 
his B.A. in 1542, and his M.A. three years later. Honours about 
this time poured upon him, receiving ordination (along with the Rev 
John Bradford, the martyr), at the hands of Bishop Kidley in 1550. 
Mr. Lever was a gifted elocutionist and became one of the preachers of" 
Edward VI. In the year of his ordination he preached, and caused to 
be printed in London, three sermons, the first on February 2ud, in 
"Poulea [St. Paul's] Churche at London in the Shroudes," the second, 
on the " Thyrd Sonday in Lent before the Kynges Maiestie, and his 
honorable Counsel!," and the third on December 14th, at " Paul's- 
Crosse." In the following year he wrote "A Meditation vpon the 
Lordes Prayer," which he preached at " Sayncte Mary Wolciiurche, 
London," and afterwards published if. On the accession of Queen Mary, 
in dread of his life,'Mr. Lever quitted the country and went to Geneva, 
where in 1556 he wrote and printed a treatise " Of the Right Way from 
Danger and Sinne, and Vengeance in this Wicked World." On his 
return to England, after Queen Elizabeth came to the throne, be 
published two more editions of this work — in 1571 and 1575. 'J he- 
three London sermons, just mentioned, were also revised, and published 
together under a new title in 1571, and again in 1870 in Arber's. 
"English Reprints." As will be seen none of Mr. Lever's writings were- 
printed in the provinces, for the simple reason that no presses were 
then eBtablished in the north country. These are the earliest known, 
works by a local author, therefore licence is here taken for giving . 
prominence to them. 

In chronological order of local writers, next comes the Eev. James- 
Pilkington, E.D., Lord Bishop of Durham, borii at Eiviugton, where he 
founded a Grammar School, which a few years ago was incorporated 
■with that of Blackrod. A number of his sermons, dating 
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from 1560 to 1585, were published ia book-form from the Londoa 
press, and in 1842 reprinted in the " Parker Society " publications. 

A few words about Lawrence Vaux [or Vauae] and his literary 
teorks will perhaps be read with interest. He was a native of Blaokrod, 
in Bolton parish, being born about 1519-20, and from boyhood was 
religiously imbued, to live the life of a priest being his ambition, and 
for this he was destined. He was ordained in 1542, and in course 
of time entered the Manchester College and became a fellow. He 
afterwards attained to the Wardenship of Manchester Collegiate Church. 
This was in the reign of Queen Mary ; but on the accession of 
Protestant Elizabeth to England's Royal Throne, Vaux left Manchester 
and took with him the College muniments and plate, which he partly 
deposited at Barlow Hall, partly at Standish Hall, and partly in 
Louvain, in order that they might not fall into Protestant hands. 
Those deposited iu a little chest in Mr. Standish's hands were to be 
given back to the Manchester College "as soon as it should be restored 
to the Catholic faith, or when Catholics should dwell iu it." Vaux 
was laborious in his calling, and well learned — being an exact 
grammarian and an ardent opposer of the Eeformation. Ou leavine; 
Manchester he " fled beyond sea," but returned some time after, and 
was imprisoned iu the Gratehouse, Westminister, being subsequently 
removed to Clink Prison, Southwark, where he died probably about 
the year 1585, though the exact date is not positively known. His^ 
writings were not, as far as ascertained, very numerous, but the 
di£Sculties and trials he had to encounter in the publication (or 
rather after the publication) of at least one, were a sufScient excuse 
for limiting his literary works. His principal book was "A 

Catechisme, or Christian Doctrine Necessary for Children and Ignorant | 
People." There were many editions printed, the first being at 
Louvain, Belgium, iu 1567, the next at Antwerp seven years later, 
and in 1583, 1590, and 1599, impressions were put forth at other 
presses. Very few copies are now known to exist — the British Museum 
possesses editions for 1574 and 1583, and Lambeth Library for 1590. 
It is pleasing to notice that the latest volume issued by the " Cbothato. 
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Society" is a reprint of the 1583 edition of the work in question. lb, 
is edited with praisewortliy carefulness and ability by Mr. Thomas 
Graves Law, of the Signet Library, Edinburgh, who has ' prefaced the 
reprint with an exhaustive account of the learned author's life. Vaux'^ 
"Catechisme" was deemed "a bold attempt," and it may be surmised^ 
■without indulging in much speculation, that all copies coming within 
the reach of the promoters of the Eeformation were at once seized and 
destroyed ; hence their scarcity. Two or three other productions o£ 
Yaux's pen were in turn printed, but are likewise seldom ofiered for 
sale. One is entitled " An Instruction of the Laudable Customs used 
an the Catholic Church ; or the use and meaning of holy ceremonies 
in God's Church," whilst another constitutes " Godly Contemplation^ 
for the Unlearned."" 

Bichard Longworth, D.D., also merits a brief mention here, on 
account of his literary contributions. He was born in or near 
Bolton about 1533, and matriculated as a pensioner of St. John's 
College, Cambridge, in November, 1549. His B.A. was obtained in 
1552-3, and M.A. in 1556. Bishop Pilkington, B.D., of Durham (also 
a native of thp old Parish of Bolton), ordained him priest in 1561-2,. 
and some six years later he was created CD. In resigning the 
Canonry of Durham, Dr. Longworth was presented to the Deanery 
of Chester in 1572-3. He is slated to have been a "man o£ 
business and u clever preacher" — two excellent qualities in one wha 
liad the rharge and guidance of souls. But as an author — or rather 
as an acknowledged author — he did not figure high, only one book 
having emanated from his pen, this being an " Answer to Articles. 
«xhibited against him by Certain of tlie Fellows of St. John's College, 
Cambridge," printed in 1569— just ten years before the date of his 
-death. Some printed " Letters" are attributed to Dr. Longworth, but 
their various subjects and whereabouts and places of printing are 
not forthcoming, though extensive researches have been made. It. 
is very probable that all, or some, of the above-mentioned works are 
preserved in the Library connected with St. John'? College, Cambridge^ 
[ yihere the learned writer had graduated. A lucid biographical notica 
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ot Dr. Longworth is given ju vol, 1, page 399, of the " Atlieoa^ 
Cantabrigiensee," edited by Messrs, Cliarlea H. Cooper, F.g.A., and 
Thompson Cooper, and printed in 1858. 

Probably no other book o£ local authorship appeared until 
early in the seventeenth century, when James Anderton, of Lostookj 
near Bolton, who was said to be one of the most learned writers 
of the [Romish] Church, ushered into existence an exhaustive work 
called " The Protestants Apologie for the Homan Chvrch," with the 
Tiom de guerre of "John Brereley, priest." Three editions of this treatise 
are known, viz., 1604, 1608, and 1615 — the latter being printed in 
Latin. No other literary product of his appeared until 1620, 
when he sought safety ou the continent, and his " Lilvrgie ot the 
]yias6e " was published at Cologne. In the same year he wrote 
about " Saint Avstines fieligion." Copies ot all these works are 
preserved in the library connected with the Chetham Collegej 
Manchester. Two other books are known from this author's pen, 
Tiz.: "Luther's Lite, &c.," published at St. Omer, in 1624, and an 
identification of " The Reformed Protestant," besides which nothing 
more is to hand by this learned scholar, yet a point of interest 
has been raised as to the locality in which his works were really 
printed, and it is thought to be extremely probable that Mr. 
Auderton's (John Brereley's) press was secretly established and 
worked at Lostock — the seat ot that ancient and opulent tamilyv- 
liecause about that period it was known that private gentlemen kepl^ 
printing presses at which many Bomish works were produced. In 
Eupport ot this assertion a passage will be given from Mr. John Gee's 
Catalogue of Books in " The Foot out of the Snare," printed in 1624 ; 
the writer living contemporary with Anderton. This interesting 
note, which is certainly one ot considerable signifioauce, reads : — 
" The Eeformed Protestant, by Brerely. — There was " printing house 
supprest about some three years since in Lancashire, where all Brerely 
his works, with many other Popish pamphlets were printed." 
Whether this sufiSciently substantiates the former statement as to 
the exact place ot this illegal and early Lancashire press is certainly 
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a matter of opinion, yet a word or two may be said in its favour. 
It cannot be denied that the isolated situation of Lostock nearly 
300 years ago would just be the spot, above all others, for the 
performance of secret acts of this kind, and the difficulty of approach 
would afford every facility to those engaged in the work, without 
serious liability to a sudden surprise and discovery. Again, few persona 
were likely to know the whereabouts of this " printing house in 
Lancashire " better than he whose words have just been quoted, who 
lived amongst and knew almost all the Romish priests of London, 
and himself an apostate Catholic. Mr. Gee's list of works has been 
found " remarkably correct," and because of its being but littlo 
known, and of importance as an historical docunient, it was inserted 
in the appendix of vol. 1. of "Records of the English Province of 
the Society of Jesus." The following is extracted from a footnote 
in Mr, T. Q. Law's notes on Lawrence Vaux above mentioned: 
"In 1613 the Bishop of Chester forwarded to the king aa 
inventory of books found among the effects of one Anderton, 
a recusant in Lancashire, deceased. There are reasons for 
thinking they formed part of a stock belonging to James 
Anderton, of Clayton, who owned a private printing press 
in Lancashire."* Referring to this fluent Lancashire writer, the 
Kev. Charles Dodd, in his " Church History of England, chiefly 
with regard to Catholics," asserts that "John Brereley is either a 
fictitious name, or at least assumed by James Anderton of Lostock, 
in Lancashire," and further observes that he was "a person of 
singular parts and erudition, as well as master of a plentiful estate; 
who, having published several controversial treatises, assumed the 
name of Brierley in order to conceal his person, and secure himself 
against the penalties he might incur upon that account." 

In 1577 was born another member of this early Popish family, 
who was destined to contribute towards the religious literature of the 

* As James Anderton, of Lostock, (Joba Brereley, priest) did not publish his 
last book till 1624, identiflcatioa with James Anderton, ot Clayton, who ed in 
1613 is impossible. The note is merely givon as bearinj; on the subject. 
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■country. His name was Lawrence, being the son of Tliomas Anderton, 
of Horwich, and brother to Christopher Anderton, of Lostock. 
Lawrence is described as " a learned Jesuit." He received his early- 
education at Blackburn Grammar School, from whence he was sent 
to Christ's College, Cambridge, where on account of his brilliant) 
genius and extraordinary eloquence was commonly called " Golden 
Mouth Anderton." On proceediug to Rome he entered the " Society 
of Jesus " in 1604 (the year in which his relative's first book 
appeared), and became a distinguished member of the Kuglish 
province. His missionary life, wliich extended tor very nearly 40 
years, in times of di£Sculty and danger, was chiefly passed in his native 
county, where he died on the 17th April, 1643, after publishing three 
works, respectively entitled, " One God, One Faith" (in 1625), " The 
Frogenie of Catholicks and Frotestant<." (1633) — this from the Iloueu 
press — and " The Triple Cord, or a treatise proving the truth of 
the Roman Religion"' (1634) at St. Omer. A copy of the second 
of these is preserved in Clietham College Library, Manchester, 
whilst the British Museum possesses one of the last-named. The 
Andertons, as will be observed, were staunch Catholics, brave and 
fearless in times of war, and iufluential in days of peace. Fear of 
deprivation or hardship was an alien in the breasts of this knightly 
family, but, on the other hand, their pride and loyalty elevated 
them above their fellows, and rather than foreswear the religion of 
their forefathers, submitted to a sequestration of their vast estates 
by Cromwell's Parliament, soon after its assumptive establishment. 
Let these remarks weigh to the credit of the supposed Lostock press 
or otherwise, such facts as are here set forth will doubtless form the 
basis of a most interesting item in the history, not only of Lancashire 
|)rinting, but also of early printing in England. 



CHAPTER II. 

SCAECE WOKKS OF AN EaKLT ViOAK OF DeaNE, A ZEALOUS PaRLIA» 
MENTABIAN ; THE FAMOUS LaKCASHIEE PETITION OF 1640, AND- 

HIS Eemaukable Poem on the " Drunkard's Peospectivb." — 
Eev. James Liveset's Rare Seemons, &c. 



EFERENCE will now be made to the Rev. John Tilsley, M.A., 
Vicar of Deane, and to the poetical lines addressed to Mr, 
Joseph Rigby on his " Drvnkard's Prospective, &c.'' To 
follow up Mr. Tilsley's character and writings closely it must first be 
understood that he way n man of learning and "stupendous qualifications 
for his ministerial work," being endowed with flueucy of language, which 
more particularly characterised his familiar eloquence. In discourse' he 
is said to have won the attention and sympathies of his hearers by 
reverent familiarity ; but, on the other hand, touching the printiag 
and publishing of his more select wrilingp, he was almost! 
tanapproaohable and only permitted very few of his compositions 
to be put into type. The earliest of these was. " A True Relation 
[ of the Taking of the Town of Preston" (of which be was an eye witness), 
in a letter to an eminent divine in London. Mr. Til-iley evidently 
took part in the fight, for he says ; " We have assaulted and taken 
Preston," and again, " We were about 900 or 1000 firemen, horse and 
foot, and about 600 billmen, halberdiers, and clubmen ; our marclk 
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in the nighb was tedious, especially to many who had marched the 
night before, and to accommodate us in that, God gave us a 
faire night, &c." An original copy of this "Account," which was- 
printed in London in 1642, is in the British Museum, as is also " A 
Farsenetic to Lancashire," which was appended to a petition from. 
Lancashire to "the Eight Honourable the House of Peers, and the 
Honourable the House of Commons," in 1646. At the time of 
writing the "Paiseuetic" Mr. Tilsley was "lodging" at Westminster,, 
whence he addressed the said work on the 27th August, 1646. 
The Rev. Dr. Halley, in his " Lancashire : it^ Puritanism and 
Nonconformity,'' referring lo this publication, says: "[Warden], 
Hejrieke [of Manchester] and his friends resolved to make a great, 
demonslration against the toleration <f both Papists and Siolaries. 
Tliey were well supported by a strong and united parly in the county.- 
John Ti's'ey, the young and zealous vicar of Dean, drew up a ' humble 
petition of the clergy, magistrates, gentiy, freeholders, anil others in/ 
Lancashire,' which was signed by twelve thousand persons, and 
presented to the Houses uf Parliament. Anything more intolerant 
hns never been presented to the Parliament of England. ... Of 
these giguaturt'S no less than six thousand represented residents in. 
the hundred of Salford. Published under the care if John Tilsley, 
accompanied with 'a Faisenetick lo Lancashire,' it excited great 
interest among vaiious parties. The Independents were greatly 
alaimed. In a pamphlet, entitled ' A New Birth of the City 
Remonstrance,' ih'y severely ciiticised the petition, and the claims of 
its supporters. Hollingworlh preaohtd and Tilsley wrote in ils- 
defence. Ultimately an ordinance of parliament was obtained by 
which Lancashire was cunstituled an ecclesiaslicul province governed 
by a synod, aiid divided into nine classical disliic:s, eacb subject to 
i's own classes. This was the most important change which had 
been made in the religious institutions of Lancashire since the 
Reformation." 

Mr. Tilsley was a Puritan of the strongest type, and a fail hful 
adherent to the Parliamentarian cause. In this parb of tho- 
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■northern counties few clergymen devoted themselves so entirely 
to its advancement as did the enthusiastic curate whilst assisting 
" that old rogue Horrocks that preaches in his grey cloke " at the 
.ancient Clmrcli of Deane. From his own statement it will be 
seen that he followed the victorious army, undt;r Colonel Seaton, 
to Preston, nnd, as already stated, wrote an account of the 
hostilities there. Seeing this and knowing that his efforts were 
ever for the downfall of the existing Ecclesiastical Government, 
it cannot be too much to suppose that be took every advantage 
of contributing, in whatever manner lay in his power, towaids 
its speedy dest.ructii)n. There is little doubt that his residence 
at Deane, during the Cromwellian Kebellion enabled bim to be 
present at least at one of the sieges of Bolton, and, with his 
ready pen, a description, similar to that of the siege of Preston, 
might reasonably be expected. Whether such were written and 
printed is a fact, perhaps, for ever lost in oblivion, though in 
all probability the eight-paged tract, purporting to be " An Exact 
Kelation of the Bloody and Barbarous Massacre at Bolton in the 
Moor in Lancashire, by Prince Rupert " in 1644, was written by 
fhim ; the style of composition and conciseness of the record 
pointing in a most decisive manner to that end. Mr. H. Gray 
of Cathedral Yard, Manchester, possesses an excellent copy of 
this rare publication. Mr. Tilsley was minister at Deane — first as 
curate and then as vicar, from 1642 to 1662, when he was ejected 
under the Act of Uniformity ; he afterwards lived in retirement, 
^principally in Manchester, until his death in 1684. It would, therefore, 
be during his ministry at Deane that the works mentioned were 
printed. 

Mr. J. E. Bailey, F.S.A., in his "Memoir of the Rev. John 
Tilaley," published in 1884, observes : — " Two noticeable funeral 
sermons were preached by Tilsley : — one at the interment of the Rev. 
"W. Rathband at Cockey, on 1 Cor. iii., 10; and the other at Bolton 
Church, at the interment of Colonel Robert Bradshaw, eminent for 
.his piety, valour, and wisdom in the time of the war," It is 
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questionable whether these sermons were ever printed. Ifa may be- 
stated, that Rigby'a ''Ingeniovs Poem, called the Drvnkard'a- 
Prospective, or Burning Qiassp/' was published in 1656. To that 
tire supplemented several commendatory addresses on the work- 
by various local clergymen, including some lines by Mr. Tilsley, from- 
which the following extract is made : — 

'When I behold a bezelitig^ dead-drunk crew 

Of miscreants ; raethiuks ther's in my view 

The liveliest emiilim of the lowest pit. 

That can be seen except one goe to it. 

Qod's wrath is slil'd wine of aatoiii.>bment, 

■Which on condemned souls hath its full vent. 

The Drunkard's wine when it doth so inflame, 

Doth it not clearly represent the same 1 

When as I t-ee th'^in swell on the Ale-bench, 

Ueliow, blaspheme, and wallow in the stench. 

Hell's nothin<; else I think : or if not it. 

Yet sure it leades to that infernall pit. 

Well may we then contlude, the drunken sot 

Must pledge himselfe in fire and brimstone hot. 

It is most sad, and yet most true, they'll find 

Two hells, one here, another yet behind. 

May this thy burning glasse the conscience scorch 

Of Drunkards, while they are yet in the porch 

Of hell ; and so most hiippil^' suspend 

DirefuU inf email fiames woild without end.

This effusion ia signed: "So singeth and proyeth your respectfull' 
friend, John Tilsley, Pastor of Deane Cli: Lancashire,'' Mr. J. E, 
Bailey, F.S.A., of Manchester, has a MS. volume of unpublished 
religious poems by Joseph Rigby above referred to. 

In 1649 another author of local repute — Ellis Bradshaw — wrote- 
and published three pamphlets entitled respectively "An Husband- 
man's Harrow to pull down the ridges of the Presby teriall Government," 
"Causes of the Ebbing and Flowing of the Sea," and " The Preaching 
^f the Heavens." In tlie following year he issued " A true relation 
of the strange apparitions seen in the air in and about the 
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town of Bolton in the Moors." Five other works of his appeared 
■between 1652 and 1656. Seven of Bradshaw's pamphlets (all 
printed iu London) were pui^cliased for the Free Reference Libiary, 
King-street, Manchester, at Mr. James Crossley's (London) sale 
— a high price being given on account of their rarity. 

The Kev. James Livesey, minister at Turton Church in 1650, and 
son-in-law to its patron, afterwards of Chowbent and Great Budwortli, 
was an author of great talent. In 1655 he preached a sermon 
before the judges and sheriff of the county of Lancaster, which 
lie designated "Enchiridion Judioum, or Jehosophat's Charge to 
his Judge?,'' and caused the same to be printed. Two years later 
his " Catastruplie Magnatum " was struck ofi ; this was a " Funeral 
^Sermon on the Right Worshipful John Atherton, Esq., of AthertoD, 
high sheriff of the county of Lancaster." In 1660 a London firm 
executed Mr. Livesey's third literary production, forming a "Discourse 
occasioned by the doleful loss of an eminently pious and learned 
gentleman, viz , Mr. Humphrey Chetham, who died at Turton Tower 
in 1658-9." Wliilst at Chowbent he wrote u poem of 80 lines in 
laudation of Mr. Joseph Rigby's " Drvnkard's Prospective, or burning 
Olasse," commencing thus : — 

To need no friends, t'have friends in need. 

Both good: fur thu3 y' ha.ve friends indeed; 

Tliis will immorlalise, when read, 

Your fame; advance your blisse when dead. 

This Willi hope the frr.Lve controll. 

And prove yourd is a heaven-horn soule. 
Ill tills glasse purblind eyes may see 

Drunkards, not men, but monsters be. 

Dead, yet alive; of humane kind 

The scab, the shame, also I Snd, 

Them voluntary Dsenions stil'd; 

Even hell his selfes with them defil'd." 
If Mr. Livesey wrote any other works for publication I am not aware 
of them. All his productions are scarce and consequently valuable.* 

* At the book sale of Uichard Wood, EeQ., in Manchester, last year, Mr. Livesjy's 
llunera! sermon on Humphrey Chelham la 1653-9, was sold for 454. 
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Notes on many other works .by Bolton authors, who, for the want 
-of a local press were obliged to patronize that of London or elsewhere, 
•might be of interest to some readers, but what has already been 
given must, however, suffioe. 

Another class or series of books claiming attention are those 
relating to Bolton, which unfortunately lack authors' names. Many 
of them were issued from time to time from other than the local 
press. The earliest to hand is one describing " How the Earle of 
Derbie's Forces made an onset on the Towne of Bolton," printed 
in 1643 — the year succeeding the deplorable event. This was followed 
in 1644 by " An Kxact Eelation of the Bloody and Barbarous 
Massacre at Bolton in the Moors in Lancashire by Jfrince Rupert." 
Then came " The Earl of Derby's Speech on the Scaffold immediately 
before his execution at Solton in 1651, exactly taken in shorthand 
as it was spoken," and in 1681 and 1720 two other accounts of the 
-Earl's sufferings and execution appeared. 



CHAPTER III. 

Epitome of the Lwe ahd Weitings of thk Eev. Oliver BrEYWooDj. 
B.A., the Great Nonconformist Divine. — Esv. Kathamel. 
Hetwood's Printed Seemohs. , 



'HE most celebrated Nonconformist author of local birtli was 
the Rev. Oliver Heywood, B.A., who first saw the light of day at 
a place aptly signalised as being " long famous for glorious- 
professors of the gospel, and powerful preachers." He was the son of 
Kichard and Alice Heywood, of Little Lever, and this was the ruraP 
spot of his nativity. From here to the Old Parish Church of 
Bolton he was borue to pass through the baptismal ceremony as 
authorised by the laws of the National Church. This was the 
first if not the greatest epoch in the life of one whose eventful 
career ranks .high amongst the so-called religious persecution^ 
of Charles the Second's reign. What could better lead the miud of 
the studious and thoughtful youth than the striking incident 
which he would have heard as having occurred at the font, when, 
rather than he should be marked by the sign of the Cross, his 
godmother stepped back, and thus averted the fulfilment of that 
ceremony it was intended to perform ? It may well be asked what 
could have created in tlie breast of young Oliver such feelings of 
disloyalty against the rubrics of the Church of his forefathers, more 
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than the denial of the " symbolical sign" at his baptism — not by the 
negligence of the officiatiog clergy but by the pre-conceived design 
of her who promised certain vows for his future welfare ? Sixty-five 
years after that incomplete ceremonial, the Eev. Oliver Heywood 
reflected on the circumstance, and under date 15th March, 1694-5, 
wrote : " Lord God, Thy poor servant knows not the day of my 
birth, but I am assured, both by my father's writing and the Register 
at Bolton that this is the day of my Baptizing, which was aa I suppose 
not long after my birth, old Adam Hilton (my grandmother Hey wood's 
brother) was my goff or godfather (as then used) Mtris Andrews of 
little Leaver-hall was my godmother so called held me at the font, 
when the minister (I suppose Mr. William Gregge, that marryed my 
present wiuea sister) had sd : the words, in the name of the father. 
Son, and holy ghost she stept back off the stone and suffered 
him not to crosse me with the sign of the crosse from whence 
and that solemnity arose these meditations. 1, My dear parents 
presented me to the Lord in the ordinance of baptism, devoted me then 
and thereby doubtles prayed for me and offered me a pious and 
liberal education ; 2, yet little did they or such as presented ' me 
imagin that the stepping down and preventing that ceremonious 
rite of the crosse that it was a presage of my being a N[od] 
C[onformiBt] minister, to bear my testimony agt. those superstitious 
usages, and preaching and suffering so much for the good old cause 
of Puritanism and Nonconformity, and as little could it be thought 
that I should live aboue 60 years to see such changes in Civil and 
Ecclesiastics as I have done since 1640, Bps up, then down, then up 
again, that I should be a publick preacher above 44 yeares, have such 
measure of health, liberty, oppertunitys, more than most of my 
brethren, some good successe and fruit of my poor labours, 
marry famous Mr. Angier'a daughter, print so many books, injoy 
BO many comforts of life, bring up two sons to be ministers, build a 
chappel, help so many poor ministers and Christians in their uecessitys 
by myself and others and yet have a competency for myself and wife." 
Thus we have a brief epitome of Mr. Heywood's life, and were more 

C 
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than that here submitted the object of the present chapters would be 
too widely departed from. Therefore what is given of the life and 
character of that great and early Nonconformist will perhaps be an 
iucentiye to some to look further into the details of his memorable 
career, of which many interesting accounts have been written, and may 
be seen in the Bolton Free Library and elsewhere. For those who may be 
so desirous are recommended tlie editions by the Rev. Richard Slate, 
5 vols., 1826-7 ; and Mr; J. Horsfall Turner, 4 vols,, 1882-5 ; whilat 
the former includes a reprint of the works written by Mr. Heywood, 
the latter gives a verbatim transcript of his autobiography, diary, 
and event-book. The editor, who has displayed much perseverance 
and painstaking in that which must have been entirely a labour of 
love, in the preface to the last volume, says : " The dream of my 
boyhood is now fairly realised. The story of Oliver Heywood 
had been treasured in the minds of the parishioners of Halifax 
for many generatipns, when it was recounted to me — a poor orphan, 
bookless and friendless, I longed to hear more. , . ." To that 
craving, undoubtedly, is due the publication of Mr. J. Horsfall 
Turner's edition of the Rev. Oliver Heywood's Diaries, Reflections, &c. 
One passage bearing on the subject of local bibliographj? is 
prominent in the quotation given above from Heywood's "Reflections," 
i.e., that referring, to his "printing of so many books,'' Had Mr. 
Heywood not been proud of the fact he would never have classed 
it amongst the most important events of his life. In carefully 
glancing at the writings of that eminent Puritan, it is found 
that his first published work was a treatise entitled "Heart 
Treasure : or an Essay tending to fil and furnish the Head and Heart 
of every Christian," printed at the " Golden Bible," on London 
Bridge, in 1667, comprising 336 pages .Svo. It was followed in 
1669 by his work on " Closet Prayer or Christian Duty," printed in 
London, for Tho: Parkhurst at the ''Bible and Three Crowns;'' on 
October 19tli, 1669, four copies of this publication were ordered to 
be brought to Bolton for distribution. In 1671 " Sure Mercies of 
David " appeared as the second part of " Heart Treasure," 
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the preface being dated during the previoua year. Several other 

•works of a similar character are recorded aa having been penned 

by Mr. Heywood between then and 1685, when " The Holy 

Life and Happy Death of Mr. John Angier"* — one of his most 

interesting writings — was put through the press in octavo size. lu 

thi^ little volume an interestins; note is given of the literature of Mr. 

Angier, which, on account of his ministry at Ringley Chapel, from 1630 

to 1632, has a claim -on our attention. In 1647 he caused to be printed 

a work called " An Helpe to Better Hearts for B itter Times, indeavoured 

in several! Sermons," and in the Epistle Dedicatory prefixed to that 

book he records some of the most striking incidents of hig sufferings 

and persecutions for Nonconformity. He says, " Though in nine or 

ten years at Denton Chapel, I preached not above two single years (to 

my best remembrance) without interruption, and in that time was 

twice excommunicated ; though Sabbath assemblies were sometimes 

distractedly and sorrowfully broken up, and my departure from my 

habitation and people often forced, no means of return left in sight, 

jet, through the fervent prayers of the Church, God renewed liberty." 

Mr. Heywood, in his memoir, writes ; "'It was muttered that Mr. Angier 

had $, hand in a certain book which reflected on the bishop, in 

consequence of which he was much disturbed, and mas in danger 

of being brought before the High-Commission Court. The book was 

found in Stockport, casting some reflections upon the archbishop's 

, speech in the Star-chamber ; and though Mr. Angier was suspected of 

it, yet he professeth his inn,ocence in his diary. But pursuivants came 

to apprehend him, and this trouble occasioned him to sell the land at 

Dedham which his father left him, worth £40 a year, turning it iutp 

money, as being less visible, and so less subject to danger. God hid 

bis person as He did Jeremiah and Baruch." Beyond the works to 

which these extracts refer nothing is known of other publications bjr 

Mr. Angier, 



^ The Rev. John Angier was minister at Ringley from 1630 to 1S32, when he 
{removed to Denton Cbapel, where he ministered until hia death, in 1677. 
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" Baptismal Bonds Renewed," was the title of another of Heywood's 
works, containing 318 pp., including a preface of 20. Mr. Parkhurst, of 
London, was printer and publisher, from whom Mr. Heywood received 
69 gratuitous copies, besides 100 for which he paid £10 ; twelve of 
these were sent to Bolton friends. Of this work twelve copies were 
"better bound then ordinary in calues leath: guilt." A sermon 
designed for a funeral legacy, called " Meetness for Heaven," was printed 
in 1690, when Mr. Heywood paid £7 10s. to Mr. Parkhurst for 200 
copies. The foregoing are not the only books written and published by 
the Rev. Oliver Heywood — on the other hand, he was a voluminous 
writer, as well as a popular preacher ; and, allowing for the difficulties 
«xperienced two hundred years ago in passing works through the 
press, much praise is due to that pious author for his literary 
achievements. The rarity of original editions of Heywood's works is 
unquestionable, as testified by Mr. Job Orton's letter addressed to a 
Bury minister early in the present century, an extract of which reads 5 
" The life of Mr. Heywood is worth your perusal, as he seems to have 
been a very considerable man for his age. I could wish you to borrow 
of your congregation any books of their old divines, who lived in 
Lancashire and the neighbourhood, which they have in their houses. 
Some of them are extremely valuable, as those of Pendlebury, Nath. 
and Oliver Heywood, Aired, &o. They were men of distinguished 
ability, and eminent piety and zeal. Though some of their sentiments 
are indefeasible, and their language low and mean, yet there is a savour- 
of piety, seriousness, and concern for the interes'ts of religion, and so 
much experience of human nature, and the workings of the heart, as 
are hardly to be met with in any modern compositions. There are 
also many little and instructive and striking stories, which may be 
well adapted, and would render a, discourse in which they are 
introduced popular, pleasing, and useful." ■ 

Many editions of Oliver Heywood's numerous works have appeared 

from time to time — a fact which bespeaks the unabated interest taken 

in them by his admirers in each successive generation- During a life 

f marked activity, his ministerial duties were mainly performed at 
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Coley Chapel,* Yorkshire, though he often preached in the homed 
of his relatives and friends on visiting the neighbourhood of his 
birthplace, and on one occasion (1669) he tells ua that he preached 
" funeral sermons for Mr. Park and good uncle francis Critchlaw at 
Bradshaw Chappel." He preached many times at Cockey Chapel, 
and also attended divine service in the O'd Bolton Parish 
Ohurch, the sanctuary to which his father had been greatly 
attached during the revolutionary times of the Commonwealth. 
The Rev. Oliver Heywood died 4th Nov. 1702, and was buried in 
Holdsworth's Chapel, Halifax Church. Thus ended the life of one 
who in his day and generation did as much for the spread of Puritanism 
and Konconformity as any of his fearless contemporaries. 

The Rev. Nathaniel Heywood was a younger brother of Oliver, and, 
like him, was born at Little Lever, being baptised in the Bolton Parish 
Church on the 16th Sept., 1633. In course of time he became Minister 
of the Qospel at Ormskirk, where his life was entirely devoted to the 
cause which he had espoused from his youth. He died December 
16th, 1677, and went to his grave in peace "after all his violent 
tossings upon the tempestuous sea of this world." Two years after his 
death there were some sermons of his printed, entitled " Christ 
Displayed as the Choicest Qift and Best Master,'' which were published 
by his brother Oliver,

CHAPTER IV. 

The Eaeest Known Locallt-wkiitbn Work, bt a Bolton Pabish 
Church Lecturbb, entitled " The Pateiarohall Sabbath ; " 
WITH Interesting Notes on the Learned Author. 

jtlp PROBABLY the soareest book of local authorship is one entitled 
Jjft " The Patriarchall Sabbath," written by John Smith, an early 
Lecturer at Bolton Parish Church. Though the British 
Museum is not known to possess a copy of this volume, the 
Bodleian Library, the Library of the Faculty of Advocates, and 
also that connected with the Siou College, London, are, on the 
other hand, more fortunate, At the present time comparatively 
little is known of this rare treatise and its author, therefore occasion 
will here be taken to place on record such scattered data, that have been 
culled from various sources, relating to the subject. The short jtitle of 
the work is "The Patriarchall Sabbath, instituted Gen. ii. 3." 
It was in all probability twice printed in London, in 1683 and 1694, in 
the last named year the title was slightly altered. The book contains 
201 8vo. pages. 

By the leading bibliographers oE the past twenty years Mr. Smith's 
werk is acknowledged to be extremely scarce, and in reference 
to it Kn Bobert Cox, F.S.A. Scotland, in his " Literature 
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o£ the Sabbath Question," printed in 1865, says: "Of this work 
I know nothing beyond what IS mentioned by Dr. Isaac Watts, iu 
the following note to one of his discourses on ' The Holiness of Times, 
Places, and People, under the Jewish and Christian Dispensations ;' 
he saya, ' There is a learned author who has written a treatise, 1683, 
whose running title is ' The Patriarohall Sabbath.' " Again another 
quotation reads : " There is a copy of this rare book in the Library 
of Sion College, 'London.'' Wotton extracts from the work iu his 
"Miscellaneous Discourses," and gives "J, S." as the author's 
initials. The Bev. Bichard Parkinson, B.D„ Canon of Manchester, 
in 1845, wrote: "The book here referred to, on the 'Patriarohall 
Sabbath,' I have not discovered." It may here be advisable, 
before submitting another and more lengthy note on the book, 
to observe that the remarks made by the Bev, Canon Parkinson, 
in his editorial address accompanying " The Life of Adam 
Martindale," printed for the Chetham Society in 1845, do not refer 
to John Smith, the Lecturer at Bolton Church, but to a Matthew 
Smith. The misapplied note appears after Martindale's entry about 
John Smith, and reads : " This Mr. Smith, who was a native of Yorkj 
and educated by Mr. Balph Ward, the minister particularly patronised 
by Lady Hewley, was the first to cause division in the camp of the 
dissenters by the new views which he took concerning the imputation 
of Christ's righteousness. He intitled the book in which these notions, 
were first broached, " The True Notion of Imputed Eighteousness, and 
our Justification thereby ; being a supply of what is lacking in the late 
book of that most learned person Dr, Stillingfleet,' &c., and it 

I was followed in the same year by ' A Defence of the foregoing 
Doctrine against some growing Opposition among Neighbours, Ministers, 
and others.' " 

John Smith, so far as can be ascertained from original manuscripts 
accessible, was appointed to the Bolton Lectureship in about the year 
1679, which office had probably been filled since the Bev, Koberb 
Parke's ejectment for Nonconformity in 1662, by the Bevs. Eobert 

Harpui and John Lever, successive vicars of Bolton, The first record 
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of Mr. Smith's connection with, this town will be found in the valuable 
register of baptisms, marriages, and burials, kept by Oliver Heywood, 
where (21 Jan., 1679-80) is entered: "Cozen Ester Heywood, marr. 
by Mr. Smith, Leot. at Bolton."* It is very singular that no entry 
corresponding with Mr. Heywood's can be found in the Bolton Church 
registers from the years 1678 to 1684, from which it is inferred that 
the marriage, although performed by the Bolton Lecturer, did 
not take place in this town. It was whilst fulfilling the 
duties of the Lectureship that Smith wrote his work on "The 
Patriarchall Sabbath," as appears by the diary of another eminent 
Nonconformist minister — the Bev. Adam Martindale. The story 
told of this new work by Mr. Martindale, contains much to reward 
the attention of those interested in the subject, and on this account 
a pretty full extract is given, The diarist writes: — "The same yeare 
[1683] there came out a new booke, intituled The PatriarchaU 
Sabbath, written by Mr. Smith, Lecturer at Bolton ; in which there 
are many things of very bad consequence, as I made bold to tell the 
authour when I met him in Manchester. My cousin TilBley,t of 
Manchester, desired me to write against it ; which I was loath to 
doe, because then very busie about my manuscript touching ' Kneeling | 
at the Sacrament,' But at last I yielded, designing only six or seven 
sheets for the overthrowing of his mains grounds ; the farre greater 
part of his booke lying remote from the vitals of his cause. When 
I had drawne this up, Mr. Moxon, bookseller in Manchester, desired 
me to give him a copie for the presse; but I refused then to doe it, 
being resolved to discourse with Mr. Smith before substantial! 
witnesses, to see what he was able to say in answer to mine 
objections, and whether any more tender course could be taken to 
vindicate the wronged truth, then to expose him in print ; or, at the 
least, I thought I should not fails to understand where he laid his 
great stresse, and his fixed seuce of things seemingly ambiguous. So 
I went, and heard him preach his lecture, upon Monday, August 6th ; 

* Esther Heywood was married to James Lomax, of Little Lever. 

t The ejected Vicar of Deane, who ended his da^s in retirement at Manchsster, 
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«nd after dinner, before three ancient ministers, all his neighbours, 
I told him my businesse, and charged him that he had injured : 1, The 
Holy Scriptures ; 2, the Christian Ssibbath ; 3, the Church' of England ; 
4, the writers for the Lord's-day, and particularly myselfe ; which foiyre- 
[fold charge I was readie to make good," After these points had been 
[ refuted, "Mr. Smith excused himselfe by businesse," says Martindale, 
^'and I could never get opportunity afterwards to discuss the rest 
before competent witnesses." 

Endeavours were made to get Martindale's papers printed, and 
■300 copies should have been struck off, but through some trifling 
monetary dispute between the intended publisher, who resided iu 
Warrington, and the London printer, the matter was never put into 
type, and consequently left unpublished. An interesting entry has 
been made by the Rev. Oliver Heywood in his diary (which has just ] 
been published in extenso by Mr. J. Horsfall Turner, of Idel, near 
Bradford) implicating the author of "The Patriarchall Sabbath" ia 
designing to break up an assembly of Heywood's hearers. The extract 
reads: "Upon Tuesday, Aug. 14, [16]83, I was to preach at 
Cozen Th: Woofham's (where my sister Esther liues). I did think 
there would be great resort thither, and had some apprehensions of 
clanger — God helped me that morning at brother Okeys to pour out my 
Boul to him, BO we went into Darcy-leaver, multitudes of people came, 
I begun, was helped in prayer, preaching near an hour, then came 
T. H. son from Bolton, acquainted us of the design of some to break 
us up, I ceased, some went away, others overed about, I went into an 
house,' sent scouts to watch and give notice, then went to work again, 
preacht out my sermon, none came, yet we did hear it was a reality, 
tout understanding that ;We were broken they came not, the contrivers 
were 3 or 4 preachers and some others, father f or(;ive them. Mr. Smith, 
Lecturer, Mr. Lomaz, Mr. Stones, Mr, Loe, ice, but Mr. Leaver, vicar 
of Bolton, dissented, was our friend, blessed be God — so we came 
away.'' The Rev. Richard Slate's edition of Heywood's works] 
fails to give the names above-mentioned. 

An original document also relating to Mr. Smith's connection with 
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BoltoD, and of which the Bubjoined is a literal copy, came into my 
handa some time ago through the kindness of the Kev. Canon PowelI/| 
Vicar of Bolton : — f 

" 1 May, 1685.— "Whereas an acoompt is mayd this day w'th Mi'. ^ 
Jotu Smith, lecturer at Bolton, conoernlnge the profitts arisinge ! 
from Mr. Qosnal's gift to the Lecturer at Bolton, which accompb j 
4li. 73. 8d. ia due to mee as a balance for 5 years endinge at 
Midsummer next, and for that the feoffees are plesed to accomodate 
mee w'th so much aa to make the ballance £10, I promia I will not 
demand any money from the sd. lands vntill the money so lent be 
reimbursed to the feoffees out of the profitta of the sd. lands. In 
witnes hereof I have putt my hand the day & yeer above written.

in the year following [1686] the Lecturers' Acoounta contain an 
entry: "Paid by Mr. [Thomas] Marsden [one of the feoffees] to Mr. 
Smith, the Lecturer, £33 lOs. OOd." Mr. Smith, waa succeeded in 
office by the Eev. Henry Woods. Throughout his residence in BoltoUj 
Smith does not appear to have attended the Church vestries, if 
we are to judge by the absence of his signature in the old minute book. 

Besides the work referred to, Mr. Smith is credited with another 
production, entitled " Christian Eeligiou's Appeal from the Groundless 
Prejudices of the Sceptiok to the Bar of Common Reason," printed : 
in London, 1675. This book was certainly written by a " John 
Smith," who then held the Rectorship of St. Marie's, in Colchesteril 
but it is scarcely probable that he would resign that living in favour 
of the small income attached to the Bolton Lectureship. From this 
circumstance it is almost conclusive that the author of "The 
Patriarchall Sabbath" and the author of "Christian Religion's! 
Appeal" were not identical. An excellent copy of the last-named 
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•volume, formerly the property of the late Mr. James Crossley, of" 
Manchester, is now before me ; ib is dedicated " To the Most Xleverend 
Father in God, Gilbert, Lord Archbishop of Canterbury, Primate of 
All England and Metropolitan." The Dedicatory Epistle refers to 
"That excellent Treatise o£ Doctor Stillingfleet." The work is 
composed of four books, and contains 28pp. of Dedication, Preface, 
and Contents, and 505pp. of context, quarto size. Since this chapter 
on Mr. Smith's " Patriarohall Sabbath " appeared in the Bolton Journal 
an extensive article* on the same subject has been published in the 
July No. [1885] of Book-Lore, in which, besides other notes, are given 
lengthy extracts from Martindale's Diary and Cox's Literature on 
the Sabbath Question" bearing on Smith's book. The following 
interesting information is also included: "After leaving Bolton, 
Mr. Smith became the incumbent of Deanhead Chapel, in Scammonden, 
Huddersfield, where he was resident in 1689. The Bev. Robert 
Meeke, who was minister of the ancient chapelry of Slaithwaite, enters 
in his Diary, under date 1694 : ' July 6tli, A little before dinner came 
Mr. Smith, the author of The Patriarchall Sahbath. He took me wholly 
from my study. July 7th, Read all afternoon ; after dinner Mr. Smith 
and I went down to' the town ; sent for Mr. Browne; stayed tilt 
towards night. July 10th, I went with Mr. S[mith] homewards, it 
was a stormy day, being on foot, we called at several houses for 
shelter.' His death is recorded in the following entry in the Parish 
Church Registry : ' Mr. John Smith, curate of Scammonden, [buriedf 
May 19th, 1699.' From an entry in Oliver Heywood's ' Northowram 
Register ' we learn that Smith was aged 82. Worthy Adam 
Martindale was -not alone in his dislike of Smith's theory, which i* 
styled by Whislon, ' That notion of his, which is entirely his own, and 

in which he is not, as I believe, likely to be seconded by anybody- 
else.' " 

So much for Nonconformist views of Smith's Treatise, but in the 
absence of a " Vindication " of such work, those opinions should be- 
read with the greatest reserve.

I to) EFORE entering fully into the subject suggested by the above 
strange title, it will be a suitable prelimiDary to say a few 
words about the most ancient educational institution — the 
Parisli Church, of course, excepted — connected with our old and 
historic town, and also to refer at greater length to one of its early 
members, as an integral part thereof, and who, at the same time, 
became father of a faithful disciple of the Christian Church, who, 
centuries ago, was unjustly stigmatised as " The Lancashire Levite." 

It may not be commonly known that Bolton, like very few other 
Lancashire centres, has, for more than 350 years, enjoyed the blessed 
■advantage of a Grammar School. The first place of this class in onr 
midst can be traced back to the time of Henry VIII., in the year 1524, 
when William Haighe, of Wigan, bequeathed a messuage and 
tenement in Tockholes to six trustees — including the then Vicar of 
-Bolton — which produced a yearly rental of 333. 4d., " towards the 
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maintenance of a schoolmaster to teach a Grammar School in Bolton' 
ior the better improvement and training of youths in the town and 
parish of Bolton, in learning and other godly exercises and virtues." 
In 1622, the Rev. James Qosnall, a minister at Bolton Church, died 
and left tlie rent of some land in Balderstone to be divided as follows: 
" A ffour of six parts to the Lecturer at Bolton ; a ffifth part to the 
poor of Bolton, Little Lever, and Darcy Lever ; and a sixth part to- 
the Mr. & Usher of Bolton School." Eobert Lever, by will dated 1641, 
bequeathed a sum of money '" eyther for erectinge and maintainynge 
of a fifree School or Chapel." The last-named testator died three- 
years after the date of the will, but it was not until 1657 that such 
free school was built at a cost of £462 lis. 8d.* 

For the past 227 years the names of Masters and Ushers of the 
School have been preserved, and these in 1881 were chronologically 
arranged and published by Mr. J. K. Waite, the [Public Librarian of 
Bolton. But, unfortunately, not so with the names of those who, prior 
to 1658, were entrusted with the " training of youths in learning and 
other godly exercises and virtues." However, in the absence of an 
earlier list, recourse has been had to the Bolton Parish Begisters, which' 
contain many entries pertaining to the early masters of the school, and' 
amongst which there is one that demands our attention, viz., the Rev. 
Zachariah Taylor, M.A., regarding whom some noteworthy facts will be 
produced, with the object of eliciting greater interest in the present 
article than could otherwise be expected. 

According to Lieut,-Col, Fishwick's " History of Kirkham," I find 
that Mr. Taylor " was born in 1618, graduated at Dublin University,. 
and upon leaving college had some preferment in Ireland, but left 
that country during the troublous times which ensued." He married 
Abigail Ward, and in 1644 his daughter Elizabeth was baptised at 
Manchester, as were also two sons, Jacob and George in 1646 and 
1649 respectively^ Mr. Taylor became Rector of Grappenhall, in 
Cheshire, about 1649, and, vide Piecope, of Gorton iu 1651; whilst the

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Parish Registers of Manchester for 21 July, 1652, record the baptism of 
"Jacob, son of Zacherite Taylor, of Manchest,er," and those of 'Warringtoa| 
■for 28 November, 1652, contain the baptismal entry of " Samuel, son 
of Mr. Zackaria Tayllor, minister." He is next found filling the 
responsible position of headmaster at the Bolton Free Grammar 
School in 1653, at the same'time residing in Little Bolton, where he 
apparently remained during his brief connection with the town. This 
only lasted for a period something short of three years, when he 
again removed, this time to a curacy under the llev. Robert Bath, at 
Rochdale, Whilst in Bolton, as appears by an old jLancashirp I 
Funeral Certificate, preserved in the British Museum, " Mr. Saoary '| 
Taylor " was one of those " mynisters " who attended and joined in the 
cortege at the funeral of the celebrated Humphrey Chetham, Esq., of 
Clayton Hall and Turton Tower, which took place at Manchester | 
on the 2nd October, 1653. ^ 

It is recorded that the Rev, Zacli. Taylor, when at Kirkham in 
1680, observed the request made in the codicil to Mr, Henry Colborpe's^ 
will, " to preach monthly a Lecture in the Mother Church, or iu some 
of the Chapels in the Parish"; and also that three years later the 
Rev. R. Clegg, Vicar of Kirkham, complained to the " Company of 
drapers" that Mr. Z. Taylor refused to preach on the first Sunday in 
March, and seven other sermons at Hambletou, Lund and Kirkham 
or to find a substitute. To this they replied that, " conaiderine the age 
and infirmities of Mr. Taylor [they] did think fit to have him at 
liberty to preach in what chapel he pleased, so that he preached ia 
some one on a Lord's day in every month." 

" Throughout the civil war," says Dr. Halley, " he [Zach. Taylor] 
had been not only a Royalist, but a chaplain in the royal army. 
Nevertheless, on the defeat of the King's forces, he quietly submitted 
to the existing government, and holding with the vicar l.of Roohdala„| 
that no particular form of ecclesiastical discipline was of divine 
authority, he readily co-operated with the Presbyterians. Quite as 
lavourable to episcopacy as Mr. Bath [the vicar], he would not do 
violence to his conscience by professing his assent to everything in tl^p 
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Book of Common Prayer. He may with propriety be called an 
Episcopalian Nonconformist, Being an excellent Scholar, he estab- 
lished a good reputation as an instructor of youth, and by some 
invasion of the Act of Uniformity obtained the appointment of master 
of the grammar school at Kirkham." The exact date of this last 
appointment, however, is not known, but Lieut.-Ool. Fishwiok says 
it was probably in the year 1673 or 1674. 

The Kev. Zach. Taylor was a friend and intimate associate of the 
Kevs. Henry Newcome, Richard Heyrioke (warden of Manchester)i 
llichard Baxter, and many others of equal Presbyterian fame. This ia 
<!learly shown in the case of Mr. Newcome, whose diary contains the 
iollowing entries : — 

" January 30 [1658] Saturday. I was much used to go to Zachary 
. Taylor's at an evening to play at shuffle-board. I was oft checked for 
this, lest I was too much concerned in it. 

" February 12 [1662] Wednesday. Mr. Taylor of Eochdole Vf'th 
juee a while. 

" June 9 [1663] Tuesday. I had an ill night w'th my coup;h. Bose 
after 8. Bead Jud. xvi. after dutys. Mr. Taylor came in and staid 
.w'th me a while." 

As will be observed the first entry relates to the period of the 
Commonwealth, and well illustrates one of the many instances liovy 
^ome of the Presbyterian ministers during that unsettled time — as 
regarded both the Church and the State alike — passed away their 
evenings. Dr; flalley commenting on this and other similar way- 
iWardnesses, writes : " One or two extracts may further illustrate his 
JNewoome's] social life, as well as surprise, if they do not please, thosQ 
who know the portraits of the Puritans only as they are seen in the 
^ricatures of Samuel Butler.'' 

Eeferriug to Mr. Taylor, Calamy, in his "Nonconformist Memorials," 
^ays ; "Tho' he had been a Chaplain in the King's Army, in the Ciyil 
War, yet he join'd with the Classical Presbytery at Bury, and was Mr. 
£ath's assistant, and turned out with him in 62. After his being 
silenced, he taught School, first at Kochdale, then at Bolton, He was

the first Master of the School erected there by Mr. James Leaver of 
London. From whence he remov'd to a famous School at Eirkham in 
the Field. He dy'd in Febr. 1692, ffitat 74. He was a very good 
scholar, and an useful Schoolmaster, a solid orthodox preacher, and 
a pious man. He was father of Mr. Zaohary Taylor, who wrote the 
J/ancashire Levite," 

In the above short sketch no less than three grievous mistakes are 
made by Calamy, which, unfortunately, have again and again been 
used by subsequent writers. It would be unpardonable of me to make 
80 grave an assertion without submitting clear evidence in support 
thereof, hence this refutation. In the first place, Mr, Taylor went 
from Bolton to Eochdale, as proved by the Bolton Registers (extracts 
from which will be given shortly), and not vice vena ; secondly, the 
founder of the said school was named Robert Lever, and not Jamei 
Lever; and thirdly, Mr. Zaohariah Taylor, junior, was not author of 
" The Lancashire Levite,'' but, on the other hand, was merely called 
by that malicious epithet by a writer of one of the now rarely-to-be> 
met-with Surey Demoniack Tracts.f These are indisputable facts, 
and should be another and further incentive to compilers of local 
histories and biographies to accept with greater reserve those state* 
ments ot chrouologers who have largely depended upon outsiders for 
much information embodied in their notes, and thus became 
responsible for numerous inaccuracies that are continually creeping: 
Into productions which would otherwise be a credit and do honour 
to their authors, 

Eeverting to the celebrated schoolmaster — Mr. Taylor — it may be 
observed that though his stay in Bolton was of short duration, it was, 
nevertheless, accompanied with considerable domestic eventuality. In 
that time two sons were born, viz., Zaohariah, on the 20th April, 1653t 
and Richard, on the 13th August, 1655. His children died at the rate 
of one a year from 1653 to 1655, all being interred at the Bolton 
Church, where the burial registers record :

I " A child of Mr. Taylor of Little Boulton, 4 September. 1653. 

" A child of Mr. Taylor of Little Boulton, 22 April, 1654. 

" Eich: b: of Mr. Zach: Taylor of Little Boulton, 20 August, 1655." 
Thus, as may be surmised, the reverend schoolmaster's earthly cup waa 
"full to overflowing," and whatever his abilities' as a tutor might have 
been, it would be ungenerous to suppose that his duties at the Bolton 
Grammar School could receive that diligent attention which, under 
brighter circumstances, might have been expected. In the midst of 
all these troubles he was endowed with a forbearing and patient spirit, 
and this evidently served him well during his afflictions. Little or 
nothing is known of his official life whilst In Bolton — no records of 
masters and ushers having been preserved prior to the erection of the 
school built at Mr, Lever's expense, which, in all probability, was after 
Hr. Taylor's removal to Bochdale. One or two local references only are 
to hand bearing on his professional work, that will permit of repeating. 
Amongst others under his care at the Bolton School was Humphrey 
(the son of George Chetham, Esq., of Turton Tower) whose death 
occurred in 1659, when the llev. James Livesey (formerly of Tiirton 
Church) improved the occasion by a cleverly-written sermon, entitled 
" The Greatest Loss." This discourse was published in the following 
year, and therein he recounted with pathetic simplicity some of the 
more striking excellencies in the character of the deceased young 
gentleman, not forgetting to refer to the gratitude formerly felt for 
the interestedness of his kindly tutor; for, says Mr. Livesey, "How 
thankful £or the pains of his learned Master [Mr. Zach: Taylor]," Ha 
had also under his care at Bolton School John Crompton, of Breightmeb 
(nephew of the Eev. Oliver Heywood), who in after life took his 
H.A. degree at Christ's College, Cambridge, and ultimately became an 
excellent preacher and a serious Christian. The limited sojourn of Mr. 
Taylor in Bolton prevents the existence of much information other 
than what here finds an outlet, yet, perhaps, little more is required 
to create an interest in the second, though principal, part of these 
noteS) From the Minutes of the Presbyterian Classis of Bury it ia 
gleaned that during bis resid^ncQ in Bolton, and also for some time 
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after his removal to Rochdale, he attended their meetings. The eama 
records likewise show that he was " minister at Cockey " Moor about 
that period, though it may be presumed thai his ministrations here 
only lasted whilst the Bolton Grammar School was under hig 
supervision. 

As before stated Mr. Taylor removed from Bolton to Rochdale late 
in the year 1655, or early in 1656. This is corroborated by the 
following extracts from the parish registers belonging to the latter 
place : — 

Christbninos. 

" William filius Mr. Zaoharie Tayler's, clerke, 10 August, 1656, 

" Mary filia Zacharie Tayler, clerke, 29 October, 1657. 

"Margaret filia Zachary Taylor, clerke, 19 February, 1659-60. 

"Elizabeth filia Zachary Taylor, clerke, 18 August, 1661. 

" Lyonell filius Zachary Tayler, clerke, 2 December, 1664. 

" Anna filia Zachary Tayler, clerke, 19 August, 1662." 
BUBIAL3. 

" A daughter of Mr. Taylor, 16 December, 1658. 

" A child of Mr. Tayler, 29 December, 1658. 

"A child of Mr. Tayler, 8 July, 1659. 

" A daughter of Mr. Taylor, 9 Deiember, 1659. 

" A child of Mr. Zachary Tayler, 5 JuuCj 1665. 

"A child of Mr. Zachary Tayler, 1 April, 1666." 

Thus it will be seen that although six children were born to the 
rev. schoolmaster and curate after he left Bolton, none were christened 
" Zachary'' or " Zachariah," and that fact goes to strengthen, nay, I 
may say, prove my theory of the " Lancashire Levite" being a 
Boltonian. Presuming that the " Mr. Tayler" in above list of burials 
refers to Mr. Zachariah Taylor, senior, it may be concluded that with 
about two exceptions all his children died in infancy. 

The late Rev. Canon F. R. Raines, M.A., F.S.A., of Rochdale, ia 
his "Memorials of Rochdale Grammar Schoor''(1845), remarks that 
"the Rev. Zachary Taylor, curate of Rochdale, occurs as master of this 
school in 1654, aud he continued here until after 1672." A MS. note 
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la the author's copy o£ that work, now preserved in CUetham's College 
Library, Manchester, reads: "He [Rev.' Zioh, Taylor, sen.] was a 
disaffected man who was slow to obey the law, bub eager to govern 
others. I know not what his manners were, but his temper was 
anti-social, A degree of sourness and nervousness tinctured by a 
aealous profession of regard for religion, and an implacable hostility 
towards those who were opposed to him, characterised this man and 
made those in Eochdale pariah who had wealth or influence his natural 
•enemies.'' In another note in the same book Canon Raines, referring 
to the Rev. Zachariah Taylor, jun. — "The Lancashire Levite" — says: 
■" I think he was a native of Manchester parish, as Zachary Taylor, of 
Holt Hall, Rusholme, in that parish had several children christened 
at the Goll: Church between 1640 and 1650. The Taylors of Mostoa 
were of this family : it had many branches." 

" The Lancashire Levite ! ! " What a name for a sincere, Qod- 
iearing, and ardent minister of the Great Master ! Why this cutting 
sarcasm against one whose whole life was devoted most earnestly to his 
honoured calling 1 In answering this natural question let us for a 
•short space review the life and works of so great a man, whose 
powerful influence against the superstitious beliefs of the seventeenth 
century merited from his opponents the epithet by which he wa» 
•during that period known. 

The Rev. Zachariah Taylor, M.A., junior, was he who called forth 
the bitter spleen of some of his N^onconformist contemporaries, and 
on account of the prevalent erroneous opinions of genealogists and 
others regarding the birthplace of this Church of England clergyman, 
as well as to the venerable sanctuary in which he was made a member 
of Christ's earthly temple, it is necessary to give in detail what might 
otherwise have sufficed in summary. 

As already notified, young Zachariah Taylor was born the 20th April, 
1653, and baptised at Bolton Church the 24th of the same month, 
which fact now claims for him special mention. lu 1656 his learned 
father is found serving a curacy at Rochdale, whither, it may. be 
presumed, he removed his household immediately on his appoiutmenti 
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80 that the infant son, about whom we are now particularly concerneJi, 
would not he much older than three years when he was taken from 
his native town. Like his honoured father he was trained for the 
ministry, first under advantageous parental tutorship, afterwards 
Jinder Warden Wroe, of Manchester, and ultimately under professors 
at Jesus College, Cambridge, where he was admitted on the 19th April, 
1671 — one day before his eighteenth birthday. In 1674 (at the ago 
of 21) he had taken his M.A. degree there. Probably his first call 
was to a small curacy, but certainty on this point is lacking. Never- 
theless from the 9th March, 1679, to 1693, we find him filling the 
Ticariate of Ormskirk. Whilst here — 12th July, 1685 — he married 
Barbara, daughter of Sir Edward Stanley, third baronet, of Bickerstaf^ 
the grandfather of Edward, Eleventh Earl of Derby.* She died in 
September, 1689, and was interred at* Ormskirk on the last day of 
that month. Mr. Taylor was again [married, as ia evidenced byhia 
Will, wherein he mentions his wife " Anne." 

Speaking of the Bev. Zach, Taylor's residence at Ormskirk (second ' 
in succession to the Rectory to Eev. Nathaniel Heywood), Mr. James 
Dixon, F.B.H.S., of Ormskirk, in a paper read before the Historic 
Society of Lancashire and Cheshire, in 1877, says : " It is worthy of 
cote that this zealous man was not only intent on the extermination of 
' witchcraft,' but was hostile to dissent, especially to Quakerism ; for we 
find him putting on record in the Grammar School minute book a 
protest 'for the clearing of his conscience,' against neglect of 
catechising, to the. spread of Quakerism, now too much ' increasing.' 
At this time Quakerism certainly did flourish around, especially in 
the township of Bickerstaff, where the Friends had both a ' Meeting 
House ' and a burial-ground." In 1693 Mr. Taylor resigned the 
Ormskirk living, and, on the 10th December, 1695, was appointed lo 
the Rectory of Croston by the gift of King William, in succession to 
the Eev, Mr.' Pilkington, who was convicted cf Simony ; the presenta- 
tioii was signed by the King when at the siege of Namur, Belgium.

Mr. Taylor was recommended by Archbishop Tenison, Biahop Lloyd; 
and Biahop Stillingfleet, On the 18th April, in the last-mentioned 
year, Mr. Taylor preached a sermon on the " Death of the Righteous, 
or the Discriminating Circumstances that favour the Departure of a 
Pious Soul," at the obsequies of "the Honourable and Vertuous Lady- 
Elizabeth, the Belicb of Sir Soger Bradshaigh, of Haigh, Knight and 
Baronet." The sermon was printed in London, in the same year. 

In 1696, Mr. Taylor was curate at Wigan to Dr. Stratford, Bishop 
of Cheater and Rector of Wigan, as shown by the title-page of one 
of the Demoniack Tracts hereafter noticed. Whilst engaged here a 
literary Work was published by Mr. Taylor through a London firm.. 
It bore the title ; "The Devil Turu'd Casuist ; or the Cheats of Rome 
Laid Open at the House of Thomas Pennington, in Orrel, in the Parish 
of Wigan, and County of Lancaster," it was printed in 1696. In the 
following year a circumstance occurred which called forth the greatest 
vituperation from the pen of Mr. Taylor. The cause of that indignant 
remonstrance was a publication of a small book entitled : " The Surey 
Demoniack, or an Account of Satan's Strange and Dreadful Actings in 
and about the body of Richard Dugdale, of Surey, near Whalley, in 
Lancashire, and how he was Dispossesst by' God's blessing on the' 
Fastings and Prayers of Divers Ministers and People. 1697." " The 
compilers of this tract," says Lieut.-Col. Fishwick, in his Lancashire 
Lihrwry, " were Thomas Jolly and John Carringbon.'' Mr. Taylor 
greatly, disgusted at the superstitious, nature of this production, losb 
no time in publishing a severe refutation of its contents, and in 1698 a 
work appeared named " The Surey Imposture ; being an answer to a 
late Fanatical Pamphlet entitled, ' The Surey Demoniack.' " 

The subjoined ioteresting reference to the Rev. Zach. Taylor's" 
" Surey Imposture " is taken from some good notes amongst the late 
Eevi Canon Raines's valuable manuscripts, relating to the Rev. Henry 
Crabtree, an early curate of Todmorden. Canon Raines writes ; 
" There are numerous references to Mr. Crabtree in an extraordinary 
farrago of sense and nonsense published by Mr. Thomas Jolly, oi 
Altham, and other famous Dissenting Teachers, called ' The Surey 
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Demoniaok, &o.' It is said : 'Then they sought unto a. reputed wise 
man for lielp, viz., Dr. Crabtree, who said he wa9 amazed at several 
things which befel him (Dugdale) whilst under his charge, as particu- 
larly at his precise foretelling various sorts of weather ; he, at last, 
confessing, as some told us, that there was no help for him except from 
the ministers !' Some further particulars are learnt from the Eev. 
Zachary Taylor, the younger, M,A., and rector of Croston, whose 
father had been Crabtree's fellow curate and associate in Eochdale 
parish. Referring to the passage above quoted in 'The Surey Impostor, 
being an Answer to a late Fanatical Pamphlet entitled the "Surey 
Demoniack," ' Mr. Taylor observes with great sharpness : ' This ia a 
Devilish insinuation of some Bodies to abuse a Minister of the Church 
of England, for such this Br. Crabtree as he calls him] was. He wa» 
as far as I can learn no great scholar, a blunt but an honest man, and 
served at a poor place for about twelve pounds a year, which he 
augmented by venturing to give physic to the country people. . . . 
It appears in evidence that Bichard Dugdale's fits abated whilst he was- 
with Dr. Crabtree.' " Mr. Hunter in his " Life of Oliver Heywood," says 
that " Dugdale was afflicted with a disease which baffled the skill of 
Dr. Crabtree, one of the most eminent of the medical practitioners. 
in that country ;" whilst Mr. Noble in his continuation of " Granger's 
History " observes : " Richard Baxter and [Increase] Mather took 
great interest in this miserable imposture, and the Dissenting Ministers 
generally were gulled by Dugdale." 

Mr. Taylor's work on the " Surey Imposture " was not left long 
unanswered, as the following title of another pamphlet shows: "A 
Vindication of the Surey Demoniack as no Impostor ; or a reply to a 
certain pamphlet publish'd by Mr. Zach. Taylor, called the 'Surey 
Impostor.' With a further clearing and confirming of the Truth as to 
Kichard Dugdale's case and cure, by T. J. [Thomas Jolly], one of the 
Ministers who attended upon that afiair from first to last, but replies 
only as to matter of fact, as he therewithal is more especially concerned, 
&c., &c., 1698." In this year another tract was also put forth, which, 
although purporting to come from " An Impartial Hand," is at once 
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belied in the title ? It is headed : " The Lancashire Levite Rebuk'd, 
or a Vindication of the Dissenters from Popery, Superstition, Ignorance, 
and Knavery, unjustly dharged on them by Mr. Zaeh, Taylor, in his 
book entitled ' The Surey Imposter,' in a letter to himself. By An 
Impartial Hand, With an abstract of the Surey Demoniack." However, 
Mr, Taylor was well armed, and ere the close of the same year he again 
came to the front, and in a closely-printed work headed " Popery, 
Superstition, Ignorance, and Knavery, &e.," forcibly pointed out the 
shallowness of the arguments adduced by his Dissenting opponents, A 
second letter appears in 1698, probably from the said "Impartial 
Hand," also bearing the Levitish title ; and in the following year the 
literary warfare is brought to a close, after a continuance of over two 
years, by a work named "Popery, Superstition, Ignorance, and 
Knavery, Confessed and fully Proved on the Surey Dissenters. From 
the Second Letter to an Apostate Friend to Zach, Taylor, To which is 
added a refutation of Mr. T. JoUie's vindication of the Devil in 
Dugdale; or the Surey Demoniack." These works were widely circulated 
and read during the stirring controversy, but by lapse of time they 
have become very rare and consequently valuable, which has vastly 
augmented their piices. 

Besides the work here mentioned, by Mr, Taylor, jun., several 
sermons of his are said to have been published in page-form ; but, 
unfortunately, as yet the titles are not forthcoming except in one 
instance, viz., "The Decency and Moderation of Christian Mourning: 
being a sermon preached at Winwick in Lancashire, Nov, 13, 1702, at 
the Funeral of John Risley of Eialey, Esq,," which was dedicated to 
Lady AsshetoD, the deceased gentleman's mother. 

Though most writers are silent as to the place of this author's 
birth, it is by some supposed to have been the old town and modern, 
city of Manchester; but the facts I have discovered, and here humbly 
though authentically submit in refutation of such unfounded opiniona 
caqnot fail at once to dispel any lingering desire to maintain such an. 
erroneous supposition; and at the same time, after u lapse of two 
hundred and thirty-two years, to bring to our good old town in the 
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moors whatever honour may be attached to the circumstance of its 

being the spot, above all others, in which the young clergyman and 

author made his advent into this ever-changing world, and who, in 

after years not only became a King's Preacher for the County of 

Lancaster, but, as already intimated, was the foremost amongst his) 

clerical brethren in crying down with telling force the once too 

prevalent superstitious beliefs and fanaticisms of Popery and witch' 

craft. 

The Rev. Zachariah Taylor's death occurred in 1705, at the age of 

62 years, as shown by the date of his Will, though other writers give 

two years earlier. The Will is preserved at Chester, an abstract of 

which has been secured and is here submited as a fair sample of such 

documents of that period, and as containing much valuable genealogical 

information : " In the Will of Zachary Taylor of Wigan, clerk. 

Testator directs, firstly, that the funeral must proceed from the house 

at 3 o'clock prompt, and that nothing but spriggs of Rosemary or 

Laurel be given to those who accompany the body to the grave, and 

that Mr. Haddon " preach the funeral sermon (' but be spareing in his 

character or omit the giving of any'). Testator appoints his wife 

Anne, sole eSecntriz, and desires that his loving friends Mr. John 

Bagnall, Rector of Donnington, and Mr. Ralph Markland, Vicar of 

Childwall, assist her in the execution of the Will. Testator gives bo 

each of his daughters, Mary and Elizabeth, £200, upon their marriage, 

providing Thomas Stanley has paid what is owing from him to testator; 

but if Thomas has not paid it before their marriage the money to be 

raised out of testator's other estate. Testator also directs that after* 

the decease of his wife his above-named daughters are to receive £100 

each in addition to the other bequest. The interest of his estate to 

be paid to his wife for her life. He also gives £500 to be equally 

divided between the three daughters of Mr. Richard Downham, clerk J 

and directs the residue of liis estate to be divided amongst his 

younger children, viz., Barbara, Edward, Abigail, Zachary, and Dorothy^ '

niev. Peter Haddon, Vicar o£ Bolton, 1691 to 1721. 
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Be directs tbat what books 'vrhich are not Bold to defray expences be 
divided between his sons Edward and Zichary.'' The Will, which is 
tlated " 30th April, 1705," is signed " Za : Taylor (seal)," in a beautifully 
bold and clear hand, and also by three witnesses. It was proved oa 
the 19th June, 1705. 

Lient.^Ool. Fishwiok, of Eoohdale (author of " The History o£ 
£irkham," &c,, &c.), courteously replying to a communication announc- 
ing the discovery of the younger Zachariah Taylor's birth and baptism 
dates, writes : — " I think there is no doubt but that you have found 
JZ[achariahJ T[ayIor]'3 baptism." Mr. John Kglington Bailey, F.S.A., 
of Stretford, also thinks there is little doubt that the Zich, Taylor, 
born at Bolton, and the author of "The Surey Imposture,'' are identical. 
Mr. Henry H. Howorth, F.S.A., of Eocles (editor of 2 vols., new series, 
" Chetham Society" Publications, on " The Vicars of Rochdale," &o.) ■ 
observes '• " I have no doubt you have made out the origin of Zach. 
Taylor ;'' whilst the reply of Mr. C. W. Sutton, Chief Librarian of the 
Public f^ree Beference Library, Manchester, and compiler and editor 
of "A List of Lancashire Authors," &;c., reads : " Many thanks for 
giving me the opportunity of looking over your article on Zich. Taylor, 
You are to be congratulated on the result of your researches respecting 
his birthplace." The Hon. and Rev. Canon Bridgemau, Rector of Wigau 
(author of the forthcoming work on " The Rectors of Wigan,") has \ 
kindly supplied me with the following relative notes : " I find from 
our old, churchwardens' account books that 'Zach: Taylor' sign* 
himself as ' Curate ' of Wigan from 26 March, 1695, to 22 Aprill, 1701 ; 
after which I do not find his name occur. I find another name aS 
curate on 26 March, 1706. I have looked at the Burials between Ap. 
1701 and 1706, but I have not found the entry of his burial. I should 
think, therefore, he probably got preferment elsewhere and removed 
from here." 

From the above registry extracts there appears a probability that 
Mr. Taylor simultaneously served the Rectory of Croston and Bishop's 
Curacy at Wigan. 



CHAPTER VI. 




IWTEODUeTION OP PbINTIRQ INTO BOLTON. — ThB FiRST EOLTON PrIKTEB 

AND HI3 Earliest Conteibution to Bibliogeapht. — OuRioain 
OF Jackson's Pbkss. — Vicab Whitehead's Published SEEMOBS.T-r 
Dk. Cotton's Ereoe Eeqaedinq the Inteoduotion of Peihiih^ 
into Bolton. ^ 

OT only was the town and district of Bolton rich in the 
production of scholarly writers prior to the establishment of 
a press here, but also since that time the literati of thft 
locality have been well represented, and, with the steady lapse of 
years, the list of authors and their respective works has been greatly 
lengthened, more especially in regard to works on theology. Since 
the advent of the present century there has been no scarcity of 
works of this class — whether digestible or otherwise signifies libtl^ 
to s bibliographer, who dwells more on the object of his mission 
than on the sviject. From time to time such works have been placej 
in the hands of the reading community of our town and elsewhere^ 
at prices far in excess of what is paid at the present day. The success 
of the work then, as now, depended almost entirely upon the author's . 
ability to retain the attention of his patrons, therefore it need not 
be questioned if the books so put forth were well received, but — speakingf 
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now principally of those appearing during the first half of the 
present century — judging from their almost uniform scarcity, and 
the corresponding difficulty experienced in obtaining stray copies, it 
may reasonably be surmised that few remained unsold at the time of 
publishing. One case only in contradistinction to the generality of 
instances presents itself, and that is in regard to a small pamphlet, i.e.,. 
an " Address to the Members of the Ketablishment in the Town and 
Neighbourhood of Bolton," written by "A Dissenter."* In the 
Eev. Joseph Bealey's Library Catalogue of Books which were ofiered for 
private sale in 1814, sixteen copies of the tract in question are 
priced at 8d. the lot. This pamphlet is now extremely scarce, and' 
excepting myself I know of no possessor. The question might well 
be asked: "What would this anonymous tract be worth now?" 

However, one thing alone, like an ignis fatuus, leads on the 
bibliophile in his selections, who expects at every turn of the- 
bookseller's stock-in-trade to bring to light " something that nobody 
else possesses, or even knows about," and that though he does nob 
quite lose sight of the fact that 

A book's a book, althougb there's nothing in't, 
he will buy such an article if it is a rarity or has a claim to be 
classed with works then engrossing his more immediate attention. 

From the year 1785 the art of printing created a new and increased 
interest in the minds of the inhabitants of Bolton, and an important- 
epoch in the annals of local literature began. A printing press was 
established here by John Drake, of whom, unfortunately, little is 
known, beyond the fact that his rude primitive press was unquestionably 
the first stepping-stone towards dispelling the prevalent and widcf 
spread ignorance of his fellow townsfolk, and at the same time ia 
opening out greater facilities for their elevation in the social scale. 
From this period not only has printing made rapid strides, and kept 
pace with the requirements of the times, but also other pursuits 
and labours, with similar steady progress, have been crowned 

* The Rev, Franklin Baker, M.A., in bis history of Nonconformity in Bolton, 
sires the Bev. John Holland as author, and the date af printing as 1790. 
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-with a standard of success that has placed the town in the front 
■ranks of its compeers. In 1785 the town's first recorded printer was 
-engaged in " striking off" the pages of a work that will here be 
introduced as the earliest Bolton-printed book. Without further 
sentimentality (though there are few pursuits in which a little 
^sentiment is more excusable than the pursuit and admiration of books, 
and which is essential to the characteristic of a true bibliophile) it 
■is advisable to give the most important details on the subject of 
Bolton Bibliography. With the year 1885 was ushered in the 
■centenary of book-printing in the ancient town of Bolton — which, by 
the way, figures in history because of its early church ; its almost 
impres;nable garrison during the terrible civil wars between King and 
Parliament in Cromwell's time ; as the scene of the lamentably 
execution of the Seventh Earl of Derby ; as the locality of Inventor 
Crompton's birth and Sir Richard Arkwright's marriage ; and also as 
the seat of so much skill in the manufacture of cotton and iron. It 
•was the reflection that this time one hundred years ago Bolton was 
producing its first literary work, that gave rise to these items o£ 
local book-lore. 

It will now be well to present a few interesting notes regarding 
a number of literary productions that are, or have been^ associated 
in one way or another, with this town during the past hundred years. 
As has already been stated the first book of Bolton printing was 
issued in 1785, or exactly 250 years after the first English Bible was 
put into type. That local book recounts thrilling incidents which 

■ combine to make up the most deplorable part of English history, 
which, so long as time shall last, will remain a blot on her 
ETentftil pages. The volume perpetuates to posterity the horrible 

■ deeds of a Rebellion — when strife assumed such lamentable 
•dimensions that " father against qon, and brother against brother 
■fought." This record is an extraordinary monument of early 

local bibliography. It is large octavo in size, of 476 well-printed 
•pages, including a preface of 24 pages addressed " To the promoters' 

of this work, the, gentlemen, tradesmen, and others of the town of

Bolton and elsewhere," whilst the title reads : " A Description of the 
Memorable Sieges and Battles in the ITorth of England that happened 
during the Civil War in 1642-3, &;c. ; chiefly contained in the 
Memoirs of General Fairfax and James Earl of Derby, to which is added 
the Life of Oliver Cromwell, likewise an impartial History of the- 
Bebellions in the years 1715 and 1745. 

No more may Britons ng&iasb Britons rise, 
Nor her brave warriors meet with hateful eyes ; 
Nor fields with glittering steel he covcr'd o'er ; 
The warlike trumpet Iiiudle rage no more ; 
Then useless daggers into scythes shall hend. 
And the broad falchion into plowsliares end." 
The book contains a stiffly executed sketch of the scene of the Earl of 
Derby's execution in Churchgate, Bolton, in 1651, and another of Oliver 
Oromwell. A second edition of this work was " printed for the 
author" in the succeeding year. For some time prior to this 
date Drake carried on the business of a bookseller, as gleaned front 
an entry of his marriage in the register at Manchester Collegiate 
Church. The record reads : " 1776, September 5, John Drake, of 
Bolton, bookseller, and Naomi Ackroyd, of Manchester." No other 
works from this press have presented themselves, though repeated 
and careful searches have been made, therefore it is probable that 
either his death or removal must have taken place shortly after the 
introduction of book-printing into the town. The fact of bis business 
in Bolton being introduced by bookselling is again substantiated by 
the title-page of a small 16mo. book, which shows J. Drake to have 
been the vendor, notwithstanding W. Sergent, of Preston, having 
printed it. This production — "The French Convert, &c.," — would 
probably be printed prior to 1783 (which date is written on the cover), 
though the absence of such record on the first page leaves it an open 
question. A soiled copy of this little reprint I have recently purchased, 
not on account of its beauty, but simply for the interest its rarity 
ensures. 

In 1784, another printer was established at Bolton in the person 
of Benjamin Jackson, who came from Lancaster, where he had 
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the honour of being a free burgess ; he was a son of Mr. Paul Jackson, 
■of that place. In all probability he conducted the business of a 
miscellaneous or jobbing printer only, between that time and 1786, 
which seems to have been his first and best year for the publication 
of reprints of old and popular tracts, such as and including: "Memorable 
Remarks Concerning the Jews," the 12th edition of " The French 
Convert,'' and the 27th edition o£ "The Death of Abel," the sixth 
■edition having been printed at Wigan in 1780, 

Some unlooked-for, yet none the less acceptable, information 
on the subject of one of the authors largely represented therein, 
has appeared (during the compiling of these notes) in a magazine 
devoted to old time literature, entitled Book-Lore. The interesting 
material referred to is from the able pen of Mr. W. E. A. Axon, 
M.B.S.L., of Manchester, under the heading, "llichard Burton," 
After giving a literal copy of the title-page of the book — " A Journey 
to Jerusalem, &c." — as first printed in 1672, Mr. Axon says : " This 
little book was published by Crouch,* who appears to have added the 
' Brief Account.' In 1683 ib was augmented and reprinted as ' Two 
Journies to Jerusalem': containing first a strange and true account 
of the travpls of two English pilgrims [Henry Timberlake and 
John Burrell] ; secondly, the travels of fourteen Englishmen, by 
T. B. To which are prefixed memorable remarks upon the ancient 
and modern state of the Jewish nation ; together with a relation 
of the great Council of the Jews in Hungaria in 1650, by S. Brett, 
with an account of the wonderful delusion of the Jews by a F^lse 
Christ at Smyrna in 1666 ; lastly, the final extinction and destruction 
of the Jews in Persia.' There were editions with various modifications 
of title, such as ' Memorable Kemarke,' ' Judseorum Memorabilia,' 
&c., in 1685, 1730, 1738, 1759." Athough Nathaniel Crouch was 
the real name of the author of the book in question, he chose the 
unpretentious nam de plume of " E. B.," or " Hichard Burton." " He 
was author," says Mr. Axon, " of nearly fifty books with long, quaint 
itle-pages." In addition to the above interesting notes, Mr, Axon 

* Nathaniel Crouch, 
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lias also, in a more substantial manner, connected himself with the 
iliterary history of our ancient town, by contributing a pithily-written 
pamphlet, in 1879, on "Bolton and its Free Library," which is the 
outcome of a lecture delivered in the Albert Hall, Bolton, during the 
previous year, under the presidency of the Mayor — the late James 
■Greenhalgh, Esq. — who introduced the lecturer in highly-complimentary 
terms. 

The 2nd of October, 1787, brought torth what may unhesitatingly 
ibe said to be Jackson's best addition to literature, in a well-printed 
book of 434 pages, on stout hand-made paper, embellished with an 
■excellent yet quaint engraving representing the burning of the 
Protestant martyr, Eev. George Marsh, at West Chester, in 
1555, with the Deputy Chamberlain of Chester, mounted on 
horseback, holding forth a reprieve if the martyr would recant, whilst 
Marsh answers, " Not upon that condition." The title of this work is 
(unusually large — containing 192 words — the substance being "The 
History of the Worthy Martyr, John Bradford ; the Lives of Eevds. 
Eichard Eothwell, of Bolton, and George Marsh, of Dean ; Account of 
Smithills Hall and the Footprint on the Flag ; and The Testament of 
the Twelve Patriarchs." With this book are generally bound up 
■"Seven Sermons", on ' various subjects by Eobert Eussel, which 
occupy 131 additional pages, also printed by Jackson. The 48th edition 
of these sermons was printed at Glasgow in 1770, comprising 124pp. 
12mo., and its title-page describes the author as of " Wardhurst in 
Essex." 

Another book of great rarity, consisting of 472 pages, .is "A 
Complete Picture of Human Life, or Variety of Food for the Mind ;" 
'Jackson was the printer of it in 1787. The compiler of these various 
works of 1786-7, must be complimented upon his happy selections, 
and the painstaking manner in which he has placed them before the 
book-readers not only of his own time but of each succsbsive generation. 
It cannot be stated with certainty who that assiduous provider of 
pabulum for the mind was, but circumstances point to the probability 
that the printer would be justified ia claiming the honour, for it is » 
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singular fact that after he ceased to print, such works ceased to hi 
published. 

So far aa ascertained, no other production worthy of note, minus 
authors' names, emanated from Jackson's office in 1786 and 1787, 
but in the latter part of the former year he printed the first sermon ia 
Bolton of loeal composition bearing the preacher's name. This was 
" A Sermon preached in the Parish Church of Bolton, on Sunday th^ 
24th of September, 1786 ; being the next Lord's-Day after ^the 
Execution of James Holland, on Bolton Moor, for Croft-breaking." It 
was preached by " E. Whitehead, A.M., Vicar of Bolton, and published 
at the request of a respectable body of manufacturers and crofters, 
being part of the congregation, to whom it is with great regai4 
inscribed." One of the strongest proofs against the supposition that 
book-printing was practised in Bolton so early as 1761 — the date given 
by the Eev. Henry Cotton, in his Typographical Oazeteer — lies in the 
fact that the said Vicar Whitehead (who, by-the-bye, fulfilled hit 
ministerial duties at Bolton Church for upwards of 51 years) 
presumably preached a special annual sermon biefore a Society of 
Weavers ; three of these sermons, at least, were afterwards printed for 
distribution — one in 1753, another in 1774, and the last just nine 
years later — Harrop and Prescott, of Manchester, being the respectiTB 
printers. Sow, it would not be unreasonable to suppose that if a 
typographical establishment, fitted ; out with the smallest assortment 
of plant sufficient for use, existed in the town, its proprietor would hare 
been patronised, anyhow, by the Vicar of the parish, at least in printing 
his 1783 sermon. In reply to a communication to Mr. W. H, Allnutt, 
of the Bodleian Library, Oxford, on the subject of Dr. Cotton's 
assertion regarding printing in Bolton, that gentleman, who, by-the-way, 
is an authority on early provincial printers, wrote on December Ist, 
1884 : — " Dr. Cotton's Typographical Oazetecr is a most unreliable , 
authority, full of mis-prints and careless blunders, and I strongly j 
suspect that he has printed the date '1761' both for 'Bolton' and 
'■ Boston ' by error. His sight was no doubt failing when the second 
series of his book was compiled, and before he died for some years li^ 
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was quite blind." It is, therefore, conclusive tliat book-printing in 
Bolton is only just a century old, or 66 years younger tlian the same 
profession in Manchester. 

I vrill cite, at present, but one other production of Jackson's early 
press, and that is a small octavo volume of 240 pages, printed in 
1788, being " Exercises in Speaking for Young Ladies at a Private 
School," the title-page is embellished with a well-known pithy 
couplet of Byrom's — 

Learn to speak slow, all other graces 
Will follow in their proper places. 
All will agree that this is excellent advice, which might be effectually 
fallowed by other than school girls. 

The date of Benjamin Jackson's death has not been ascertained, but) 
it doubtless occurred in 1789 or 1790, for in the latter year a large 
_ quarto Bible, containing a long list of local subscribers, was printed by 
Jackson's executors — at least ithe title-page so indicates. Mr, Thomas 
Abbatt, printer and stationer. Corporation-street, Bolton, possesses the 
copy which gives this information. The book throughout is an elegant 
and, at the same time, elaborate specimen of printing, and if it is to 
be understood to be of Bolton workmanship in, its entirety, much 
praise is due to the ability of our early local typographers. A copy 
of the title-page is here given in extenso : " The Christian's Complete 
Family Bible, containing the whole of the sacred text of the Old and 
New Testaments, with the Apocrypha at large. Illustrated with 
notes and annotations, theological, critical, historical, biographical, 
practical, and explanatory ; wherein the difficult passages are clearly 
explained, and the objections of Deists and Infidels answered. 
Bolton : Printed by the Executors of B. Jackson. MDCCXC."

, NE of the Eoarcest works of local significance by a gentleman 
living within the old pariah of Bolton during the lasb half 
pf the eighteenth century is " A Letter to the Rev, Mr. Dean, 
of Middleton, occasioned by reading his Essay on the Future Life of 
Brute Creatures." The author of this well-conceived epistle was 
"James Eotliwell, master of the Free Grammar School of Blackrod, 
Lancashire." It contains exactly 124 pages, 8vo. size, inc'uding six 
devoted to subscribers' names — some of which, by the way, belonged 
to the leading clergy and gentry of South-East Lancashire. In the 
early pages of bis little book Mr. Eothwell deals unreservedly with 
the nature of, and arguments propounded in, Mr. Dean's Essay, and 
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saya, "Numbers of your good frienda and subaoribers are sorry to 
flnd that you have so unhappily mieemployed your time aud your 
taleata upon a subject, which is not likely either to redound to your 
■credit and character, either as an author or a, clergyman." Ho 
printer's name is given, but the " Letter " is dated from " Blackrod, 
March 27th, 1759," sixteen years before book-printing was known in 
Bolton. A copy of this is in the Manchester Free Library, and \ 
iknother (from Mr, Crossley's collection) in my own library, Mr. 
Bichard Dean's " Essay " was in two vols., 12mo., and prinhed ia 
1768. Another work by Mr. Eothwell was printed in \yarrington 
in J.787, being " A Comprehensive Grammar of the English Language 
for the use of Youths," which was inscribed to the governors and 
trustees of the Blackrod Grammar School. Mr, Eothwell for upwards 
of 50 years was master of this school, and, according to au 
obituary notice at the time of his death, he was greatly esteemed 
as a valuable teacher, a sincere friend, and a man of the strictest 
probity. He died in the latter part of the year 1798. 

It is neither through inadvertence nor indifference that notice 
has been deferred of the literary works of Doming Easbotham, 
Esq., J.P., but simply from the lack of knowledge as to his 
printers. His only knovrn personally-edited and printed work of 
local application ia a pamphlet on the " Disorderly Conduct of the 
People," published in 1779. The printer's name ia a desideratum. 
Another work of ten small quarto pages by Mr. Easbotham is one 
of " Verses originally intended to have been spoken at the Breaking 
Vp of the Free Grammar School in Mauclieater for the CUristmas 
Holidays, in the year 1782." This , was printed by J. Harrop, of 
Manchester, and is prefaced with a letter dated from "Birch House, 
Farnworth, Nov. 25, 1782," to " Charles Lawson, M,A., head master 
of the Free School in Manchester," in which the writer says that 
it was his intention to have asked permission for his aon to apeak; 
the verses fit the breaking up of the school (as the title-page 
indicates), but several reasons had induced him to cliange his 
resolution. A copy of these verses ia seldom offered for sale, bub 
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one, in excellent condition, is preserved in the Free Reference 
Library, Manchester. Had Mr. Rasbotham lived to carry out his 
intentions, he vfould probably have supplied, not only Bolton but 
the County with a comparable history of its ancient families and 
-of its modern rank amongst the counties of England ; and it is tO' 
be regretted that his health failed him before his Herculean task 
was accomplished. His collections vfere contained in four partially 
filled volumes of manuscript notes, chiefly Vfritten in Byrom'a 
original shorthand, the materials being selected from various 
authors, and enriched with a number of original observations^ 
illustrated by plans, drawings, and armorial bearings, the production 
of his own pen. This valuable collection of historic lore wa» 
confided by Mr. Rasbotham's family to Edward Baines, Esq., M.F., 
who welded it together witli additional matter, and ultimately 
produced the well-known county history.* Mr. Rasbotham, who 
■was High Sheriff for the county in 1769, resided at Birch House, 
Farnworth, and died in 1791, when a tablet to his memory was 
placed in Deane Church, containing an eulogistic inscription written 
by the Rev. Dr. Barnes, of Farnworth (afterwards of Cross-street 
Chnpel, Manchester). Mr. Rasbotham's will was dated "August 19, 
1791," and the probate "June 17, 1793." That document contains 
no mention of either books or manuscripts, 

A most handy book of reference is the " Classical Dictionary," 
compiled by the Rev. John Lempriere, M.A,, who, from 1790 .t* 
1793, was head master of the Bolton Grammar School, founded by 
Mr. Robert Lever, who died in the year 1644. Editions of Mr, 
Lempriere's work have often appeared, though none have been 
undertaken by local printers. In the year following his appointment 
to the headmastership he preached a " Sermon at the Opening of 
St, Peter's Chapel, Swinton, in the parish of Eoclee, on Sunday, the 
10th April." This was printed in 4to. size, and copies have become 
extremely scarce. Mr. J. P. Earwaker, M.A., F.S.A., of Pensarn, 

* See Baines'a " History ol Lancashire," 1836 edition. 
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Atergele, North Wales, possesses the copy supplying this information. 
One of Lempriere's probable predecessors at the Bolton Grammar 
School was Robert Ainaworth, who compiled the " Thesaurus Linguae 
Latinse Compendiarus, nr a, Compendium Dictionary of the Latin 
Tongue.'' The first edition was printed about 1736, the second 
1746, &c., &c. For many years this has been a standard vocabulary 
of the Latin tongue. It is not certain that Mr. Ainsworth was 
master of the said school, but that he was educated there there 
appears to be little doubt. His death occurred on the 4th April, 
1743. 

Next, we are informed that John Gardner practised printing in 
Bolton from 1786 to 1835, but, if this statement be correct, he must 
necessarily have been very young when he launched out into the art 
— being born 1767, and apprenticed at Kendal — thus it will be seen 
that he would only be 19 years old in 1786, at the time of his 
reputed commencement of business. Be that as it may, it was nob 
until 1792 that he produced, so far as it is known, anything 
worthy of note in book-work, when he printed the title-page (if not 
the whole text) of "The Book of Common Prayer, &c.," which fills 
£48 octavo pages, besides 126 devoted to metrical psalms. There 
are also bound up with this volume eleven full-page prints, and a 
frontispiece also illustrating eleven scriptural subjects. I doubt 
whether anything beyond the title-page was the work of Gardner. 
In the following year — 1793— a sale catalogue was "struck oflf" by 
his press, and though it is only, what might appear to some, an 
insignificant pamphlet of 22 pages, it has became an enviable relic 
of John Gardner's early workmanship — I only know where to find 
one copy, and that is in my own library. This being a catalogue 
of the earliest known Public Library in Bolton^ it will be advisable 
to place the title on record here. It reads thus ; " A Catalogue of 
Books in the Bolton Public Library, which will begin to be sold 
by auction, at the house of William Eawsthorn, the Lega-of-Man, 
in Cliurchgate, on Thursday, 14th February, 1793, precisely at two 
o'clock in the afternoon ; where also will be disposed of two large 
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bookcases and a table," The library conlained 538 works— or about 
600 volumes. It musb not be thought that this was a Free Library, 
but rather a Library from which books could be obtained on loail 
at a nominal cost, a system very much in vogue before, and for 
some time after, the formation of the Borough Library in 1853, 
but now almost obsolete. Another catalogue came from the same 
press about that lime, with the title : " Catalogue of Books, beiug 
part of the Collection of Thomas Cooperj late of Lever Hall, BoltoB, 
to be sold by nuotion, Nov. 13 and 14, 1793, at the house of 
Thomas Cooper, the Man and Scythe, in Churchgate, Bolton." A 
copy of this publication was sold amongst a bundle of tracts at the 
■ second London sale of Mr. Jarnes Crossley's Library, which is the 
only iinpression know to be traceable, Gardner also did a similar 
piece of work for " A Library belonging to a Congregation of 
Protestant Dissenters, assembling at the Bank Chapel, Bolton," in 
1810, which must at the best have beeu only a second edition, fot 
I possess a copy of an earlier catalogue belonging to the same 
place, printed in 1790, though without printer's name. This is 
the most ancient recorded library in Bolton that issued a printed 
catalogue. 

The first book of particular note printed by Gardner is onfr 
of "Original Poems ou a Variety of Subjects ; by James Orrell," 
It comprises 216 pages, and includes a list of names of 500 sub- 
scribers, many of whom took more than one copy. I know of 
only one other Bolton publication earlier than Orrell's poems 
which gives a list of subscribers; yet in the present case the author 
must have been considerably gratified at the success of hie first (if 
not his only) publication. The work appeared in 1793, and may 
be classed among the neatest of its period. Notwithstanding itS^ 
fextensive issue, stray copies seldom turn up for sale. During my 
book hunts, extending over a period of 10 or 12 years, I have only 
seett three copies of this work, all of which I bought, and, remark- 
able} to say, in these days of astounding prices commanded for 
" first-editions," I never paid more than 3s. for any one of them. 
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In this work two effusions of a decided local character will be 
found, viz., one " On the Death of James Holland, who was 
Executed on Bolton Moor on the 18th September, 1786," whicbi 
event formed the subject of the Vicar's sermon on the following 
Sunday, as has already been stated. The other poem is an 
"Epitaph on Giles Norris, late sexton of B * * * * * Churchyard." 
The one on Holland consists of 15 verses of four lines each, which 
well describe what imagination has ever since failed to convey. It 
will be remembered that Holland's punishment was consequent 
upon croft-breaking, and theft of 30 pieces of muslins, upon which the 
poet thus addresses the Culprit: — 

The tempting muslins did allure thine eye, 

Not finished till they puss the wliitstur's band. 
Thro' the long dreary night exposed they lie. 
In beauteous order whitening all the land. 
And after bringing home the ■seriousness of the crime the poetj, 
describing the probable last scene in the life of the unhappy man, 
Writes : — 

Sound in the car, that slow and tolemn moves. 

Thy near approach to death the crowds all mourn ; 
With tears exclaim (and heav'ii such grief approves), 
*The road thou go'st, thou never wilt return.* 
The author of these poems also included in his book a realistic 
piece in two cantos, entitled " The Irish Burial," It is an excellent 
description of not only a farcical funeral, but of the after-proceedings, 
in the course of which personal reminiscences are narrated with 
marked 'effect between Patrick the Warrior and Donavan the Bard. 
Pat had spent some time in what was then — over 90 years ago — 
best known as the "Market-town of Bolton," and consequently 
relates his remembrances about the same, which might well be 
grouped amongst the collection of Lancashire fulk-lore. A custom 
prevailed, until recent years, of annually celebrating the Koyal Oak 
Day in the township of Tong ; this being a day of great rejoicing, 
it took the form of wakes or fair — for which Lancashire is still 
universally signalized. The one in question being locally beat known 
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aa "TucQ Fowfc Fair.*' Here a dummy King Charles was inserted 
in an old oak tree after being carried in procession round the 
neighbourhood to the great delight and rejoicings of both old and 
young. To this ancient custom u few lines are devoted : — 

" 1 have," quoth Pat, " Tong Fold's gay fair explored 

To celebrate the second Charles restor'd ; 

The loyal youthful crowd with rapture goes 

To rouse the monarch from his annual doze 

Who peaceful slept, in lofty hay-roost laid, 

Disturb'd to be with cumberoue pomp array'd. 

And borne nloffc, the long procession leads 

Of flowery garlands and of buxom maids ; 

In reverend oak they fix his highness' grace. 

Where scarce the leaves conceal his sacred face ; 

In solemn state ha o*or the crowd appears, 

Nor frowns nor smiles the royal visage wears," 

This Hibernian character is also made to describe another old 
local pastime, which, after a discontinuance of nearly a century, has 
been rekindled (with an essential modification), and is now, probably,' 
in the zenith of its popularity, i.e., the game ot Football. The only 
alteration of any moment is the prohibition of the game being 
played in the public streets, as was customary at the time of which 
Orrell wrote. lu answer to the Bard, the patriot replies ;— 

" IF thou one wild audacious sport didst see, 
The mighty mob appears as fierce as we. 
Where each with lofty look the law disdains. 
For once I saw the bold BoUonian swaina. 
With wooden shoes, with iron plated strong, 
Fierce o'er the raLtling pavement roll along; 
A bladder pent within a leathern case 
Was toss'd aloft, a smile array'd each face. 
There might'st thou see some hero rush along, 
Chief of his party, ogile, bold, and strong ; 
With such a force he kicks the bounding ball. 
His footing fails, and earth receives his fall ; 
But from his downfal quick, with force alert, 
He rises in the dignity of din." 
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It appears thab then, as now, tlie eporb produced great excitement, 
and resulted in an almost uncivilised brawl, for then would 
Uontendinf^ clones and crashing windows sound. 
Confusion, tumult, riot reign o'er all. 
A footnote to this poem states that " the football play does nob 
at present [1793] exist, for by the exertions of the magistrates this 
foolish custom is totally aboliiihed." So much for footballers and 
footballing a hundred years ago. Mr. James Orrell is said to have 
descended from the ancient family of Orrells of Turton Tower ; he 
was the sou of William and Betty Orrell, of Little Bolton,* being 
born on the 12th and baptised on tlie 19th January, 1755 ; the last 
■ceremony taking place at Bolton Parish Clmroh. He was fond of 
learning, and deemed an apt scholar, receiving his education at the 
Grammar School in the town of his birth. It appears from the 
notes of a previous chronicler thab the poems above-mentioned were 
nob his otdi/ writings, for it is stated in Smithsoa's MSS. that he 
was author of many others which were unfortunately never pub- 
lished. 'Whittle, in his " History of Bolton," printed in 1855, gives 
■" William " as the name of this poet 011 page 399, and as " John " 
on page 403. Both are wrong as proved by the title-page of the 
book. James Orrell died April 23rd, 1818, and the probate o£ his 
will was issued in the following June. In that document he is 
styled " Clerk of the Parish Church of Boltou le Moors." 

A small pamphlet, apparently of little importance, judging from 
the title, was worked by Gardner in ISIO. A lapse of 76 years 
has added to its value, it comprises : " Rules for the Management of 
the Methodist Sunday School, Bolton.'' A copy lies at the Boltoa 
Library. A short time ago I purchased a twelve page pamphlet, 
comprising " A letter to the Eev. Richard Norris, principal of 
Stonyhurst, occasioned by his correspondence with the Rev. J. W. 
Whittaker, Vicar of Blackburn, &,c." It, also, was printed by 

* William Orrell, joiner, and Elizabeth BufEe, spinster, both of Bolton Parish, 
were married at Bolton Parish Church, 22nd September, 1754, by the Kev. Joha 
Chisnall, lecturer. 
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Gardner in 1829. The product of this printer's press during thi 
half-century he was in business was very extensive, and included 
all classes of work. In 1820, Gardner took into partnership his 
late apprentice, John Yates, tliough the union only continued for 
lihout three years — a dissolution taking place in 1823, John Gardner 
was Boroughreeve for Bolton in 1824, and he also filled the office 
of High Constable of the Hundred of Salford. 



CHAPTER VIII. 

The Earliest .Hymn -Books Pbinted in Bolton. — Higham's 
Opfioe at Top of Deansqate. — Works bt Wesleyan Metho- 
dist PuEAOHEBS Stationed in Bolton Last Centubt.

IS) EFORE proceeding with other woiks of later date it will be well 
to notice the early printing of Hymn-books in Bolton — which 
is a class of literature possessing a history of its own. A copy 
of the earliest known in this series is in my library, the whereabouts 
of a second copy I cannot tell. Its title-page reads : — " Hymns an^ 
Spiritual Songs. By John Dracup, Minister of the Gospel at 
Sowerby. Bolton : Printed by B. Jackson, 1787." In this book 
there are 70 pages containing 64 hymns. No facts are to hand as 
to the identity of Mr. Dracup, the compiler, beyond that stated in 
his title-page. I own another little hymn-book that was "Originally 
Designed for the use of the Sunday School at Bolton'' — some of 
the hymns were written and others merely selected by Mr. Benjamin 
Khodes, Methodist Preacher, who was stationed at Bolton in 1795» 
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=ana 1796. This is only a second edition, and was printed in 1796. 

The compiler, in the preface wrote :— " It is about nine years since 
I published the first edition o£ hymns for the Sunday School ab 
Bolton." That would be in 1787, and in all probability was printed 
by Jackson. In that year, also, Mr. Eliodes in all probability was 

^ninistering in Bolton, though Musgrave's "Origin of Methodism 
in Bolton," Stephens' "Chronicles of Wesleyan Methodism,'' and 
other authorities fail to record the same. The ground for this 
supposition, besides, the fact of his collection of hymns being 
specially arranged for the early Wesleyans, is an interesting extract 
from the Bolton Pariah Church Register of Mifrriages, which reads: . 
"Benjamin Rhodes, of this parish. Dissenting minister, and Eiza- 
beth Srittan, of the parish of Bury, spinster, were married in this 
church, by licence this 4lh day of January, 1787, by me, E. 
Whitehead," (Vicar of Bolton). The witnesses to the ceremony 
were two ardent Wesleyan Methodists, viz: Qeorge Eakricfc and 

.Zacliarias Busheforth. 

In 1792 two sets of hymns were struck ofiF, the smaller being 
"Four Excellent Hymns sung at the Parish Church of Bolton," 
printed by J. Taylor, and sold by Robert Rigby, in the once rural 
district of Spring-gardens, Bolton. No other memorials of Taylor's 
press (so far as ascertained) are on record. In 1799 this limited 
collection of hymns was augmented from four to twenty pages, and 
again in 1802 to sixty-eight pages, both being printed by J. 
Gardner. A small collection of " Occasional Hymns " also came 
from this press in 1809, probably for the same church. The first 
edition of the Rev. William Maurice's " Carmina Evangelica ; or, 
hymns chiefly collected from various authors " ;for the use of "The 
Church and Congregation of Independent Protestant Dissenters 
. assembling in Duke's-alley, Bolton," was also printed by Gardner 
in 1792, and its 2nd edition 47 years later by R. M. Holden, of the 
Mealhouae-lane Press, of whom more in due course. Again, in 1812, 
Gardner printed the 2nd edition of the Rev. Thomas Jones's 
■"Selection of Psalms and Hymns" — the first having been printed in 
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London, 1797. Mr. Jones was the first minister of St. George's- 
Church, Bolton, the consecration taking place in 1796. Gardner's^ 
edition contains 496 pages besides 24 pages of title, contents, and 
index. A small pamphlet printed in 1805 by W. Jones, of 
Liverpool, being " A Statement of Facts in Two Letters to a- 
Friend," sfives a. full account of the erection of St. Qeorge's- 
Cburch, extracts from the Rev. Thomas Jones's first sermon 
preached therein, and a superabundance of information pointing 
to the unsatisfactory state of affairs during the first three years 
of the Church's existence, Mr. T. Jones left Bolton for Liverpool, 
vhere after much trouble he was instrumental in the erection of 
a church in the style of the one he had resigned in Bolton, with 
the material difference that it was to accommodate 2,500 worship- 
pers instead of 2,000. The pamphlet in question is very scarce. 
Besides this, Mr. Jones wrote many other small works. 

The number of Bolton-printed hymn-books is so voluminous as 
to necessitate the limitation of these remarks to what is given above, 
with the knowledge that the antiquity and rarity are a sufficient 
guarantee of their importance. 

Another early printer, of whom but little is known, was J. 
Higham, and whose place of business stood at the top of Deane>- 
gate, Bolton. lb will, of course, be well known that Deanagate 
(a portion of which formed part of the old market-place — in the 
centre being the ancient market cross, where marriages were formerly 
announced, and, later, where the Bev. John Wesley preached and 
stemmed the torrent of persecution by the " Bolton Lions ") was 
one of the principal highways through the town, which will 
account for the selection of the locality as the best place of busi- 
ness. Only two productions of the press of Higham are extant — • 
one, a book of 324 pages in 1793, and a pamphlet in 1794. Both 
these works are from the pen of the Rev. Thos. Taylor, who for 55' 
years laboured as a preacher of Wesleyan Methodism, and was a 
friend of John Wesley. It has been repeatedly stated that this 
Mr, Taylor was a native of Tong Fold, near Bolton, and as such 
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•he is included in a list of Lancashire authors published in 1876. 
This was not the case. The fact is, Mr. Taylor waa a Yorkshire- 
man, being born at lloyda Green, in the parish of Rothwell, oa 
the 10 th of December, 1738, and his death occurred at Birch 
House, Farnworth, near Bolton, October 15th, 1816. His theological 
works were very numerous, at least twenty having been printed. 
In 1793 he was stationed at Bolton along with the Eev. Robt. Miller 
■(afterwards his son-in-law) and old Christopher Hopper (wlio figures 
illustriously as one of the earliest Wesleyau Methodist preachers 
both in Bolton and Manchester). At that time Mr. Taylor engaged 
Higham to print his ''History of the Waldenses and Albigenses,'' 
and in the following year, on his reappointment to Bolton Circuit 

two years before his first election as President of the Confer- 
ence), a sermon [on " The General Depravity of Human Nature," 
which he had preached in 1766 in the High Churchyard, Glasgow. 
His other works were printed in various places, according to the 
author's residence. It is doubtful whether Higham can be credited 

jwith more book-printing — none having been discovered during 
extensive book-hunts preparatory to the writing of these chapters. 
Another printing eatabishmeut was set up during the latter part 
of the eighteenth or beginning of the present century, by Thomas 
Garner, at 155, Deanagate, under the classical name of "The 
Minerva Printing Office." This is the first instance of dedication 
in Bolton, and seeing that the favoured patron is the great goddess 
of wisdom, arts, and war, Eoltouiaus must not forget or discard 
the suitable appellation. From that distinguished office emanated 
a pamphlet of 16 pages printed in 1804, which comprised " Articles 
to be observed and kept by the Fourth Female Friendly Society, 
Established in Bolton, in 1799, for relieving their sick, aged, and 
infirm, and burying their dead." Garner alao printed the fourth 
-edition of Thomas and John Holland's "Exercises for the Memory 
and Understanding," in 1805, a creditable book lof 432 pages; also 
in the same year, "The Life of Nelson," and a large octavo 
fiamphlet of 6^ pages, which, oa ncoounb of its scarceness and th9 
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memorable occasion upon which it was written, deaervea a partial 
recitation of the title, which ia, " God shining forth between the 
Cherubim ; a sermon preached at the opening of the Methodiat 
Chapel, Bridge-street, Bolton, on Sunday, September 30th, 1804, and 
at the opening of the Methodist Chapel, in Wrexham, on Tuesday, 
January 1st, 1805." The preacher of this extraordinarily lengthy 
sermon waa the llev. Samuel Bradburn, the Methodiat Demosthenes, 
who records in his diary entered at Bolton on the 31st December, 
1804, that he had preached in thirty years no leas than 9,931 times. 
On referring to Blauchard's "Life of the Rev. Samuel Bradburn,'' 
published in 1870, it will be acknowledged that Bradburn, besides being^ 
a preacher of great power and brilliant eloquence, possessed such 
a lively nature that he could not refrain from indulging in many 
witticisms at opportune times. On one occaaion, when proceeding to 
the Conference, he was overtaken by another preacher many years hia 
junior, who, as fortune would have it, was for the same destination, 
though that was not known to at least one of the pedestrians. Bradburn, 
as usual, waa not lavishly dressed ; in fact his attire could boast of 
many years' service, and consequently wore marka of unquestionable 
faithfulness. The young preacher, without a second glance at the old 
man evidently presumed that a few pence would be well received and 
therefore handed him his travelling bag to carry. The aged veteran, 
-ever ready for a joke, meekly took up the burden and proceeded 
quietly on his way, followed at a short distance by his " charitable " 
patron. Shortly, a, passing friend, after the customary salutation, 
asked the young man : " Who carries your luggage V and waa answered, 
■" That old man in front." "Do you know who that ' old man ' ia 2" 
enquired the new comer. " No." " Well, sir,'' continued the friend, 
'''that ia the great Samuel Bradburn, the worthy and honoured 
President of the Conference." As may be imagined, the information 
was received with amazement, and as soon as presence of mind 
returned the astonished junior hurried to relieve the "old man" 
of his burden, but waa stopped in his apologies for displaying 
euch ignorance by Mr, Bradburn replying in words to this effect ; " No 
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apologies, sir, no apologies. I assure you it was not my iotention to- 
carry your bag very far ; on reaching the next bridge 1 should 
positively have thrown it over into the river." Thanks to the informant 
for in another minute the bridge would have been gained, and the' 
young man knew that the President would have fulfilled his inteationi 
had not fortune intervened. Before he became a preacher Mr, Bradburn. 
followed the occupation of a shoemaker in Chester, and upon his being- 
chosen President at the Methodist Conference in 1799, a friend ' 
signified a hope that the " Cobbler would not go beyond his Zatt."' 
In reply Mr. Bradburn wrote the following lines, and it is said he was- 
never more troubled about his forn'er trade. 
Exalted :in difjnity hi;fh, 

At the head of this wonderful crew, 
Ko cobbler at present am I, 

Pray, therefore, take care what you do. 
My kit, the' lonf^ time laid aside, 
I can still with dexterity use ; 
And like leather I'll cat up your hide. 
If you dare my hij:h offlco to abuse. 
My tools are made of {ri.od stuff. 

Well wax'd and well bi iitl'^1 my eild. 
And my awls will make holes in'your buff. 

Unless you to business attend. 
My pincers can hold very fast, 

i)y nippers the jack heads can pull. 
And if I'm in want of a last 
I can easily work on your skull. 
On Mr. Bradburu's death in 1816, a beautiful tribute of respect wa» 
■written to his memory by the Kev. Joshua Marsden, and inserted 
in his "Amusements of a Mission," printed in America in 1816 and 
in Blackburn in 1818; it was also placed at the end of " Memoirs of 
the late Kev. Samuel Bradburn," edited by his daughter, Eliza Weaver 

Bradburn, dated 1816. The first verse will show its theme : 

Could native wit, or eloquence impart. 

To life a date beyond wliat mortals know ; 
Tliou hadst not, Bradburn, felt the mortal dart. 

And turn'd oursotig:s to elegies of woe : 
But ah ! the brightest child of man 
Must 'ueath the clod lie low. 
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Thomas Garnerj whose name has been repeatedly clashed with that of 
" Gardner," resided in Little Bolton, and must have contributed little 
or nothing to book-printing after Mr. Bradburn's sermon, for his death 
occurred "in 1806, and his widow, Mary, was granted letters of 
administration of his goods on the 17th January, 1807, the property beiug 
sworn under £100. The widow apparently retired from the business 
immediately after her husband's death, disposing of it tj J. Haworlh 
(see hereafter), and he, in turn, was succeeded by T. Blundell, who, in 
1809, printed a pamphlet of twelve pages, which is not commonly 
known to modern local book collectors. It is a curious production, 
and its author, whoever he was, wrote some curious stuff. Its short 
title is " First Book of the Chronicles of the Isles." Fortunately for the 
literary reputation of the town, the subject is not a local one, and it is 
not likely to have been written by a local man. 

Other productions of Blundell's press also appeared in the same 
year. One was entitled " Col. Wardle's Letter concerning an action 
brought against him in the Court of King's Bench for Conspiracy," 
whilst two others are still more worthy of citation, not on account 
of any particular typographical display, but to place on record 
the once famous, or rather infamous, practice of " Bolton Trotting." 
The tracts in question were published, in all probability, simultaneously 
in 1809, which perhaps was the only year that Blundell used his type 
for pamphlet or book-work. The abstract title of one is, " The 
Second Price, or, the Bolton Swindler, being an account of the various 
artifices made use of by R. K., commonly called Squire K., Lord K., 
&c., and formerly termed Poor Weaver," the preface to this is signed 
by "James Hamill, Sweet Green (Bolton), July, 1809." The title of 
the second production is of a more local character, viz., " The Chronicles 
I of the City-le-Moora, &e., with the Downfall of the Man of Kayish and 
all his house.'' The two relate to one and the same combination 
of frauds practised by an adventurous weaver named Kay, who 
swindled the natives of Bolton to the tune of about £6,000 by means 
of falsely representing himself to be the heir of large estates in the West 
of England. The pamphlet last named underwent a second edition 

F 
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in 1812, printed by another early 19th century Bolton printer, named 
J. Hurtley, o£ Deansgate, and the two combined in 1845 from the 
office of Robert Whewell, of Little Bolton, and published by the late 
George Winterburn, Deansgate, Bolton. The " Chronicles " in the 
last edition were signed by " Cornelius Marshall, Bolton Moor," bub 
whether he was the imia Me author of the amusing narrative there is 
no further proof. The 1845 edition concludes with a, poem of nine 
verses containing four lines each, headed : " The Weaver's Project, 
or the Bolton Swindler," one verse reads : — 

To serve him with goods and whate'er he might want. 
They hoped that his orders might never prove scant; ' 
Both butchers and badgers likewise did admire 
And thought it an honour to serve such a squire. 
A copy of the first edition of the " Second Price " and one of the 
second edition of the " Chronicles," are in the Manchester Public 
lleference Library, and the Bochdale Free Libiary, in 1884, became 
possessed of a first edition copy of " The Chronicles." This swindler 
was made the hero of a story which ran through The Bowtun Luminary, 
Entitled : " Th' History o' Squire Kay, th' King o' Bowtun Trotters." 



CHAPTER IX. 

Hctrtlet's Type and Neat Workmanship. — The Vaeiohs Presses 
OF Haworth, Swindells and Whallet, Smith, Oole, and 
Yates. — The Lancashire Riots in 1812.— Rev. Wm. Probeet's 
First and Last Books. — " The Herald " and " The Bolton 
Free Press " Founded. — Commencement op " The Bolton 
Express" and its STRuaoLiNG Existence. — Brown's In- 
complete " History op Bolton." 

... ENTIOIT has already been made of J. Hartley, the printer. 

^1_ His workmanship, for beauty of display, by far exceeds 
that of his immediate predecessor Blundell, He executed 
tlie work entrusted to him with considerable taste and artistic 
arrangement, and introduced new fonts of type, some of which, upwards 
of seventy years ago, were undoubtedly peculiar to the locality. Thei 
first known publication from his office, is " The Bible Interpreter, 
or the Book of Revelation Opened and its Divine Mysteries 
Unsealed," by Mr. Benjamin Turner, of Breightmet Fold, near Bolton; 
it was printed in 1810, and contains 76 large octavo pages. The 
author showed himself to be no stranger to the muse, !\s appears by the 
repeated introduction of poetry into the pamphlet in quesLion. Many 
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of tlie pages of this scarce little work are devoted to rhyme, the hst. 

piece begiuning :— 

My feeble pen I now lay down. 
Should critics on Ihy Jabours frown. 
They may perhaps thy skill deny, i 
But who the subject can't outvie ; 
The abler pens may gain applause. 
And triumph in a meaner cause. 

Mr. Turner was writer of several other works, though not widely 
known — cone being iu the local libraries — the earliest was printed in 
Bolton in 1806 at the " Minerva Office," by J. Haworth, entitled " The 
Mystic Unmasked, or a serious and candid reply to the principles and 
doctrines of the New Jerusalem Church." It comprises 42 pages. 
Another pamphlet printed by Hurtley was " A Military History of 
Europe since the Commencement of the French Revolution," printed 
in 1811, a year of great distress among the working classes of the- 
town. After this no other book-work of his is to hand, though 
Bolton is indebted to him for its first newspaper on the 1st May, 
1813, which he appropriately named The Bolton Herald. As few 
other of Hartley's specimens are to hand, it may be excusable 
to presume that his typographical reign in Bolton was short. A 
similar remark applies to Swindells and Whalley, the first known 
partnership in the profession in the locality. In 1814 they produced a 
little book of " Kules of a Sick Society belonging to the shops under 
Messrs. Salter and Brown at the Union Foundry, Bolton." 

Edward Smith is the next on record, his place of business being 
styled " The Stanhope Press," where in 1816 he printed the second 
edition of " A Political Catechism," and, about the same time, " The 
Prodigal Child Reclaimed; or the History of Betty Bridge and Betty 
Ann Hawkins." In the following year he struck off the " Catalogue 
and Rules of the Union Library held at Mrs. Jardine's Ship Inn, 
Bolton ;" copies of these are in the Bolton Library, though the same 
cannot be said for Mr. Henry Billinge Piatt's " Appeal to the Public," 
by the same printer, iu 1818. 
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Some remarkable " Letters on the Subject of the Lancashire 
'Riots in 1812 " were written by Colonel Ralph Fletcher and Dr. 
Robert Taylor, and printed in Manchester in the succeeding year for 
J. Scholefield, of Bolton. This correspondence only occupies a 
pamphlet of 16 demy octavo pages, which is very indiSerently 
printed, though the substance cannot fail to be attentively perused. 

In 1816, the first printed work of the Rev. William Probert, 
for many years pastor of the Unitarian Chapel at Walmsley, 
was published at Otley, being a treatise on " Calvinism and 
Arminianism." It contains many excellent traits of the writer's 
character, which clearly show what must have been his real and moral 
worth as a member of the society in which he was destined to move 
during his residence in the rural district of Walmsley. One extract 
from the preface of the book quoted will perhaps bear out these 
Temarks. The reverend author observed that: "It would be well 
for the Christian Church if all parties would be more liberal in their 
sentiments, and more cautiods in pronouncing anathemas upon their 
brethren," If this wise expression of opinion were acted upon, even 
in the present day, by the heads of our religious institutions a better 
state of feeling amongst priest, pastor, and people, could not fail to 
•exist. Five years later Mr. Probert published, through an Alnwick 
firm, a translation from the Welsh of " The Gododin, and the Odes of 
the Month;" then in 1850 his last known printed work appeared, 
which was a " Hebrew and Knglish Lexicon Grammar." Other 
publications are found in the various libraries of the county, to which 
Mr. Probert's name, as author, is appended. 

" Rules of the Social Sick List, held at the sign of the Cook (now 
called the ' Star Inn '), Churchgate, Bolton," — a few doors from 
whence James, the Seventh Earl of Derby, proceeded to the 
scafifold — was probably the first " page-work " (1820), of John 
Ogle, printer, Deansgate and Market-street, Bolton, who certainly 
printed more books than any other resident printer during his term 
■of business. He executed a book of 265 pages, of "Lectures 
on Modern Socinianism," for the Kev. Joseph Fox, pastor of DukeTs 
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Alley Cliapel in , 1824 ; and in 1826 " The First Annual Report of 
the Bolton Mechanics' Institution," which was established in th» 
preceding year, Mr. Ogle did not confine himself merely to the 
miscellaneous branch of the business, but he also established The- 
Bolton Bejiector in 1823, sold at 3d, weekly, and twelve years later 
—1835— became the publisher of the four-year-old BoUon Free Press, 
this being exactly 50 years after the introduction of book-printing into 
Bolton. That paper did not meet with much approbation, having had 
some nine proprietors or publishers in about as many years,. 
when in 1847 ib was finally discontinued. 

Regarding the life-long struggles for existence of this newspaper 
of 50 years ago, an interesting record is supplied in the recently 
published "Autobiography of a Lancashire Lawyer, being tlie Lite and 
Recollections of John Taylor, the first Bolton Coroner." The diarist 
says : " During the year 1836 a musical acquaintance of mine, 
Mr. Samuel Heelis, a printer by trade, undertook the management o{ 
Tlie Bolton Free Press, and I became bound with him to James Winder 
and Thomas Thomasson for £100, advanced by the Radicals to 
Heelis, to keep an expiring political paper on its legs, in competition 
with The Bolton Chronicle. I was editor, without salary, and after 
three months' struggling Heelis lost about £100, and threw up the 
sponge ; I vowed to attend to my own business in the future ; and 
the conduct of Winder and Co. to me was anything but friendly. lb- 
was understood to be a party affair. Heelis had no means ; and after 
I had rendered a full account of the working of the concern and 
expressed a willingness to account for the balance, after paying 
expenses, and consenting to bear a fair proportion with the 
party at the loss, I considered I luid honourably done my duty ;. 
but this did not satisfy the Radical leaders, and I made a compromise 
with them, but for ever afterwards broke out from my connection with 
' the older hands,' who knew how to thrust young men in front, 
to fight the battle and bear the risk, and sheltered themselves from 
the loss in the background." 

The now rarely-to-be-found pamphlets, " Memorial of a Beloved 
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Aunt " (daughter of Peter Eothwell, Esq., Bolton), and "A Brief Memoir 
of Mrs. De Manneville," of the same place, a lady of great 
Ijenevolence, were from John Ogle's Market-street press in 1840 
and 1843 respectively. At one period Ogle had his son in partnership, 
when they issued the " Spinner's Guide, or the Manager's Assistant," 
&c. The senior partner retired from business about 1854. Beturning 
to John Yates, it must not be overlooked that he wa3 the founder of 
The Bolton Express on 5th July, 1823, which in the following year he 
sold to James Heaton (see hereafter). Yates also printed several 
contributions to the bibliography of the town, including the Rev. 
William Jones's (of Mawdalej-street Chapel) " Essay on the Deity of 
Christ " in 1824, and Mr. 'J'. E. Weeton's "Answer to a, Certain 
Scurrilous Publication " in the same year. In 1825, Mr. John Horrocks 
Ainsworth, of Halliwell, appointed Yates to print his " Essay on 
Mechanics' Institutes, with a particular relation to the Institute 
recently established in Bolton," as did also the Eev. William Thorpe 
his " Speech on the Protestant Reformation Society at Preston " 
three years later, John Yates's printing office being in the Millstone 
Yard, Deansgate. This typographer's death occurred on the 27th 
October, 1836. He was son of Mr. John Yates, constable for 
Eumworth, in the parish of Deane, in 1796. 

In 1824-5 the unfinished " History of ' Bolton,'' written by 
Mr. John Brown, was published by John Kell, as were several 
other, though smaller works, from time to time. This contributioil 
to local topography, through most painful circumstances, was never 
completed, and it has become one of the rarest of Lancashire books; 
The late Mr. James Crossley, in a note written in one of his copies, 
says : " See Mr. Gilbert French's Life of Crompton for an account 
of the ingenious and unfortunate author of this history. It was 
never completed, and the present copy contains all that was published. 
A copy as perfect as this is exceedingly difficult to meet with." Mr. 
Crossley purchased the work at Mr. William Bird's sale, but, he observes, 
"I had to give a very high price for it." He does not state the price, 
but it may be surmised that Mr. Crossley would have been astonished 
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if he had lived to see that identical copy of "Biown's Bolton," in 
which he had scribbled his random remarks, catalogued at £10 10s. Od. 
In chronological order of book-printers, James Heaton, who kept 
the once famous Bolton Church and King Library, comes next. Iq 
1824 he purchased the copyright of John Yates's Bolton Express, 
and five years later he printed the Eev. J. S. Baker's "Farewell 
Sermon," after its delivery in the Parish Church of Deane, where 
Mr. Baker was curate. Heaton was the nephew and foster child of an 
early Bolton bookseller and stationer named Joseph Heaton, whotn he 
succeeded ia business on Joseph's emigration to America. James 
was the son of Mr. John Heaton, farmer, of Deane, and had a son John, 
who followed the printing profession for a great number of years, 
executing a vast amount of book and pamphlet work, as did also 
his father. 'J'he first-known literary work from the pen of the late 
Canon Girdlestone, M.A., of Bristol, and formerly Vicar of Deane, for 
15 years commencing 1830, was printed by James Heaton and 
Son in 1835 ; it bore the title : " Christian Expediency," and was a 
sermon preached at Manchester Collegiate Church at the Bishop of 
Chester's visitation. This was only one of many productions of a 
similar character written by the late lamented gentleman, most of 
which were printed in the town, notably the one entitled "George 
Marsh, the Martyr of Deane : four Advent sermons preached in 1850 
from the Martyr's Pulpit in Deane Church,'' and neatly worked 
by Henry Bradbury in 1851. George S. Heaton, of the Victoria 
Printing Works, Bowker's-row, Bolton, founder and publisher of 
"Heatou's Eailway Time Table," is son of the last named' John 
Heaton ; and he commenced the stationery and book-binding busioess 
some years after his fatlier sold out. Oa remaving to Bowker's-row 
G. S. Heaton started letterpress printing, which he atill continues. 



CHAPTER X. 

IEamt Pbintebs op " The Bolton Cheoniole," and Notes git 

Books Executed at that Office. — Robeut M. Hoidbn's 

" Bolton Literary Journal." — " Bolton, or Modern Athens." 

— The Works of the Ebv. William Jones, with an 
AitusiNQ Reminiscence : " I've a Eod in Pickle fob Thbb ! I " 
— Me. Henry Ashwoeth as an Authoe. 



^HOMAS Cropp was the first proprietor of the Bolton Okroniele, 
the oldest existing weekly newspaper iu the town, which 
was started on the 9th October, 1824 ; it was afterwards 
printed and published by A. R. Martin at No. 1, Newport-street, 
until September, 1836. William Holcroft and his assignees and 
others continued the same in premises in the Shambles, and 
elsewhere, until 1841. Nex^, William Bridge purchased the righb 
of produotioo, and clioae Peter Staton for his printer. In 1850, 
James Hudsmith, of 12, Fold-street, became proprietor, and after his 
decease in 1864, his executors took it up and continued the publication 
until 1880 at larger premises in Knowsleystreet. It is now the joinfc 
property of James Clegg, William Henry Hudsmith, Powell Hudsmith, 
and Alfred Jones, as is also the Bolton Daily Chronicle, first established 
September 8lb, 1868, which, after a discontinuance for about twelve 
months, was again started iu 1870, and slill appears. 
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Numerous volumes which contribute to an extensive hibliography 
have emanated from thia office ', the principal being reports of the- 
Bolton Town Council Proceedings from 1865-6 to the present time, 
numbering 18 vols., under the supervision of Mr. James Clegg, 
editor of the Chronicle. This gentleman in 1866 compiled andi 
printed a vast amount of local historical data which forma a valuable 
" Chronological History of Bolton, from the Earliest Known liecords 
to time of publication," and from time to time later editions have 
brought down notes of events to modern dates. Another interesting: 
work by Mr. Clegg appeared in 1872, giving " Reminiscences of 
the Bolton Gas Company," being an historical retrospect from 
1818 to 1872. The "Autobiography of a Lancashire Lawyer," already 
referred to, was entrusted to Mr, Clegg's editorship in 1883. The- 
Chronicle office was the seat of printing of these boolcs, also of Mr. B. 
T. Barton's " Historical Notes of Farnwortli and Kearsley," and 
" Historical Gleanings of Bolton and District" in 1881-2-3; and many 
other works by various local followers of literary pursuits. 

In 1831 " The Substance of Sermons selected from the Manuscripts 
of the late Kev. Joseph Whitehead " was published in a book of SZb' 
pages, from Holdeu's press, whilst the Bolton Literary Journal, a 
weekly miscellany, started on the 16tli October, 1830, and wa's- 
probably one of the most entertaining and instructive periodicals of 
its class issued in the district ; unfortunately it had but a short lifej. 
and ceased to appear after April 9th, 1831. It was published at the 
same office. 

The first work printed in Bolton from the pen of Mr. George 

Pike, master of a classical and mathematical academy in this town, was 

entitled "An Essay on Apostacy," which was put forth from J. Ogle's 

Market-street Press in 1827. Three years later 11. M. Holden, of the 

Mealhouse-lane Press, printed, for the same author, a large octavo 

volume of 434 pages, being "An Essay on Preaching," It was 

dedicated to the Rev. G. Marsden,* as a token of respect for his 

•Mr. Marsden was a VVesleyaii Methodi-t Preacher, being first stationed at 
Solton in ]808-9, and airain in 18;?7-9. On his appointment in 1827 he filled the 
combined oSices of President and Secretary of the Conference, and in 1829 ha 
published " An Account or John Thoiniey, of Bolton." 
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complete devotioa to and indefatigable exertions in the best of" 
causes, . » . . . by his sincere friend, the author." lu all 
probability this was the earliest book of importance issued from the- 
Mealhouse-lane Press — having precedence by one year over the 
appearance of the Rev. Joseph Whitehead's Sermons. A copy of this 
interesting " Ess^y" has not been secured for the Bolton Library—^ 
the loan of a private copy having supplied the informatiou 
for these not^s. The following extract elucidates not only 
the special features of the entire composition, but, at the same time, . 
throws out clearly the style and character of its author : — " A poet 
of nature has declared that the muse was never found except by 
him who could wander through the solitude of creation without 
feeling alone, and while he traced the meanderings of the rivulet 
could embody his sublime and rapturous emotions in immortal verse. 
The same observation is equally true when applied to science. While 
poetry culls a flowery wreath when wandering with delight through 
the flowery regions of literature, it is the part of science to toil in the 
rugged path which leads to her alpine heights, to explore the mine 
where her treasures are concealed, or to bring the pearl from the 
Ijottom of the ocean." A copy of Mr. Pike's last-named "Essay" 
may be consulted at the British Museum. 

On the 15th January, 1832, there commenced a magazioe which 
sought to be the Woi-Jcing Man's Friend, though for how long it proved 
itself 60 cannot be stated. At least fourteen weekly numbers 
were published, copies of which the Bolton Reference Library has 
secured. The printing was also done at the Mealhouse-lane Press. 

Robert Marsden Holden served his apprenticeship with John Ogle, 
printer, Market-street, and afterwards began business on his own 
account in the Old Cloth Hall, or "Shambles,"' off Deansgate, 
Bolton, where he worked successfully for some time prior to the- 
erection of larger premises in Mealhouse-lane (now occupied by Mr. 
Williams, as oil and colour stores). It is sixty years since the 
establishment of the Mealhouse-lane Press, and from that time the 
business has been carried on there without intermission by its founder,. 
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and subsequently by his brother-in-law John Tillotson, until his 
removal in 1865 to a still more commodious building in Mawdsley^ 
street. 

In 1834 a pamphlet of 16 pages, now of great rarity, was 
printed at E. M, Eolden's office with a title of striking originality, 
viz : " Bolton-le-Moors, or Modern Athens." It constitutes the first 

-canto of a local poem couched in expressive and cutting satire, the 
argument of which is : " An Address to the Muse — The loftiness of 
the subject noticed — Modern Athens applied to Bolton in consequence 
of the rising greatness of her people, and the striking similarity of ber 
heroes to those of ancient Greece — The respective writings, orations, 

-and glorious achievements are mentioned of modern Lycurgus, 
Philopoemen, Demosthenes, and Agamemnon — The spirit of liberty 
and real patriotism among the people, with the rapid progress of 
philosophy, arts, &c.'' In referring to Mr. Naisby's pamphlet, "A 
Peep into Corruption," printed ^ome seven years previously, by 

'T. Cropp, the satirical author makes the following remarks: — 

O reader ! 
Pause awhile, and with contemplative 
Seriousness minutely peruse his 
"Peep into Corruption." Goda what a work 
Of mental labour I The language how 
Flow'ry ! The logic how forcible ! The 
Arguments how convinciDg ! The effects 
How beneficial ! ! Boltonians revere 
Him as their deliverer from Bondage, 
Honour him as their faithful Lawgiver, 
Obey and serve him in life, and in death 
They will pour blessings on his ashes.' 

This effusion is supposed to be from the pen of a Scotchman 
imamed Mr. John McKnight, a school-master over 50 years ago in 
Cross Axes, Bolton, who chose the uniform mom de plwme of 
"AppoUonius Ehodius." An excellent copy of this unfinished work 
came into my possession by inheritance, from my father, who served 
• an apprenticeship of eleven years — 1830-41 — under R. M. Holden. 
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In 1842, the Eev. Wm. Jones, minister of Mawdaley-streeb Chape),, 
Bolton, wrote an essay on "Improper and Unhappy Marriages," 
engaging B. M. Holden to print the same. The mention of Mr.. 
Jones's name brings to my mind an amusing reminiscence of my 
father's, the narration of which, so long as it relates to a, local 
author and his local printer, will not be accounted a digression from 
the subject. As before stated, my fsther (the late James Scholes):' 
was formerly in the employ of Robert M, Holden, and worked under 
him as an apprentice for eleven years, at a time when trades unions 
had little or no voice between master and men, and when the hours of 
labour were "from early morn to late at night." During that 
period the late James Taylor Staton, founder and editor of the now 
defunct Bowtun luminary, or Tumfmvt Telegraph un Blegburn 
Lanterun, and author of numerous Lancashire sketches, in dialect, 
also learned the printing business under the same master. John 
Tillotson (founder of the firm of Messrs. Tillotson and Son, 
publishers and proprietors of the Bolton Evening News, the Bolton- 
Weekly Journal, &c.) was another fellow apprentice, and afterwards 
became proprietor of the establishment. In his day B. Mj Holden 
conducted one of the most extensive businesses in the town — more 
particularly in the page-work department ; consequently was favoured 
with a considerable share of the Rev. Mr. Jones's literary work. 
On that account the reverend gentleman's visits to Holden's- 
workshop were pretty numerous — more especially during the time of 
the said long term of apprenticeship. On the occasion of one of these 
visits (I have heard my father relate) it was necessary for Mr, Jones to- 
ascend to the top storey of the office —probably to see his latest 
contribution to local literature in progress. This task was by no- 
means an easy one to the rev, author, who, by the way, was too stout 
to be agile. On reaching the summit of the last flight of stairs the 
preacher was breathless almost to exhaustion; but to his intense relief 
a seat (?) was awaiting him. 'i'his had been hastily though cautiously 
prepared by my father (then a mischievous lad not out of his teens)i 
during the ascent of the robust visitor, whose approach was 
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unmistakably announced by an audible "puffina and blowing." The 
seab comprised a slender sheet of "mill-board" (used for boolc sides) 
ingeniously placed over a lidless box, care being taken to hide the 
vacuum beneath. On my father's invitation Mr. Jones hobbled to the 
uncouth resting-place, and with considerable force, consequent upon his 
fatigue, threw himself thereon. No sooner was the whole weight of 
his cumbersome body brought to bear upon the supple " mill-board " 
than, as might well be expected, the temporary lid gave way, and 
down went the preacher into the empty box, leaving little more 
than head, arms, and legs above surface. The half-suppressed 
titters of the workpeople now swelled into a hearty laugh at the 
minister's untimely downfall, and my father made himself scarce 
■when the " struggling author " shook his clenched fists and vociferated 
between his gasps for breath, " I've a rod in pickle for thee, Jim ; 
I've a rod in pickle for thee ! ! " 

The first, second, third and fourth Bolton Poll Books, in 1832, 1835, 
1837, and 1841, were printed at tlie Mealhouse-Iane Press ; whilst 
William Bridge executed the fifth (and last) in 1847. A curious pamphlet 
almost unknown to the present generation, though half a century 
has nob elapsed since its appearance, was put forth from the Mealhouse- 
lane Press in 1838, viz., " The Cogitations and Opinions of Timothy 
"Grimshaw, Esq., formerly of D^an." I am not able to state, positively, 
whether more than 112 pages of these "Opinions" were ever put into type 
— but I doubt it. The author was a strange man, and wrote some 
strange things, e.g., the introductory address to the work is headed 
with a parody on a quotation from Byron : — 

Tears have rolled on, "Bolton Moor," since I left thee. 
The last work from the Mealhouse-lane Press that it is purposed to 
mention in this chapter, is, contrary to the stereotyped saying, also the 
least. It was printed just 40 years ago, and comprises 13 pages 
measuring 3iu. by 2in., including a good margin ; its title being "The 
Swearer's Prayer." It is questionable whether a. smaller pamphlet 
«7as ever printed in Baltou> 
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William Holcroft, of Bradsliawgate, figured prominently for a 
■sliort time in the art of book-printing — a good specimen appearing in 
the form of two volumes of sermons by the Rev. William Allen, M.A,, 
who was simultaneously Head Master of the Bolton Grammar School 
■and Incumbent of Peel. They were printed in 1835 after his death 
and pathetically inscribed " to the Eight Hon. George Lord Kenyon." 
The year 1832 appears to have been that in which Holcroft, when iu 
Jiartnersbip with John Heaton, printed his first pamphlet : " Aa 
Abstract of the Act Eelating to Special Constables," with an 
introduction dated December, 1831. Fifty years ago ■■•■ number of 
Bolton Wesleyan Methodists seeeeded from the main body, and a 
.pamphlet giving a " Plain Statement of Facts'' concerning the same, 
<waa also worked-ofi by Holcroft. 

A small work was struck off Henry Bradbury's press in 183S, which 
is worthy of notice inasmuch as it is of a topographical character. This 
is a " Copy of the Charter of Incorporation of the Borough of 
Bolton," Charles James Darbishire, Esq., being elected as first Mayor 
•of the town. A production of a similar class appeared from the office 
of a Liverpool firm, also some forty-seven years ago, viz., " The Railway 
Companion, from Manchester to Bolton : containing a description of 
everything worthy of notice on the line." This was evidently issued 
by way of advertisement when the above-mentioned line was opened 
4a 1838. 

The late Mr. Henry ASliworth, of the Oaks, wrote, and caused to be 
printed, no less than sixteen pamphlets and books between the 
years 1842 and 1877 — thus contributing most creditably to the 
"" Cotton " literature not only of Lancashire but of all the northern 
'Counties. The first of this series was printed in 1842 by a firm in the 
metropolis, where it was also published. It gives "Statistical Illus- 
trations of the Fast and Present State of Lancashire," and is a well- 
studied compilation. Hastily passing over Mr. Ashworth's intermediate 
literary works, and referring only to his last, it will be well to quote 
the title in full, which is : " Recollections of Richard Cobden, M.P., 
•and the Anti-Corn Law League." The first edition appeared in 1877, 
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from a Manchester firm, being succeeded by another edition in the- 
following year, published by Messrs. Cassell, Petter, and Galpin, of 
London. This voluine, which was placed on record through the 
instrumentality of the recently deceased Sir Thomas Bazley, doubtlessly 
adds considerably to the historical data of Bolton. The author,, 
amongst other local items, describes how the Charter of Incorporatioa 
was obtained for the town, and later on reviews the distressed state 
of the locality, when, in 1841, no less than 13,000 out of 90,000' 
persons were receiving parish relief. A notice of his life has been 
contributed by Mr. W. E. A. Axon to the great "Dictionary of 
National Biography," now in course of publication. A full list of • 
Mr. Ashworth's works will be found in the comprehensive collection< 
subjoined to these chapters. 



CHAPTER XL 

Vbby Rev. Dean Wood's M4.them;atioal Works. — Whitings op

fN close proximity to the old township of Turton, away from 
the busy noise of an industrial town, and in a quiet spot, 
distinguished by the bleak aspect of its almost uncivilised 
surroundings, once stood the humble cottage home of two poor 
weavers, who had been taught to gain their livelihood by manual 
labour. This was the birthplace, and these the parents, of one whose 
life — from early youth to honoured age — was devoted almost 
ezcluaively to the education and moral advancement of his fellow- 
beings. These brief remarks apply to the Very Eev. Dean James 
Wood, D.D., who, as a mathematician was classed amongst the 
foremost of his day, and on that account space is here devoted to 
acknowledging his contributions to the students' library. For a man of 
his station in life, the father of Dean Wood possessed considerable 

G 
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knowledge, and opened an evening school for the neighbouring 
children, where he also instructed his own eon in arithmetic and 
algebra — of which subjects he became so oonaplete a master in after 
life, to the gratification of his parents. Prom his father's rude •' class- 
room " he was sent to the Grammar School at Bury, and thence 
to St. John's College, Cambridge, where, before 1782 he had 
obtained the high honours of being senior wrangler and a fellow. 
His extensive knowledge of problematic subjects led to his writing 
and publishing three or four mathematical treatises, " The Principles 
of Mathematics and Natural Philosophy " appearing first. This was 
followed in 1795 .by "The Elements of Algebra, &o."— the eighth 
edition being issued just thirty years later. At intervals from 
1796 to 1841 editions have appeared'of " The Principles of Mechanics," 
whilst in 1798 his work on "The Elemeni;s of Optics" was put forth. 
The original impressions of the three last named books were 
from presses in Cambridge, For thirty or forty years Dean Wood's 
books were in common use in the College of which he afterwards 
became the 31st master — being admitted on the 11th February, 1815. 
In Thomas Baker's " History of St. John's College, Cambridge," edited 
by the Rev, J. E. B. Mayor, M.A., in 1869, it is said that the works 
in question " are remarkable for perspicuity and elegance,'* and 
that they " retained their place in the University system of education 
longer, perhaps, than any similar treatises, written, as they are, on 
subjects which from their nature admit of progressive improvement." 
In 1820 Dr. Wood was appointed to the Deanery of Ely. Throughout 
his life he was firmly attached to the Church of England, and approved 
in a most demonstrative manner of its " Scriptural doctrines, decent 
ceremonial, and moderate discipline." He possessed in a marked 
degree inestimable qualities which could not fail to command universal 
admiration and respect. His early academic honours — which he won 
at the age of 22 — were a proof of his great natural ability, Nothing is 
recorded of his literary talents being extended to subjects outside 
the sphere of scholastic works. His death occurred in the College 
on April 23rd, 1839, and on May 1st he was interred in St, John's 
Chapel with every possible mark of respect. 
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Ja 1793, on the death of Vicar Jeremiah Qilpia (who three years 
{)revioualy had succeeded Mr, Whitehead on his death), the Bev. 
Thomas Bancroft, M.A., was collated to the Bolton Vicariate, and 
in January of that year he authorised John Gardner to print a sermon 
which he had preached on five different occasions at Chester and 
Manchester between December 9, 1792, and January 13, 1793. After 
this, just four years went by before the same printer was again 
favoured with more of the Vicar's pamphlet work, when an 
expostulation on " Christian Zeal and Civil Obedience " * was issued, 
a second edition appearing in 1800. This was followed in 1802 and 
1803, respectively, by the well-known " Sermon to the Bolton 
Volunteer Corps of Infantry," and a " Sermon on the Day Appointed 
by Proclamation for a National Fast." Numerous other works were 
written by Vicar Bancroft, one of the most important being printed at 
Chester, viz., "Prolusionea Poeticse, or selections of exercises in Greek, 
Latin, and English," dated 1788. A copy is preserved in the 
Chetham Library. Previous to this he had published anonymously 
at Manchester, in 1777, a quarto pamphlet entitled " The Poetical 
Correspondent ; or Sketches of Manchester in verse, written in letters 
by a person in Town to his friend at Cambridge." In the Manchester 
■Guardian for March, 1846, there are some interesting articles on this 
brochure, founded on a copy which had belonged to the Kev. Joshua 
Brookes, of Manchester, who had supplied the information that the 
writer was " Mr. Thomas Bancroft, usher of Manchester Free Grammar 
School, afterwards M.A,, Br. Nos. Coll., Oxford, head master of 
Chester School and Vicar of Bolton," and that the verses were addressed 
to " Mr. Miles Popple, an under-graduate, Trin. Coll., Cambridge, 
Vicar of Brading in the Isle of Wight, 1781." The Manchester Free 
Library possesses a copy of this rare traot.+ In 1881, Mr. J. K. Waite, 
the Bolton Public Librarian, contributed some interesting notes

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about this old local vicar to the Bolton Journal, and George 
Ormerod, Esq., r.R.S., D.C.L., suitably mentions Mr. Bancroft (hi» 
first tutor) in liis valuable " History of the County Palatine and City 
p£ Chester." 

Six years elapsed after Vicar Bancroft's death in 1811, before 
the Rev. James Slade, M.A., was collated to the living of Bolton — the 
interim being filled by the Rev. John BrocMebank, Before Mr. Slade's- 
introduction to the " City-le-Moors " he had proved himself a most 
painstaking compiler, which augured well for his accuracy in whatever 
works might follow. The publication in question comprises two 
volumes of considerable dimensions, being " Annotations of the 
Epistles," printed in 1816, which afterwards passed through 
many editions — the seventh was printed in 1833. Canon Slade's. 
first work of local execution was his " Plain Jlemarks on the 
Four Gospels," from J. Gardner's press in 1818 ; next came " Lessons 
for Sunday Schools," in 1823 ; and five years later " Twenty-one 
Prayers for the Sick and Afflicted," and in 1830 " A Letter oa 
Church Reform to the Lord Bishop of London," which were all 
published by the same printer. Mr. Slade did not confine himself 
to Gardner's workmanship, but, on the other hand, W. Holcroft, John 
Heaton, and William Winstanley, also came in for a share of the 
vicar's patronage ; besides these, other firms in Loudon and Chester 
put several of Mr. Slade's literary works into type, and 
were by them published to ensure more extended circulation. 
Canon Slade's tastes for literature will be more obvious to those who 
have not been fortunate enough to examine the life and character of 
that worthy apostle of Christ, when it is understood that from ISlfr 
to 1856 (the year preceding his resignation of the Bolton Vicariate) 
he had written and published no less than twenty-three works in 
separate form, exclusive of hymn-book compiling (which in themselves 
almost form a library). Some of those writings had several editions, 
which augmented the number of works to 38 — with a total of 51 vols. 
This, within a space of forty years, besides his parochial and 
other incumbent duties, will aid in showing " what manner of man 
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be was " better than the highest eulogium. His literary labours did 
not apparently interfere much with the ordinary routine of daily lifcj 
for his presence in the Sunday school, which more particularly 
engrossed his attention, was seldom withheld, and the management 
of that institution acted as a relaxation to bis library studies. As a 
promoter of the highest order of Sunday schools be was invariably 
■acknowledged, and through his instrumentality, immediately followed 
up by sound advice and timely warning, hundreds of scholars have 
{>assed the initiative study of the Scriptures, and some have risen 
to positions of ecclesiastical eminence. So long as Sunday schools 
exist in our town will the name of Canon Slade be associated with 
them, for his heart was ever warm in their advancement, and the 
welfare of his numerous scholars was the principal study of his life. 
In this respect 

Nothing can cover liis hijyh fame, but heaven ; 

No pyramids set off his memories, 

But the eternal substance of his greatness '; 

To which I leave him. 

Another clerical author, once welUcnown in the town and district 
of Bolton, was the Rev. William Thistlethwaite, M.A., incumbent of 
St. George's Church. His first printed work was a sermon preached in 
1814 on the deliverance of Europe from tyranny and oppressioDj 
entitled : " England's Mercies and Duties." The printing was done by 
J. Gardner, who, contrary to his customary practice, produced a very 
inartistic title page. Many other excellent sermons of Mr. 
Thistlethwaite's were published at intervals until the time of his 
death, in fact, as an author of theological literature he was to 
the fore, and his reputation rapidly increased, so that before his 
■death on January 2ad, 1838, his fame was only second to that of 
his honoured vicar — Canon Slade, For 40 years he laboured in 
Christ's vineyard, and of that time, upwards of 29 he spent actively 
amongst a devoted people at St. George's Church. As a preacher he 
was admired ; as an author lie was appreciated. In both capacities 
iie died in full harness. As an illustration of this his biographer 
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remarks that, " In less than five weeks he had completed 14 sermons, 
and had just begun the 15th when he was seized, on December 14th,. 
1837, by an attack of spasms," and only a few days before his death 
he "asked some questions respecting his ' Expository Sermons,' which 
liad hitherto been a fertile source of thought and conversation ;" the 
third volume of these sermons was published immediately after one of 
his attacks, and on being informed of tlie circumstance "he gave- 
some instructions concerning it," The fourth volume was published 
in March following. This worthy gentleman's son — the Eev. George 
Thistlethwaite, M.A. — afterwards edited " Twenty-one Sermons 
Preached in St. George's Church, Bolton," by his late father, 
prefacing the same with " Memoirs of the Life of the Rev. W. 
Thistlethwaite, M.A.," whose portrait forms a suitable frontispiece- 
to the work, which was printed, uniform with the " JSxpository 
Sermons," by John Heaton. Most of the deceased gentleman's 
works are preserved in the Bolton Free Eeference Library, where 
also the "Memoirs" can be consulted. During the contemporaneous 
ministry of Mr. Thistlethwaite at St. George's Church, and the Kev. 
Wm. Jones at Mawdsley-street Independent Chapel, a great friendship 
sprang up between them ; this became more clearly apparent in the- 
fact of Mr, Jones's sermon preached in the building of which he 
was the first pastor (and to this day by the older inhabitants of 
the town is best known as "Jones's Chapel") on the death of the- 
Incumbent of St. George's, and which was published under the 
title of "The Faintinga of a Standard Bearer." A just and faithful 
tribute of a true friend and fellow-worker in Christ. 

Such is the use and noble end of friendship. " 

A circumstance relating to the history of a place of worship in 
Bolton some 40 yeais ago will perhaps be fresh in the memory of some- 
of the older readers who may casually glance over these random notes 
and at the same time will interest others not so conversant with events 
so far back. The building referred to is that now known as Christ 
Church, Blackburn-street, which, prior to the year 1841 was the 
assembling place of a number of the Eev. Alexander Kilham'a- 
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followers — hence their appellation " Kilhamites," and afterwards " New 
Connexion Methodists." By that religious sect the building was erected 
in 1818, and named " Ebenezer Chapel." Consequent upon the 
divided opinions of the pastor, trustees, and worshippers, aggravated 
by a pecuniary deficit, the chapel was disposed of by the reapunsible 
parties in 1841, the Bev. Thomas Berry (the pastor) urging that 
course as the best. It was licensed for the worship of the Church of 
England, by permission of the Right Rev. John Bird Sumner, Lord 
Bishop of Chester (of whose diocese Bolton then formed a part), 
iuflueuced by the Bev. Canon Slade, M.A., Vicar of Bolton. Mr. Berry 
was ordained and inducted as perpetual curate, and most of the 
former congregation were acknowledged as members of " The 
Establishment." On May 2nd, in the same year, Canon Slade preached 
the opening sermon, of which John Heaton printed a number of 
copies for circulation. The extraordinary transfer of that chapel 
with its pastor ana people, may be considered as a noteworthy event 
in the ecclesiastical history of the town, and naturally gave rise to 
much contemporaneous comment, pro and con, through the medium 
of the press, and a paragiaph went the round of nearly all the Loudon 
and provincial newspapers with the startling heading, " Church 
versus Chapel ; Conversion of a Whole Congregation." In 1842 Henry 
Bradbury printed a twenty-paged pamphlet, being " A Letter to the 
Rev. Thomas Berry, lale of the New Connexion, bub now Minister of 
Christ Church: containing Animadversions upon a speech on the 
subject of Dissent, &c., lately delivered by him in the parish Church 
Schoolroom, Bolton." The author of this letter was the Rev. John 
Q. Avery, one of the Wesleyau Methodist preachers in the Boltun circuit. 
As no reply was forthcoming, it may be presumed that Mr. Berry 
was proof against the writer's scurrilous attack. It was not 
until 1844 that Christ Cliurch was consecrated, and the ecclesiastical 
district formed. For thirl y years Mr. Berry continued his ministerial 
duties here after his secession, and in 1871, he accepted the living 
of St. Werburg, in Derby (where be still resides and officiates) 
■when the late Bev. J. F. Wright filled the vacancy thus caused 
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at Christ Church. Aa an author Mr. Berry, evidently, has little 
aspiration— only two printed pamphlets of his having been published ; 
the first in 1832 (when an advocate 0! Kilham's principles) entitled: 
" The Voice of the Rod," a sermon preached at Bethel Chapel, Bury, 
on the day appointed for a general fast ; whilst the other was "A 
Sermon Preached in Christ Church, Bolton, on the death of Mr. James 
Hudsmith, in 1864." The former was printed at the Mealhouse-Iane 
Press, and the latter probably at the Chronicle Office, though absence 
of the imprint leaves it a matter of conjecture. 

" Two Lectures on Palestine '' were printed by John Heaton in 
1844, after delivery in the Bolton Parish Church School by their 
author, the Rev. C. P. Wilbraham, curate. This little production 
was followed two years later by another of the same writer's in a 
similar style, and from the same press, describing " Scenes Beyond 
the Atlantic." About this time — 1846 — Robert Qreenhalgh printed 
and published a pamphlet on " The General Advantages of Bathing; 
with B, Description of the Bolton Public Baths;" and in 1849, "A 
Short Memoir of the late Miss E. S. Winterbottom, of Bolton." 
came from the office of Henry Bradbury, in Deansgate. 

In 1850, the Rev. Walter Chamberlain, M.A., of St. John's, Little 
Bolton, engaged the last-mentioned printer to put into type his first 
pamphlet on taking up his abode in the town. It was a treatise on 
"Parochial Centralization," Four years subsequently the same 
writer published a book on " The Restoration and Conversion of 
Israel," which was printed in the Metropolis, From time to time no 
less than a dozen works of various sizes have emanated from the 
pen of Mr. Chamberlain ; copies of all (excepting the two already 
noticed) will be found in the Bolton Library, and the early ones 
are in the British Museum. Undoubtedly Mr. Chamberlain's most 
remarkable publication is a pamphlet of 36 pages, large Bvo., viz., "A 
Public Remonstrance Addressed to John Bright, Esq., M.P,," in 
1867. Like several other works of the same author, it was printed at 
the Chronicle Office, and has now become scarce. At a meeting iu the 
Bolton Temperance Hall on the 15th February, 1867, Mr. Ernest Jones 
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igave an "Address in Reply to Mr. Chamberlain's Bemonetrance," 
Tvhich Tvas reported for the press, and a large number of copies were 
immediately " struck off " at the Chmrdian Of&ce in the form of 
■a 24 paged pamphlet. These were sown broadcast at a penny each. 



CHAPTER XII. 




The Wobks op Mk. Gilbbet J. Feenoh, F.S.A., and Sik Thomas. 
Bazlet. — The Litebatuee of Eev. Fkanklin Bakeb, M.A.— 
Whittle's " History of Bolton." — Seemons, &c., by Aechdeaoon

NAME aa familiar as household wprds in literary and 
antiquarian circles, of Bolton and neiglibourhood is that of 
Mr. Gilbert J. French, F.S.A,, whose numerous contributions 
to the bookshelf are at the same time interesting for perusal and 
useful for reference. His first Bolton-printed work came from John 
Heaton's press in 1854, with the title, "Notes on the Nimbus,'' 
though ten years previously a printer in Leeds was honoured with a 
more elaborate book, by the same author, on "Altar Cloths and other 
Kcclesiaatical Furniture." James Hudsmith was his next local 
printer, in 1856, and lie published " An Enquiry into the Origin of: 
the authorship of Some of the Earlier Waveiley Novels.'' About 
this time Mr. French ably edited for the " Chetham Society,'' a 
valuable work, which consliutes Vol. 38 of the first series of that 
Society's publications, giving excellent " Bibliographical Notices of 
the Church Libraries at Turcon and Gorton, bequeathed by Humphrey 
Chetham." By far the most successful production of Mr, French's pen. 
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waa printed in Manchester in 1859, the subject being " The Life and 
Times of Samuel Crompton, Inventor of the Spinning Machine called 
the Mule.'' It waa the substance of two papers read before the members 
of the Bolton Mechanics' Institution, and consisted of 293 quarto 
pages with a list of subscribers. In 1860 a second but smaller editiom 
of this work appeared, and again a slill smaller in 1862. Mr. French's- 
most elaborate work was on " Decorative Devices for Sunday School^,'' 
both the letterpress and lithographic printing (of which there is an 
excellent choice) being entrusted to I. Hasler, of Silverwell-yard. This 
large volume waa most eflSlciently produced, especially the illustrated 
portion, and though a quarter of a century lias scarcely elapsed since 
its first appaarance in 1861, it has become an intersstiug and rare 
specimen of illuminated priiviing in Bolton. Mr. French waa a great 
admirer of stained glass windows, and in 1857 wrote an intereating 
pamphlet on the art, in which he atrongly urged the importance of 
inserting in Deane Church a memorial of this kind to the Kev. George 
Marsh, the Protestant Martyr-Curate of Deane. This church has- 
recently undergone a great and necessary restoration at considerable 
cost, yet it is not too late to carry out that pleasing suggestion of 
nearly 30 years ago, and it cannot be denied that the ancient 
beauty and historic surroundings would be enhanced, and the 
devotional aapect of the aacred edifice augmented by a lasting 
testimony of that kind. 

Most of the late Sir Thomas Bazley's literary productions, which 
treat on a variety of subjects, have been printed in Manchester, 
and consequently care was taken to secure copies of all for the 
Free Reference Library there. The first appeared in 1852, entitled 
" Cotton as an Element of ' Induatry," and the last just seven 
years later, on " The Barton Aqueduct." It may be mentioned thab- 
he wrote the article on Manchester for the Sth edition of the 
"Encyclopaedia Britannioa." This gentleman was born at Qilnow, 
near Bolton, in 1797, and educated at the Grammar School in 
this town. During a life of stirring activity in the advancement 
of Free Trade principles, he was identified with such gentlemen- 
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as John Bright, Eiohard Cobden, and Henry Ashworth. Many 
onerous offices were therefore filled by him, amongst which those of 
President of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, and Parliamentary 
representative of that thriving city for a great number of years, stand 
out most prominently. His death occurred in March, 1885. 

Eobert Kenyon, of Market-street, who difid June 11th, 1885, — on 
account of his printing an interesting pamphlet pourtraying "The 
Life and Times of the Rev. James Woods, commonly called ' General 
Woods,' " in 1859, for the author, the Rev. Franklin Baker, M.A. — 
comes within the scope of these remarks. At least nine years 
previous to that date his office was located in Market-street, where he 
printed the Bolton Band of Hope Messenger. Robert Kenyon served 
ilia apprenticeship with Henry Bradbury, in premises now occupied 
by J. W. dedsdale, printer and stationer, Deansgate, but did not 
remain with his first master the full term demanded by his 
indentures, and followed The Bolton Free Press on its removal from 
Bradbury's office to that of John Gadsby, also in Deanigate. In 
1847, after passing through many hands, this newspaper ceased to be 
published, and Kenyon, then a journeyman, thereupon began business 
on his own account, in rooms in Oxford-street, where he stayed until 
1850, when, as already stated, he became tenant of premises in Market* 
street, which his sons and daughter still occupy, and where many 
pamphlets of a varied character have been printed. 

The Rev. Franklin Baker took up his ministerial duties at the 
Bank-street Unitarian Chapel, Bolton, in succession to the Rev. Noah' 
Jones, in 1823, and three years later he delivered, and afterwards 
■commissioned John Yates to print, "An Address to the Children of 
the Sunday School on the Death of a Scholar.'' In 1832 he published 
a lecture entitled " A Church Establishment Anti-Christian " (printed 
by J. Ogle). Several other similar writings came from Mr. Baker's 
pen, not printed in Bolton, the principal one being " The Rise and 
Progress of Nonconformity in Bolton," published thirty-one years ago, 
which is now valued for its remarkable authenticity and religious - 
impartiality. This book was printed in Manchester, and contaias a 
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folcling view of the interior of Bank-street Chapel. Tlie author waa 
brother of Sir Thomas Baker, of Manchester, and uncle of Dr. Benson, 
the present Lord Arolibishop of Canterbury. 

The largest book-work from John Crompton's office is one by Mr. 
P. A. Whittle, F.A.S.,—R., which forms a "History of Bolton and the 
Townships, with a curious description of the Parish of Deane." It 
was printed in 1855 (or 30 years after the appearance of Brown's- 
similar work), and contains 434 octavo pages. In a chapter devoted to 
"Newspapers and other Publications" in this volume the author 
observes : " One thing is certain, that whatever minister differs or 
quarrels with the Press will be obliged to make it up again if he can, 
or' go to the wall if he cannot, and drift away into chaos unlamented 
and unsung." An incomplete list of locally printed newspapers, Sea., 
is also given, bub the greatest care should be taken in its use, as 
many dates are obviously inaccurate and therefore misleading. Mr. 
Whittle was not a careful writer, and some extraordinary statements 
are to be found in his book, unaccompanied by reference notes to the 
originals. Many other histories of Lancashire towns, &c., have 
emanated from the pen of this profuse author. There came into my 
hands some time ago a clean copy of "The Rise and Progress of 
H'onconformity in Bolton," by the Rev. Franklin Baker. From a note 
written on the fly-leaf at the end of the book, of which the following 
is a copy, it will be seen to whom the volume once belonged and by 
whom it was given, viz,, " Presented, July 7th, 1857, by the Revd. 
Franklin Baker, M.A., Bolton, to P. A. Whittle, Historian of Bolton." 
This is the unmistakable writing of the rev. donor. On the fly-leaf 
in front, the " Historian of Bolton " has neatly penned the subjoined 
note, the existence of which, I presume, has been hitherto almost 
unknown. On that account the manuscript is here copied in extenso : 
" My thoughts on Adversity at Bolton in Lancashire. (1857). P.A.W. 
— Adversity is considered an ' outrage ' to a working man, an 
•expression' to the thinking man, a source of 'pleasure' to the man 
«f genius ; witness, the painter, sculptor, historian, and poet. The 
£r3t revolts against, or sinks under it ; the second grapples with it. 
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and wrests some compensation for the paia and turmoil it gives him • 
the third, the men of genius, &a., transmit it into beauty, and place 
it in the storehouse of secretly pensive memory. The lives of men of 
a literary habit, and those who are artists in general, are embittered 
by many miseries — it would be folly for anyone to deny. Bad health, 
careless habits, and mistaken views, iu getting (what the world terms) 
forward in this wide world, or following some local or unsuitable 
occupation, such as tax-gatherer, or rent-collector, would seem to them, 
the ills of life, which, it is well-known, the flesh is heir to, and are 
not without their stings. These may be aptly termed a Chapter of 
Acddeats, in this probationiug state, and, not to come under the 
category of being the consejiicncss of men of letters, or those who are 
the ' greatest geniuses,' for they are common to all. You may double 
them and treble them, and you will still be able to counterbalance 
with them all, — which amounts to this : they have in their mind the 
great and angel-like pleasures of a 'Life of Thought.'" 

The Venerable Archdeacon Francis Henry I'hicknesse, D.D., Vicar 
of Deane from 1855 to 1868, father of the Rev. F. N. Thicknesse, B.A., 
present Lecturer at the Bolton Parish Church, wrote a pleasing little 
work on " Happy Homes and How to Make Them,'' printed by J. 
Hudsmith iu 1861 ; and three years afterwards a book of " Prayers for 
Schools " was also compiled by the 'same author. Beyond these two 
publications Mr. 'i'hioknesse did not pass any other of his writings 
through the press during his residence at Deane, but shortly after 
liis removal to Brackley, in Northampton, in 1868, his desire for the 
spread of Christian principles by the influential medium of literature 
again became apparent, and from 1870 to 1884 many tracts and 
sermons of his have been printed and distributed to assist in the 
dissemination of the truths of Holy Writ to which he has so firmly 
nailed his faith. The vacancy at Deane Church caused by Lis 
resignation was filled by the Rev. Wm. Bashall. 

A volume of " Sermons, Doctrinal, Practical, and Consolatory," 
published by subscription at Liverpool in 1863, forms a suitable 
tribute to the memory of the author — the late Rev. Thomas S. 
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Wallace, LL.B. That gentleman for four years laboured in this town 
earnestly and effectually in the best of causes. In 1859 he was 
appointed by the Rev. Canon Powell, Vioar of Bolton, to the Parish 
■Church Curacy, and afterwards to the sole charge of the district of 
St. Paul's. " Here," says a previous biographer, " under the kind 
and effective countenance of th^ Vioar, and by the liberal co-operation 
•of the local gentry, the' foundation of a new Church was laid by the 
Bishop of Manchester on the 14th March, 1862."* s Mr. Wallace 
■did not live to see the completion of St. Paul's Church for which 
he had so arduously laboured — his death ooouring on the 13th of 
the following March. The editor of the sermons in question, prefaced 
the book by explaining the cause of its appearance, observing: "As a 
memorial likely to be acceptable to those who loved and valued him, 
and also as a small tribute to the memory of the preacher so valued, 
and loved, the following Sermons have been selected for publication, 
in the earnest prayer that the same blessing which rested on them 
when delivered from the pulpit may still accompany their testimony 
when spoken as it were from the grave." The book compulses over 
200 pages, and is fairly printed for a, cheap edition. 

Mr. J. Musgrave's " Origin of Methodism in Bolton," printed by 
H. Bradbury, Deansgate, 20 years ago, is justly valued for its pithy 
and authentic records of the early days of Methodism in the town, and 
the persecution to which its enthusiastic advocates were subjected. 
The book contains a frontispiece illustrating the Rev. John Wesley 
preaching at the Bolton Market Cross t amidst an unseemly riot, — 
and this beneath the sombre shadows of the time-honoured Old 
Parish Church. The compact volume under notice commands an 
extra share of attention because of the melancholy manner in which 
it was put into type. Scarcely had the author's manuscripts been seni; 
to the press, when his last illnes3 came upon him ; and before they

could be printed his earthly career had drawn to a close. Thia was ia 

1864. Mr. Musgrave was born in the year that Bolton . became a 
separate circuit, in the Methodiat sense — viz., 1784 — when old 
Christopher Hopper and William Eels were appointed by the 
Conference to lead the society here. 

" A Brief History o£ Bathing, &c.," was written by Mr. George 
Mallett, M.K.C.S., of Bolton, and printed by John Heaton, in 1847.. 
The frontispiece illustrates a highly magnified vertical section of the 
skin. The author, in dedicating the work to John H. Ainsworth, Esq. 
(also a local author), of Moss Bank, thought " That at a time when 
fever was stalking through the land, it might be useful to bring before 
the public the subject of bathing, as there are no remedies more 
efficacious against contagion than cleanliness of body and cheerfulness 
of mind, which are generally the result of bathing." Dr. Mallett, in 

1865, also wrote and published "A Lecture on the Human Skin."' 
This pamphlet, although only twenty years old is rarely to be met with, 
a stray copy came into my hands with many others locally printed, 
through the kindness of a townsman who is interested in the 
compilation of Bultou literary works. 



CHAPTER XIII. 

The " BoLTOK Bee " ahd its Pleasant " Hum." — " The Boltonian " 

AHD ITS PnlNTEK. — KeV. SaMCEL PaGAH'S WoEKS. — WODKS BY 

Keys. T. Boston Johnstone and Kobbbt Best. — Mb. Eichard

J FN June, 1851, appeared the first Eumber of The Bolton Bee, with 
[ a gushing introductory article commenoing : " Go forth, little 
bodk, like the Bee whose name thou bearest, in thine own purity 
of intentions, telling of the dewy spring, the glowing summer, and 
the calm brown autumn ; ever diligent in thy vocation, culling honey 
from the meanest flowers, giving the kiss of love to all gentle things ; 
thine be the safeguard of peace, bringing tidings of good will to all 
men ; and mayest thou be a record of those pure thoughts, which 

enlighten the soul, and adorn the mind Go forth 

into town and hamlet, and to the lone cottages by the hill-sides, 
telling swain, maid, and matron of the joyous beauties of the glorious 

summer describing the antiquities of the characters iu 

our locality, .... telling of the feuds, quarrels, strifes, and 
debates of the royalists and parliamentarians ; describing the 

H 
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■worthies of our country and town wlio have been the living blesaings 
of our race ; telling of the springing up and fostering of our various 
handicrafts and trades, by which means not a few plebeians have 
become the merchant princes of the land ; describing the town in its 
present prosperous' position, and in comparison, setting it before our 
eyes as a little spot of rural symplicity, &o." The above was only 
a small portion of the mission of the Bee — probably the prospective 
view of its labours hastened on its death, for we find that after 
a busy life of about twelve months, it ceased its pleasant hum, and 
so it died. Amongst the " literary honey " collected by this 
"sweet" creature has been noticed "Thoughts and Musings near 
Hall i'th' Wood," "A Legend of Rivington Pike," " A Visit to Eagley," 
&c., and a great amount of poetical musings. The periodical in 
question was printed and published on the first Saturday in each 
month, by T. T. Holt and Co., at the " Caxton Printing Office," 16, 
Oxford-street, Bolton. 

William Wiustanley, of Bradshawgate (heretofore mentioned as one 
of Canon Slade's printers) served his apprenticeship with Messrs. 
Haddock Bros,, of Warrington, and started business on his own 
account in 18b2 in Bolton. From that time he was entrusted with 
a-good share of letterpress work for the Churches and Sunday schools 
in the town and neighbourhood of Bolton, including a book of 
" Sermons on the Christian Life," by the Rev. Samuel Pagan, B.A., 
Perpetual Curate of Lever Bridge, dated 1869. The context of this 
volume is well printed in clear type, and contains 236 pages, though 
the title and dedicatory pages are somewhat indifferently displayed. 
Besides this, a publication of another class emanated from the same 
office in 1853, viz., The BoUonian, which, though of gpneral interest, 
only survived during the issuing of three fortnightly numbers — 10th 
and 24th September and 8th October. It was neatly got up under 
the editorial care of Mr. John Winder, cousin to Messrs. li. and T. 
H. Winder, solicitors, of this town. Its contents were well chosen, and 
include "A Legend of Biadshaw Hall." Amongst the numerous sale 
catalogues that have appeared at various times in this neighbourhood 
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is one headed, " liibliotheoa Albineoniana," compiled for the diaposaL 
by auction oE a portion of the books, pictures, &c., belonging to the 
late Hr. John AlbinsoD, solicitor, and d. well-known local antiquary 
,ot thirty years ago. This interesting catalogue was printed in 1856 
(by William Winstanley, who, in 1872, was joined in partnership by 
his son — James Sharpies Winstanley. On his father's death in 1877, 
the junior partner continued the business of printing and stationery 
combined, aud for upwards of 30 years the premises in Bradshawgate 
have been occupied by father and son successively; Speaking again 
of Mr. Pagan's literary works, undoubtedly his best is one that the 
worthy author was engaged upon for many years, and only finished 
shortly before his decease on the 26th May, ,1867, at the comparatively 
early age of 50 years. However, the author's "copy" was handed to 
a firm of printers at Derby, and in the year of Mr. Pagan's death 
u handsome volume of 476 demy octavo pages was published, bearing 
the running title, " The Principles of Religion Set Forth in a Com- 
mentary on the Church Catechism, with Scriptural Proofs.'' This 
•work — which has received excellent criticisms for the many valuable 
evidences relating to the subject therein collected and collated — will 
be found of almost indispecsible utility to the clergy of the Established 
Church, and also to others labouring in Sunday schools connected 
therewith, towards the moral and religious advancement of those 
committed to their especial care. 

Many small theological works have been published during the' past 
ten or twelve years by the Kev. T. Boston Johnstone, of St. 
Andrew's Presbyterian Church, Bowker's-row, Bolton — the first being 
on the "Harmony of the Gospels," printed in London in 1874. 
Xutwitlistanding the fact diat the bulk of his writings find their 
origin in the Scriptures, Mr. Johnstone has nob entirely confined his 
labours to that class of literature, for in 1884 his attention was 
directed to " Scotland : its Motto and its People," a subject most 
interestingly dealt with in a little book bearing that title, printed at 
the Quardian Of&oe, in this town. Besides tliese another production 
has recently beeu completed by the tame pen, ie , " An Analysis o,£ 
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the Second Book of Samuel." This will greatly faoilitale the study 
of the Scriptures, and should be bound up with tlie previous works. 

Amongst the numerous works of a general or miscellaneous character 
printed in Bolton during the past 20 years may be named the Rev,. 
Riibt. Best's " Lancashire Minister's Continental Holiday " (1865), and 
" Over the Alps to Eome " (1867), which were both printed at the 
Chronicle Office. The first production in book form of Mr. Best's 
is an " Appeal to the Inhabitants of Kirkham and Neiglibourhood 
upon the Evil of Chuich Kates," printed at Manchester in 1849, during 
his pastorate at Kirkham Chapel, The existence of this pamphlet is 
but little known in our town, hence this record. Mr. E, F. Bradshaw 
was author of a tale called " Sandycourt," printed by Henry ' Bradbury 
in 1875, and in the year following Mr. Bichard Beckett publishedl 
"A Tradesman's Visit to Holland, Belgium, and the Rhine." This- 
useful guide includes two poems of considerable merit written by 
another well-known townsman — Mr. John Partington — one after 
visiting the field of Waterloo and the other on the great artist, Quentia 
Matsys. That on Waterloo commences : — 

My pulse beats fast, my senses yield 
To one supreme impulse of pride ^ 

As I survey the immortal field 
Where my brave fathers bled and died. 

Their honoured e:raves are here ; their fame 

Shall live, while lives the British name. 
For over 25 years Mr, Partington has distinguished himself as an 
iimateur poet of more than ordinary merit — his first piece that 
appeared in print being contributed to the Bolton Chronide of 
December 8th, 1859, with the title, " Ode to Britannia on the 
Rumoured French Invasion." In 1867 "The Death o[ Ophelia," and 
seven years later an " Elegy " inscribed to the memory of Dr. 
Cbadwick were published. Besides effusions of this class Mr. 
Partington has written some racy " prologues," the first being for the 
entertainment given for the benefit of the widow of Mr. J. S. Stott, 
who lost his life by the upsetting of a boat on the canal in 1877. The 
'.prologue contaiES 78 lines, and was read by Mr. W. T. Staton, son 
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■of the late Mr. James T. Staton, the able Lancashire dialect 
writer. E. Hugliea and Sou, of Fold-street, Bolton, printed the 
production. Mr. Partington has also wrif.ten several hymns, by request 
for special services in St. Matthew's and St. Mark's Churches, and 
so recently as June 21sb, 1885, at a service held in the latter place in 
commemoration of tlie accession to the Throne of Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria, one of this writer's hymns was sung at the last-named place 
to the well-known Church tune, " St. Matthias." As this is one of 
ihis last compositions three verses are here given : — 

O Light Divine ! like chastened b9am3 

Reflected by the Gib oE ni;;ht ; , 

• Thy burrowed glory gently streams 

From Bricaiii'd throne of ancient m'ght t 
Lonsr may the radiant rays serene 
Shed lustre o'er our gracious Queen I 

Be more than huaba'id ; let Thy love 

Replace the void within her breast ; 
Now that the last fond clinging dove 
l4 parting from the parent nest. 

Thou cheerest all who on T.iee lean, 
Rjmember our l)el')ved Qanen ! 

Accept a Nation's gratitude. 

And praise that Thou didst firmly plice 
f- true a Ruler, so endued 
With every sweet and royal grace ! 

For ever in proud memories green 
Shall live our good, our nublo Qutien ! 

Were Mr. Partington's miscellaneous pieces carefully revised and 
arranged they would form an interesting " Poetical Souvenir " of 
many events both local and general, and a place on the library shelf 
would thereby be well occupied. 

A large book of "Photographic Views in Bolton and Neigh- 
'bourhood," by Mr. Reuben Mitchell, of tliis town, on account of 
its unique character, demands acknowledgment here. A better 
■memorial of Old Bolton could not be shown than this coUeetion o£ 
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views, -wliich consists of Smii hills Hall, 'lurton Tower, View of the- 
Jumbles, Ha'I-i'lh'-Woorl, Old Piiriah Clmrcli, Poroli of Old Pariah 
Cliurcli, Free Grammar School, Worsley Old Hall, Peel Old Hall,. 
Deane Church, Bank of Boltoa, and Park-street Chapel. lu some 
copies of this volume the last two views have been substituted 
by others of Worsley New Hull and The Monument at Worsley 
to the memory of the late Counte?a of Elleemere. Each of these 
pictures is accompanied by a short descriptive account in bold type, 
printed in 1868, by John Booth, at the "Old Post Office,'" 
Eradshawgate, Bolton (the corner shop now occupied by Mr. Smithies,, 
pianoforte dealer). The photographs in question measure 9in. 
deep by llin. wide, besides a marginal relief of about Bin. The 
dedication reads : " These Photographs of Bolton and its Neighbourhood 
are respectfully dedicated, by permission, to John Hick, Esq., M.P., 
Bolton, by his obedient servant Eeuben Mitchell. December, 1868." 
Mr. Mitchell's literary pursuits also extend to contributiqns to the- 
local newspapers, in the form of descriptive pieces of many of his 
sketching tours through some of the most picturesque distiiuts of 
the country. Unfortunately, none of these articles have appeared' 
in book-form. 

Thomas Abbatt, of Corporation-street, in 1869, printed Mr. J. 
D. Greenhalgh's " Memoranda of the Greenhalgh Family " (with 
the author's photograph for frontispiece), and in 1874 a " Commercial 
Directory of Bolton and District," containing 223 pages besides 115- 
pages of advertisements. Not much book-work, comparatively 
speaking, has been execu ted by Abbatt during the thirty-five years he 
has conducted business. His apprenticeship was served under Henry- 
Bi-adbury, his first office being situated in Market-street. 



CHAPTER XIV. 

Early Nonoohfokmitt in Bolton, and its rEOPtrsu Litbratcthb. — 
.Erkotion op Bank-street Chapel. — Eev. Robert Seddok's 
Literary Works. — 'J'reatise on " Transubstantiation," by 
llEV. Henry Pendlebdry, M.A. — Sermons by Kevs. 'J'homas 
Dixon, Samuel Bourn, and Philij? Holland. — Rev. John 
Holland's Voluminous Writinqs. — Earliest Printed Cataloqde 
op a Bolton Library. 

IS) ECAUSE of the protracted strife of more than two and 
a quarter centuries ago Bolton )ias been designated as 
" that famous seat of the Reformation." Tlie foundation of 
Nonconformity here dates at least from the Cromwellian Rebellion — 
when Bolton was thrice stormed by the Royalists (thougli twice unsuc- 
cessfully) with terrible slaughter ; and, report says, iis ancient cliurcli 
was for two years desecrated — being used as a storehouse for military 
accoutrements. Whether this be true or otlierwise, it is satisfactory 
to know that sucli a state of affairs did not interfere much with the 
performance of the customary religious ceremonies, for according to 
the entries in the church registers such services were duly performed 
with apparent little intermission during those troublous times. From 
'the fact of the fortification and resistance of the town by the gallanb 
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band of Parliamentarians, no question can arise as to the sincerity 
of its nonconformity or dissent. The seeds of Puritanism which 
must then have been surely sown, became more deeply rooted during 
the lapse of 20 years immediately preceding the Restoration^, and 
on the Memorable Bartholomew Day (1662) this became more 
clearly apparent, when, out of the 2,000 ministers who were deprivec) 
of their livings for non-compliance with the Act of IJjjiformity, no 
less than six officiated in the parish and neighbourhood of Boltoni 
three of whom were the Revs. Richard Goodwin, vicar, and 
Robert Parke, lecturer, of Bolton, and John Leaver, of Cockey Moori 
To these ejected ministers may be attributed the foundation and 
establishment of Nonconformity in this locality. i 

lu 1672, Mr. Goodwin obtained a license for a building in Deansgate,! 
in which lie and good Mr. Parke are recorded to have preached to 
large congregations. Thus the first stepping-stone to greater! 
achievements was laid, and it was not long before their eftorts, 
united with those of Mr. Leaver and the Rev. Robert Seddon, M.A., , 
culminated in the erection of a more commodious Meeting-house in 
Bank-street. For a time addresses and sermons were the only 
means by which the principles of dissent from the national religion 
were disseminated, but as time passed by so minister succeeded 
minister at that quaint Presbyterian Meeting-house, and in twenty 
years from the purchase of the private building in Deansgate, the 
first author connected with the new chapel, who is known to have 
sought the aid of the Press, was appointed as regular preacher. 
That was the Rev. Robert Seddon, a native of the neighbourhood 
of Prestolee, who wrote " The Life of the Rev. Henry Pendlebury, 
M.A.," printed in 1696^ besides several " Sermons," also published 
about that date. "Whilst speaking of Mr. Pendlebury, a. few notes 
respecting him and his writings will be interesting. He was one 
of the same school of thinkers as Vicars Goodwin, of Bolton, and 
Tilsley, of Deane, being set apart to the office and work. of the 
ministry at Turton Chapel, October 3rd, 1650, the officiating 
ministers being the Revs. John Tilslev. Thomas I'itts. Jonathan 
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Scliolefield, Tobias Furness, and Robert Batli. AfLer liie ordinatioa 
he preached for almost a year at Horwich Chapel, and afterwards, till 
St. Barlholomew's Day, 1662, at Holcomb Chapel, when he was 
ejected by the Act of Uuiformity. He preached in various places 
«ecreLly after his ejection, and published many works on theology, 
the principal one being ''A Treatise on Trausiibstantiation," about 
which Dr. Calamy says: "It was carried by a friend of Mr. 
Peudlebury's to Archbishop Tillotson, who caused it to be published^ 
he so much approved it.'' Dr. Birch attests, in substance, the 
■same ; and others now living, who have read Mr. Pendlebury's 
Treatise ou Transubstantiation, remember a recommendatory preface 
prefixed to it that was vrritten by Archbishop Tillotson, though DrS 
Birch expressly says that the Archbishop was editor of two 
Discourses on Transubstantiation, the one his own, the other 
Mr. Pendlebury's.* He was one of the "most eminent ministers ■ 
in the county " who was appointed to preacli the weekly Lecture 
■at Bolton, founded by Mr. Nathaniel Hilton, of London.f Another 
early biographer of Mr. Pendlebury says : " Several sermons of his 
ou the Transfiguration of Christ, preached at the Boltou Lecture, 
are abroad in manuscript." The death of this earnest Nonconformist 
occurred on the 18th June, 1695, and his remains were interred in 
Bury Churchyard two days subsequently. The Rev. Robt. Seddon 
preached his funeral sermou in Mr. Pendlebury's own chapel at 
Holcomb. ' 

To further stimulate the growing zeal of the Dissenters in BoltODf 
Mr. Seddon, during his stay here, encouraged the erection of » 
larger place of worship by presenting sufficient laud for that 
purpose behind his own residence, ou which site now stands the 
Unitarian Chapel iu Bank-street. The donor did not live long 
after completing the deed of transfer — dying in March, 1696, when 
his remains vpere placed in the family vault in Ringley Churclu

t 'J'his Lecture rau^t not be confouuded with thnt established by the Rev. 
■James Gostiell, of Boltoii Church, in 1622, and whicli still exists. 
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Thus closed, after a life of twenty years, the first period in the- 
history of Protestnnt Dissent in Bolton, which was so well begun and 
continued by four of the " Bartholomew divines '' — Goodwin, Park,. 
Lever, and Seddon. 

The first minister at the new chapel was the Rev. Samuet 
Bourn, nephew and successor to Mr. Seddon. He laboured there- 
for twenty-four years— 1695-1719— and during that time many- 
sermons were written and preached by him. )Some of them were 
arranged and edited by his son (Rev. Samuel Bourn, jun.) in 
1722, with a preface giving " The Character of their Author in » 
Discourse Preaclied by his son at Bolton," and a portrait representing- 
him in the costume of the puritan divines. A copy of this work, which 
was prinlerl in London, is in the Bolton Reference Library. From* 
1752 to 1754 tlie Hev. Thomas Dixon, son of a former minister at 
Bank-street Chapel, was elected to tlie same pulpit, where he is said 
to have been the first who preached Unitarianism to the congregation 
assembling there. He wrote a little work entitled "The Sovereignity 
of the Divine Administration Vindicated ;" this was published after 
his death by the Rev. John Seddon, a native of Little Lever, and 
one of the ministers of Cross-street Cliapel, Manchester. Of this- 
Mr. Seddi.'U, Sir Thomas Baker, in his " Memorials of a Dissenting 
Chapel" (Manchester), published in 1884, says : "While the memory 
of Mr. Newcome is honoured as the founder of Nonconformity in this- 
and the adjoining counties, the name of John Seddon should be 
remembered as the first minister who in Mr. !N'ewcome*s pulpit 
preached Christianity in the simple form in which it is now 
received there." Mr. Dixon's "Vindication" subsequently reached a 
second edition in 1766. 

The next author belonging to the Bolton Unitarians was Mr. Dixon'8 
immediate successor — the Rev. Philip Holland. For thirty-three- 
years he worked for the welfare and advancement of the doctrines 
set forth by his predecessor, and such services were highly appreciated 
by his numerous hearers. He wrote many tlieological treatises 
durinK his long residence in Bollon. but in no inahanna did he- 
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entrust a townsman with the printing and publishing. Tlie earliest 
of Mr. Holland's published works was one " Oq the Nature and 
Propriety of Public Worship ; " followed in 1760 by a sermim preached 
before an aeeembly of ministers at Manchester, on " Tlie Importance 
of Learning;" "A Charge delivered at the Ordination of the Uevs. 
Philip Taylor and Robert Grore in 1770," and a " Sermon preached 
ab the Ordination of the Rev. Wm. Turner (jun.) in 1782," all 
being printed for unrestrained circulation. Three years after the 
death of Mr. Holland in 1789, two volumes of " Sermons on Praoticali 
Subjectd,'' written and preached by him on different occasions, were 
printed under the editorship of the Revs. John Holland and William 
Turner, juu., who signed the biographical preface. The title-page 
of the first volume contains a profile, in black, of the Rev. I'hilip 
Holland, underneath which is the scriptural quotation : 
"Though dead he jet spialielh." 
Another minister at " Bank Chapel," as it was until recently called, 
was the said Rev. John Holland nephew of Philip. From 1789 
until five years previous to his death, a period of thirty-one years, 
did the new pastor prosecute his miesiou here — not only ministeriiU 
but likewise literary, for in that time no less than seventeen works 
were written by him. Truly, his pen was seldom, it ever, idle. The 
year succeeding his appointment to the chapel was that in which he 
issued his first pamphlet, though minus author's name.* In the- 
following year a tract containing "Letters to the Inhabitants of 
Wigan " was published, and in that of his decease he preached a 
"Sermon on the Death of Peter Smith," which was the last little 
work he Ciiused to be put into type. This reverend author wrote 
many scholastic books, principally of a scriptural, histoiical, and 
geographical chiiracter ; most of them were printed in Bolton by J. 
Gardner, T. Garner, and T. Blundell. A notice of Mr. Holland 
by the Rev. F. Baker, M.A., states, "The labour, which he devoted 
to the preparation of catechisms, series of questions, and lectures,. 
was incredible. This was peculiarly his forte. His pulpit

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compositions, though diligently prepared and abundant in matter, 
were not well arranged." In the year o£ his appointment (1789) 
Mr. J. Holland recommended the formation of a, Sunday Bcliool on 
the plan originated by Mr; Raikes, of Gloucester, and the movement 
met with the entire approval of the congregation. The same year a 
"Vestry Library "was also formed, principally from a large grant of 
books set apart for that purpose by the Kev. Philip Holland, with 
many additional works fiora other sources. That library increased 
from 305 volumes in 1790 to 1,5C0 volumes in 1854, and included 
many works on the history of Dissent.* A record of these books as 
first amassed still exists, and is well taken care of by the present 
writer. It is "A Catalogue of the Books in a Congregational 
Library belonging to a Society of Protestant Dissenters in Bolton, 
JilDCOXO ;'' eight pages are devoted to the preface and rules, and 
the books are arranged under subject headings, viz., " Historical," 
" Explanatory," " Practical," and " Speculative." The letterpress is 
-only on one side of the paper, which extends the pamphlet 
to 26 pages small Bvo. A copy of this early catalogue (the first 
tknowii belonging to u, library in Bolton) is not, it is said, to 
be fuuiid in the Library connected with Bank-street Chapel, and 
none has been discovered in any similar public institution in this 
part of the county, notwithstanding an extensive search. Another 
edition of the same catalogue of books (with additions), printed in 
1810 (besides u, smaller one printed about 1820), is alsb in my 
possession. It is very probable that these literary relics of 
nearly a, century past were ones the property of Mr. Robert 
Salter, formerly an earnest devotee to the principles of UnitarianisW 
as preached by the Eev. George Harris, about whom more will be 
said in the next chnpter. 

Then came the Hev. Noah Jones, who for a brief space had 
previously officiated at Walmsley. During his short sojourn in 
Bolton — 1821-3 — he wrote a sarcastic pamphlet giving "A Few

CHAPTER XV. 

■Secession of the Unitaeian Christians, theie First Meehng- 
Houss AND Appointment of the Rev. QEOEaE Harris, 
Whiter op Many Unitarian Works. — Attack on Mr. 
Harris's " Causes op Deism and Atheism " by Local 
DissENMNO Ministers and Me. Uichard Caeule. 

tN the summer of 1821, three years before the ordination of Mr. 
Baker, a division occurred in the congregation worshippingab Bank- 
street Chapel, on account of the prevalent doctrines of Arianism or 
Unitarianism, wlien, for nearly twelve months the separatists met to 
worship, first in a private dwelling and afterwards in the Cloth Hall. 
About that time they purchased the commodious chapel in Moor-lane 
belonging to the Calviuist Baptists, for £900, and great exertions were 
made to liquidate the debt thus incurred ; but notwithstanding the 
generosity ot the members of that sect, the incumbrance greatly 
fettered their labours for nearly twenty years, and instead 
of realizing the anticipated freedom, very little permanent headway 
was made in the dissemiaatiou ot those principles for which they 
had sacrificed their former association with the parent chape). 
Unsuccessful iu their endeavours to free the place from debt, it was 
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resolved to dispose of it, which was ultimately done. In the meantime 
it was rented as the tJaited Methodist Free Church until 1846, when 
the new chapel in Bowker'a-row was erected,* lu course of time the 
fcuilding in Moor-lane was taken down, and St. Paul's Church 
■erected ou a portion of its site. During the short period of religious 
independence the Moor-lane Chapel pulpit was occupied by five 
■resident pastors, and it is to -the first of these that attention will now 
he directed, not because of his praiseworthy efforts to tread the 
rugged uphill paths of poverty by which that " second-hand," 
but spacious, meeting-house was surrounded, nor yet because of 
liis admirable eloquence or powerful preaching, bub simply oa 
■account of his great literary talents, which, whether exercised as 
the requirements of tlie age desired or otherwise, is of little 
moment to this bibliographical compilation. 

Before the chapel was occupied by its struggling congregation the 
services of the Kev. George Harris, of Liverpool (son of the Rev. 
Abraham Harris, of Maidstone), were secured, who theieupou became 
their minister. This was in 1822, and though he only officiated there 
some three years no less than five literary productions of his passed 
through the press. In all, something like thirty-sis pamphlets 
and books were written by Mr. Harris during his ministerial career, 
most of which may be consulted at the British Museum, and about a 
dozen of them at the Manchester Free Library, Before referring iu 
■detail to this literature it will be well to briefly introduce its author. 
" Mr. Harris," says the compiler of " The Sociniau Controversy " 
((published in 1826}, iu a sarcastic review of speeches at a public 
dinner given to the Bev. John Grundy, of Cross-street Chapel, 
Manchester, in acknowledgment of his services, " was a man distinguished 
by his ardcur and efforts on behalf of that anuuialy which its 
advocates choose to deuomuiate 'Unitarian Christianity.' So mighty 
is he, that he undertakes in a pamphlet of the common dimensions to 
demolish a long list of orthodux opponents ; and so accomplished,

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notwithstanding the coareeness of hia speech, that he is a public lecturer 
on polite literature. In fact, Mr. Harris is regarded as a pure specimen 
of the thoroughgoing uudiaguised^Unitarian." Notwithstanding the 
lance-like sarcasm of this description, it contains an undercurrent of 
truth that bespeaks the genuine character of the man, for without 
doubt he was "distinguished by his ardour," and "accomplished as a 
lecturer." Besides this he was fearless iu the expression of his 
opinions, and his voice and pen combined did more for 
Unitarian Christianity than some of his religious opponents did 
for the advancement of their respective doctrines. He was a matt 
of fine presence, and a good pulpit orator, being fluent, and bold 
in language, courting favour of no man, so long as he ministered by 
the dictates of his conscience. It is probably on that account 
he was styled " the intrepid champion of Sooinianism." Well 
may the words of a great writer be applied to Mr. Harris : "I love a 
man who thinks for himself, think what he will. I know the 
virtue of every one who dares to be free." 

To mention other than the works written by Mr. Harris during: 
Ilia residence in Bolton would be protracting these remarks beyond 
a reasonable limit, and at the same time would tax the patience of 
those who have favoured the foregoing chapters with a perusal. The 
first pamphlet he wrote here was in 1822, and was an " Illustratioiv 
of the Doctrines of Unitarian Christianity." The year following 
was perhaps that in which he exercised his greatest literary talents, 
for within the first six months he put forth three pamphlets, of 30^' 
72, and 88 pages respectively, of Closely-printed matter. The title of . 
the first reads, '■ The Lancashire and Cheshire Unitarian Christian 
Association and the Cliristian Reflector Vindicated from the 
Aspersions of the llev. B. R. Davis, of Chowbent." The author 
in his preface calls attention to, and gives an extract from, "A 
Sermon preached at Hyde, October 3, 1811, before the Autumnal 
Quarterly Meeting of Presbyterian Ministers -in Manchester and its 
Vicinity," by the gentleman to whom the " Vindication " is^ 
addressed. The next work by TVCr. Hairis is on " The Causes of 
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Deism and Atheism," purporting to be a lecture delivered ia the- 
Unitarian " Meeting-Houae, Moor-lane, Bolton, on Sunday evening,, 
January 19th, 1823, and is inscribed "To those individuals who 
have formed themselves into a religious society on the glorious 
and eternal principle of Christian equality, whose place o£ worship 
is sacred to liberty of thought and freedom of inquiry, who have 
opened an asylum for the persecuted and oppressed, whose brotherhood 
is the racfe of man, whose sole master and lawgiver is Jesus Christ the 
righteous, whose temple is a memorial to the unity and supremacy of 
the . one God, even the Father, the members of the congregation of 
Unitarian Christians, assembling in the Unitarian Mesting-house, 
Moor-lane, Bolton, the following pages are most respectfully dedicated, 
by their fellow-labourer and afteotioaate pastor." The preface o£ 
this work contains an interesting account of the formation 
of the Bolton Unitarian Christians, and their secession from the 
congregation at Bank-street Chapel. As this information bears on the 
religiotis history of the town, occasion is taken to give the record 
in externa : "In .the summer of 1821, some individuals separated 
themselves from the religious society to which they had previously 
belonged, for the purpose of forming a congregation on what they 
deemed the purest principles of Christianity. They at first assembled 
together in a small upper chamber in a private house. Here they 
were joined by many who for a long period had totally absented 
themselves from public worship, occasioned by their disgust at orthodox 
dogmas, and' the time-serving and tyrannical conduct of too many 
Christian professors. The room at length became too small for the 
numbers who attended, and on the 18bh November, 1821, the Cloth 
Hall was engaged by the Society for the better accommodation of 
themselves and friends in worshipping the One God and Father of all. 
About this period the Calvinist Baptist Chapel in Moor-lane was 
advertised for sale by.public auction. Encouraged by the success which 
had attended their exertions, the congregation resolved if possible to 
purchase a building which is capable of conveniently seating more 
than 800 people, and has attached to it about 1,100 yards of burial 

I 
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ground. lb became the property of the Society at the price of 
£900. Oq the 25th November an iuvitation to become the pastor 
of the new church was given to Rev. George Harris, which was 
accepted ; and on the 7th April, 1822, the congregation assembled for 
the first time in their own place of worship. At the opening the 
Society consisted of about 200 persons, and the number of sittings let 
was 233. At the present period more than double the sittings are 
let, and the regular attendants are trebled. The statement of 
accounts is : To cost of meeting-house, £900 ; title deeds, repairs, 
doors, &c., £128 8s. 9d. ; expenses at opening, £15 3s. 8d. ; interest 
of money borrowed, £32 ISs.; and expenses of anniversary, printing, 
&c., £25 ; making a total outlay of £1,102 8s. 5d.; whilst the repay, 
ments were: By first congregational subscription, £208 10s. 4d.; second 
ditto, £59 10a. ; collection at opening £101 7s. 10|(1. ; third 
congregational subscription, £146 16s.; donations, £6 ; collection 
at the anniversary, £55 17s. QJd.; and Stand Fellowship Fund, £3; 
leaving a balance of debt of £521 63. 4|il. In addition to their 
exertions to liquidate the debt on the meeting-house, the congregation 
have during the year paid the ground rent, and the expenses attendant 
on public worship ; have established Sunday schools, in which are 
educated rather more than one hundred children of both sexes ; have 
formed a class meeting for religious conference, a library of theology 
and general literature,* and a benevolent society for the assistance 
of their sick and poor members." 

No less than 1,050 copies of this pamphlet wereissued to subscribers, 
whose names are given alphabetically. The appearance of the work 
in question vras the signal for an outburst of indignation amongst 
the dissenting ministers of the town, and many sermons were preached, 
or letters written, condemning in unmeasured terms the views of Mr. 
Harris. Amongst those opponents were the Bevs. Abraham Scott, 
Thomas AUin (of Ebenezer Chapel), + William France (Wesleyan

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Methodisb), Joseph Fox (ludependent, Duke's Alley), and William 
Jones (Independent, Mawdsley-street), and also Mr, Richd, Carlile. The 
last-mentioned addressed Ids letter through the pages of The RepvMisan 
■^29th August, 1823,) to Mr. Harris, from "Dorchester Gaol, July 
.31 ; Fourth Year of Imprisonment under Christian Persecution," 
Tvhilst Mr. AUin preached a sermon in opposition to Mr- Harris's views, 
and thereto appended a large mass of illustrative and confirmatory 
notes from writings of the most eminent physicists, physiologists, and 
metaphysicians ; the several branches of the argument being wrought 
out with logical exactness and force, which close with a peroration 
-of remarkable eloquence and power. The sermon is said to have bad 
a wide circulation, and very much increased the author's reputation 
and influence. In 1824, Mr. Harris, in u work of 156 pages, 
entitled " Unitarian Christianity Defended," replied to all the 
.gentlemen mentioned above, though with what measure of success 
still remains a matter of opinion. Returning to the last publication 
of the three already notified as printed in 1823; it is a sermon preached 
by Mr. Harris at Bury, on the ISth June, 1823, before the annual 
.assembly of the Unitarian Ministers of Lancashire and Cheshire, setting 
forth " Motives to Induce Unitarian Christians to Excel their 
Brethren." The publishing of this sermon was due to a unanimous 
request of a large meeting held on the day of delivery on the motion of 
Eev. Robert Cree, of Preston, seconded by Rev; Henry Clarke, 
Unitarian Missionary, of Haslingden, A list of the Uuitarian 
congregations and missionary stations in Lancashire concludes this 
little work. Most of Mr. Harris's publications were printed in 
Liverpool. 

The Kev. Robert Cree, above mentioned, during the end of the 
year 1824, or beginning of 1825, preached a sermon in 'the Moor-lane 
Meeting-house, on " Indifference to the Cause of Truth Worse than 
Infidelity," which was published at the request of the members of the 
Unitarian Association in 1825. The dedication reads : " To the Rev. 
George Harris, as a small token of regard, and of admiration 
of the talent and firmness with which he has advocated the 
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causa of Truth, the following discourse is inscribed by hig 
friend the Author.'' The preface was dated from Preston, February 
22, 1825, where the pamphlet was printed. Thirty-four pages are 
occupied with the subject, which is an attack on the Creed of 
St. Athanasius. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 

John Tillotsoh's Sucokssion to K. M, Holden's Businsss. — 
Establishment op the FmM "Tillotson and Son," Printees op 
THE First English Halfpenny Evening Paper, &c. — " Opening 
OP THE Town Hall." — Notes " on " Old Bolton Familibs." — 
" Political and PAELiAMENTARr History of Bolton," &c. 



fHE ultimate transfer of Eoberb Marsdeu Holden's business 
to his brother-in-law, John Tillotson,, took place in 
1850. John Tillotson was the eldest son of the Bev, 
Samuel Tillotnon (superintendent of the Bolton Circuit of 
Primitive Methodists from 1830 to 1836) and grandson of Mr, John 
Tillotson, of Holbeck, near Leeds, after whom he was named. John 
Tillotson, the printer, likewise was a native of AHolbeok, and at the 
the little country church there, or rather " Bell Chapel" — the name 
by which it was then best known — underwent the baptismal ceremony. 
At the age of twelve years he came with the rest of the family to 
Bolton, the residence town selected for the Eev. Samuel Tillotsoni 
by the Conference. Whilst here young John was apprenticed, with 
B. M, Holden, at the Mealhoube-lane Press, to which he succeeded 
juauy years after, as already stated. Id 1854 an interesting and 
now scarce little work, which has added its quota tOi the religious 
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history of the town, was printed by John Tilloteon. Its title reads j 
" Centenary Memorials of Duke's-Alley Chapel, Bolton-le-Moors, 
Lancashire, being sketches of its pastors and its progress." The 
author of this pithy record was the Kev. William Hope Davison, 
who, at the time of his writing, was pastor of the chapel, and 
afterwards for many years at the Congregational Church, St. Qeorge's- 
road, Bolton. The book was dedicated to the congregation attending 
Duke's-Alley Chapel. Besides this, and amongst other publicationSr 
Mr. Davison compiled a hymn-book for general worship, and also 
entrusted its production to John Tillotson in 1857. Mr. Davison, 
as well as fulfilling his religious duties, was the first Editor of the- 
Solton Hvening News. 

In 1866, John Tillotson was joined in partnership by his eldest 
son, William Frederic, who on the 19th March, 1867, started the 
Bolton Evening News, Vfhich was the first English halfpenny evening 
paper published daily. Its dimensions were small until the following 
July, when it was considerably enlarged. A dissolution of the firm 
took place in the spring of 1872, from which time until Octoberf 
1874, W. F. Tillotson conducted the business alone, and during the 
interval — the premises in Mawdsley-street and Chancery-lane having 
become too small for the accommodation of a continually increasing 
number of employes — extensive additions in Infirmary-street were 
effected. At this period William Brimelow, who had edited the 
Evening News in succession to the Eev. W. H. Davison, and the 
Journal from its establishment in 1871, was taken into partnership. 
Kotwithstauding these changes in proprietorship the firm is stilli 
carried on under the title of " Tillotson and Son.'' In ten years 
after the establishing of the Evening News the facilities tor its 
production was augmented from an average rate of 1,000 to 16,00(} 
copies an hour, and its size from a printed surface of 2,600 square 
inches to more than 6,000 square inches, thus showing the rapid 
strides of local printing. This fact Vfas not lost sight of in 1877, when 
a congratulatory address to W, F. Tillotson was presented by his. 
■employes, which stated : — 
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" Ten years ago, you recognised the fact that a town of the 
magnitude and importance of Bolton should not be without a daily 
newspaper, and determined to establish one. Amid predictions of 
failure, you accepted the risk ; and, facing greater difficulties than 
many older and more experienced men would have cared to encounter, 
launched the Bolton Evening News. The sheet in its early days, 
though small and unpretending in appearance, contained the salienta 
features of a successful newspaper, and rapidly became popular 
amongst all classes, The vigour and skill exhibited in its management 
speedily gained the sympathy and support of the public and a steady 
accession to the number of its readers, whilst its caieer has been 
marked by that continuously healthy growth which is at once a sign of 
appreciation and durability." In replying to the presentation Mr. 
Tillotson said " that the example had been largely copied elsewhere, 
and few centres of industry were to be found without their evening 
halfpenny newspaper.'' 

Tillotson and Son, in 1871, encouraged by the success of their 
popular evening paper, commenced the Bolton Weekly Journal, which, 
in turn, was enlarged, and ultimately gained the confidence of the 
Liberal portion of the population of the town. This weekly journal 
is the parent of the Farnworth Journal and Observer, Leigh Journal, 
and Times, Tyldesley Jo'xrnal, Eccles and Patricroft Journal, and 
Swvnton and Pendlehury Journal. The combined' issues of this office 
are only exceeded in Lancashire by the production of the offices of 
the Liverpool and Manchester daily- press. Another eminently 
successful paper published by this firm was started so recently as the 
20th September, 1884, named the Footiall Field and 'Sports Telegram. 
The Morning News and the Jownal Budget (a literary weekly) were 
also enterprises of Tillotson and Son, which, after a brief existence, 
were discontinued. 

Amongst the vast amount of bibliographical printing executed at 
this office are a few that call for special mention. The first to be 
noticed is a suitable and permanent memorial of probably the most 
remarkable event in the municipal history of the town. It will be 
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remembered that the 5fch June, 1873, was the day on which the 
handsome Bolton Town Hall was opened by H.R.H. the Prince of 
Wales, who was accompanied by the Princess. The honour thus 
paid to our town by such distinguished visitors lent eclat to the 
festivities in which both inhabitants and visitors heartily engaged. 
To commemorate this important occasion the firm printed and issued 
a handsome quarto volume, giving a full description of the proceedings, 
besides an interesting introduction dealing with the past history of 
Bolton, with a lucid record of the Town Hall movement. The contents 
of the book were reprinted from the columns of the Bolton Journal 
of June 7th, 1873. The work is prefaced by lithographed portraits 
of the Prince and Princess of Wales, and interleaved with folded 
plates of interior and exterior views of the beautiful structure, in 
addition to three plans showing the internal arrangements on each of 
the various floors. The notice of this production may well be 
concluded with a short extract from its preface : — " The opening 
of the Town Hall is of itself an epoch in our history; but when to that 
significant fact is added the magnificent pageantry of a Itoyal 
Presence, there is obviously a place for .a work which iu an 
enduring form commemorates these events and their attendant 
circumstances." 

About three years after the issue of the last-mentioned volume the 
same firm printed the " Post Office Directory for 1876-7," which was 
accompanied by an admirable lithographed plan of Bolton, Farnworth, 
Halliwell, &c., from the Ordnance and actual survey to date, prepared 
expressly for the purpose. The body of the work contains 264 octavo 
pages, exclusive of upwards of 70 pages devoted entirely to advertise- 
ments. A concise history of the town (from the pen of Mr. James 
Clegg) is prefixed to the book, which is creditably executed. 

The next volume from this office is certainly the best specimeii 
of the combined art of lithographic and letterpress printing 
of its kind ever produced by entire Bolton workmanship. It is 
a thick volume of 592 " Tunes for Public Worship, designed as 
a companion to the Hymn Book published by the United Free 
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€(ospel Churches, and for sacred use generally." Fifbeen hundred 
-copies were struck off the same lithographic stones. This, oE 
course, is of modern execution, only dating 1884, and is mentioned 
simply to show to what perfection the profession has attained in the 
town since its first introduction a century ago. Tlie clever penmanshipi 
is the work of a well-knowa townsman — Mr. James Chambers. 

In 1881 a neatly-executed account of "The Ainswortha of 
Smithills" was printed by Tillotson and Son, Mr. Brimelow being 
the author. The work was evidently written in the endeavour to 
'Connect, if possible (or otherwise show the. missing names of), the 
Ainsworths of Smithills and the Ahiswortha of Fleasington, near 
Blackburn. The same author also wrote a " Political and Parliamentary 
History of Bolton," the first volume only has yet appeared. The 
hook contains 488 pages, on toned paper, and is dedicated "To 
William Frederic Tillotson, founder of the Daily Evening Press of 
the Ucited Kingdom, and a spirited promoter of high-class 
tTournalism." The work abounds with facts of local political 
significance, knit tbgether with a degree of impartiality that has 
won it good patronage. The second vol. will be eagerly anticipated 
by the general reading public, and more especially by eager political 
aspirants. 

The next and last work I shall notice of this firm is a quarto 
volume of 216 pages, also on toned paper, being a reprint from the 
JSolton Journal columns of records of " Old Bolton Families." It is 
now in the press, and is expected to be published shortly. The 
importance of such a vast collection of ancient transcripts can only 
be thoroughly appreciated by those who dabble in early local 
genealogy, and not even the most fastidious antiquary can 
afCord to disregard these notes in tracing any specific object relative 
to identification of ancient and illustrious families of the district, 
whose posterity has probably died out, or at least become so 
•scattered by intermarriages and migration that traces are almost 
lost. An instance of the author's pitinstaking will be found in the 
■discovery of the birthplace of Archbishop Bancroft which almost all 
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other writers of authority have given as Farnworth in the pariab 
ot Deane, but which Mr. Brimelow authentically shows to have been 
Farnworth near Presoot. Looking at the work in another light, had it. 
lieen published in the centennial year of Bolton book-printing, it would 
have formed for the time a suitable volume, its character being in- 
strict harmony with the first Bolton-printed book, which dealt with 
"Battles and Sieges," whilst the modern one will perpetuate the name?,, 
deeds, and associations of families of opulence and distinction 
during those troublous times. Mr. Brimelow is also author of 
several other literary productions. 



CHAPTER XVII. 

Establishment op the " Bolton Independent " (afibrwabes the- 
" Bolton Guahdian "), ■with Notices of some Books Feinted- 

AT CUNIJFFE'S OFFICE. — LoCAL " ADVBETISEBS " AND PERIODICALS. 

— Staton's "Bowtun LuMiNARr." — "Comb Whoam to thi Childek 
an' Xe," and "Tat an' Kum Ditty;" Identification of Authors. 

QUAETER of a century ago the Bolton Quardian was 
first printed, and from that time to the present, Thomas 
Cunliffe has been connected therewith either as joint or 
sole proprietor. This paper was established as the Bolton Indepen- 
dent on the 8tU October, 1859, at No. 14, Fold-street, by James 
Hall and Tom W. SoUery. The latter withdrew from the concern 
in the following month, and on December 10th, 1859, Thomas 
Cunliffe became joint publisher with Hall. This partnership, also, 
was of short duration, and in January, 1860, Cunliffe became sole 
publisher, whereupon the office was removed to Oxford-street, and 
the title changed to the Bolton Guardian. The MecJiaUte and 
Temperance Magazine, for January, 1880, referring to this gentleman, 
says: "In December, 1859, in coiijunction with his father, he 
entered upon the newspaper publishing enterprise and started the- 
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Bolton Guardian, which was one o£ the first papers in the country 
to anticipate the repeal of the paper duty, and give the public a 
full-sized newspaper at a nominal price." In 1866 Thomas Cunliffe's 
father (the late John Cunliffe), who had acted as editor almost 
from its commencement, was joint publisher, and continued so until 
his death, which occurred on the 24th October, 1868. The paper is 
still published weekly. On September 29bh, 1873, the first number 
of the Bolton Evening Ouardiam appeared from the same ofBoe. 
Besides these the JiecJiobite Magazine has been printed here monthly 
for the past 21 years, and still continues. In less than five 
months after James Hall disposed of his interest in the Independent 
he started the Parnwortli Observer — May 5th, 1860 — which, in the 
year 1872, was purchased by the firm of Tillotson and Son, and 
is now issued by them weekly under the title of the Farnworth 
Journal and Ohserver. 

Amongst the many books printed at the Guardian Office may 
be named Mr. G. J. French's " Catalogue of Books on Heraldry, 
Archseology, &c." This interesting volume, dated 1864, contains 
titles, of one of the largest antiquarian collections of the day. In the 
same year appeared a book of poems, now rarely to be met with, 
-entitled " Christmas Leaves," from the pen of Mr. Charles Bothwell, 
M.R.C.S., &o. In 1865 Thomas Cunliffe printed a neat book of 
the " Proceedings at the Opening of Farnworth Park," the event 
taking place on October 12th, 1864 ; and eight years later — 1872 — Mr. 
Joseph Holden's "Autobiography."' In 1879 a Bolton clergyman's 
private diary was also struck off the same press, quaintly headed 
" Sayings and Doings of the Rev. James Folds, otherwise Parson 
j'olds, lecturer of Bolton Parish Church from 1755 to 1820," edited 
by Mr. John D. Greenhalgh, who has also published other 
works. The most striking feature of this diary is the insertion of 
■two excellent "Woodbury type" illustrations, one of "Parson Folds 
and his teapot," and the other of " Bolton in 1770," being a view 
from the Haulgh at the east end of the town. George Winterburn, 
•of Deansgate, was the publisher ; and though printing is not dona 
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ou bis premises many contributions to literature have been 
flUccessfuUy undertaken by him and his late father— George- 
Winterburn, sen. 

John, another eon of George Winterburn, sen., published a 
monthly paper, called Winterhum's Advertiter, commencing lat 
January, 1854 ; it soon died. The Bolton Spectator and the Bolton- 
Examiner appeared, the first in 1857, under the control of Joseph 
Lawson, of Bradshawgate, and then of John Pollard, Fold-street;. 
the other in 1858, from the office of Henry Whewell, then of Bridge- 
street. They are now both out of existence. The last-named was 
an illustrated paper — as its heading shows. In March, 1859, it 
\ras enlarged, and the illustrations ceased to appear ; its dimensions^ 
were again augmented on the 20th May following, and the title 
again slightly altered. The earliest of this class of publications 
was Mackie's Advertiser, beginning in 1848, which, after about fdur 
years' publication, was purchased in 1853 by William Robinson ; 
though he did not change its title until August, 1854, when it was 
named the Bolton Advertiser. This is still issued monthly. Bobinson 
continued to print the Bolton Band of Hope Messenger after Robert 
Eenyon ceased to publish it, and it appeared monthly until a few 
years ago, when it died out. William Bobinson has printed many 
pamphlets, principally of a religious and temperance character, as 
will be seen by the appended list, the principal cne being a record 
of the " Pious Breatlijnga of the late Mrs. Thomas , Gregory," 
(daughter of the Eev. John Winder, grandfather of Messrs. Bobert 
and 'ihoB. H. Winder, Magistrates' Clerk and Official Beoeiver, 
respectively, of this town), in 1857, nine 'years after Bobinson's 
•settlement in the town. The Bolton Mercury was also published 
. weekly by Bobinson ; it commenced on the 31st December, 1853, 
and ceased late in the following July. Only one of its twelve pages 
was printed in Bolton, and consequently contained very little local 
intelligence. 

For many years prior to 1880 Bobinson's office was the seat of 
sprinting of the British Temperance Advocate, the organ of the British 
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Temperance League, whose head office in Bolton was some years 
ago in Aoresfield, then in the Palatine Buildings, ■ Knowsley-street, 
and subsequently in larger premises in Victoria Terrace, Manchester- 
road, until the year above-mentioned when it was removed to 
Sheffield, and the paper re-modelled and printed in that town. 
Besides this 8pp. monthly, another of a. similar character, containing 
12pp., was also entrusted to the same printer by the Good Templars 
of the district, with the suitable title The Good of the Order; the 
first number of this series appeared in July, 1873, and the last in 
September, 1874. 

A few other newspapers of over 30 years ago remain to be 
mentioned, V\z., the first published by Peter Dewhurst, in Crook- 
street and Fold-street, in 1848, under the name of the Bolton Tima 
and Lancashire Advertiser, and another by John Crompton, first 
in Acresfield, and afterwards in Bradshawgate, in 1854, as the 
Bolton Monthly Advertiser. Both soon took their places amongst 
the " things of the past," and are now almost unknown to the 
present generation. The last number of this paper announced that 
on the 9th June, 1855, a new Liberal newspaper would appear from 
that office — 6, Bradshawgate, opposite the Fleece Inn — as the Bolton 
Weekly Advertiser. I have not yet bad the fortune of seeing a 
copy of this publication. 

For about six months in 1852-3 Alexander Mackie printed and 
■published a newspaper of 8pp., price ^5d. under the name of The 
Bolton Quardian, which he subsequently removed to Warrington, 
where it became the parent of no less than eleven Gwurdians 
published in various parts of Lancashire and Cheshire. This 
gentleman, who acquired his knowledge of printing at the Mealhouse- 
lane Printing Press, where his Advertiser was first printed by R. M. 
Holden, has invented a type-setting machine, which is of considerable 
utility, especially in book-printing. 

Between 1830 and 1850 the number of master printers greatly 
increased in Bolton — many devoting themselves almost entirely to the 
newspaper branch of business ; therefore, anything beyond a mere 
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mention of their names would be going outside the province ofjthia 
■concise history. Early in the second half of the present century 
one of the greatest of Lancashire dialect writers established, printed, 
and published a weekly periodical, with the appropriate title of the 
'Eowtim Luminary un Turn Fowt Telegraph, the first number 
■appearing on the 10th April, 1852-, and its last on the 22nd Feb., 1862. 
It was succeeded in the following year by the ZanJcishur Luminary, 
under the same editorship, and printed in Manchester. This digression 
irom the purport of these notes will be pardoned when it is known 
that from the humorous pages of those almost ucique publioationa 
have emanated most of the amusing Lancashire sketches of the 
well-known Mr. James T. Statou. 

Many other periodicals were started in Bolton during the middle 
■of the present century, amongst them, being The Bolton Temperance 
Messenger (1848), The WurTcing Man's Friend (1832), The Bolton 
Protestant Association (1851), The Boltonian (1853), and Chirps from the 
MoUn (1858). The last named was devoted entirely to theatrical 
data, and continued only during'tho run of the pantomime at Bolton^ 
commencing November 13, 1858. Jamea T. Staton was its printer. 
A notice in the only issue to hand announces that " 2,000 copies 
of this gazette will be distributed weekly during the run of the 
pantomime, gratis, at all inns, places of public resorts, and residences 
•of advertisers." The following short paragraph will tend to show 
the character of this casual and seasonable production : — " WANTED, 
by the poor women and children in the Bolton and Turton Work- 
houses, a Christmas plain dinner of roast beef and plum pudding. — 
Our Eobin shall chirp a cheerful note when they get it." 

Taking rapid strides along the almost interminable labyrinth o£ 
local literature, I must halt at an anonymous production in 1856, 
which will bespeak our attention for a brief space. On the 17th 
■June of that year a pathetic poem was contributed to the Manchester 
Examiner and Times by Mr. Edwin Waugh, with the efiective 
title : " Come whoam to thi childer an' me ;" the text gives a 
natural and life-like delineation of the comforts of many a humble 
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home being blighted by the habitual absence, after each day's toil, of 
the husband and father, who sottishly seeks companionship in 
taverns and gin palaces, and other similar dens, Waugh's pathos 
is sublime in its simplicity as he admirably pourtrays the yearning 
of the affectionate wife for her husband's return to his own fireside. 
The strains of the poem are at once appreciable and affecting, and it 
is almost impossible to cease perusal until the whole has been read. 
It is needless to say that repeated eulogiums have been written on 
its authorship which cannot be improved by anything that might 
flow from my pen. Without further comment, two sample verses of 
that poem — the first and last — are subjoined : — 

Aw've just mended th' fire wi a cob ; 

Owd Swaddle has brought thi new shoon ; 
There's some nice bacon'Collops o'tb' hob, 

An' a quart o' ale-posset i'th* oon ; 
AwVe brought thi top-cwot, does ta know. 

For th' rain's comin' deawn very dree ; 
An' th' har'stooe's as white as new snow ; 

Come whoam to the childer an' me. 

God bless thi, mi lass ; aw'l] go whoam, 

An' aw'Il kiss thee an' th' childer o'reawnd ; 
Thae knows, at wheerever aw roam, 

Aw'm fain to get back to tU' owd greawnd ; 
Aw con do wi a crack o'er a glass ; 

Aw con do wi a bit ov a spree ; 
But aw've no gradely comfort, mi lass. 

Except wi' j-on childer an' thee ! 

A copy of this poem fortunately came into the possession 
of Mr. David Kelly, of Stretf ord, Manchester, who " thinking 
it very much too good a thing to be buried in a newspaper," 
prevailed upon the autht>r to allow him to publish it. It will 
perhaps be thought that this account of Waugh's " gem" does nob 
bonceru the records of Bolton bibliography ; nevertheless, it is the 
forerunner of something that does, A copy of the same issue of the 
Examiner also fell into the hands of another gentleman, who wa» 
likewise impressed with the subject, if not the simple beauty o£ 
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Waugli's new song. In thia instance the Muses inspired, and shoTuly 
afterwards another efiusion, in like metre and of seven eight-line 
verses, also appeared in a column of the same medium. It was 
headed : — 

A TAY AN' RUM DITTY. 
Illusxbatin' t'other soide 0' 'Wauqh's cblebeated PioinE', " Comb 

Whoam to thi' Childee an' me." 
This counter poem, it may be observed, was a sketch from the life of 
an old Boltonian, and not one of mere imagination, Two verses of 
this, also, will suffice to show how its witty author gave another view 
of " how things are at home : " — 

Aw wur peighlin' tort whoam Iro' mi werk ; 

Aw wur hon^rv, an' teighurt, an weet ; 
But my hert wur as leet as a lerk, 

An' aw sung liU foak thowt aw're noan reet ; 
For aw'd ^etten some alleys an* taws, 

Wi a s^arth an* a stick for eawr Turn, 
An* aw*rc hummin' tboose loines o* Ned Waugh'a 

As goes— rum ditty, rum ditty, rum. 

But when aw geet whoam— wot a sect ! 

*Twur euoof for to send wun on t' spree ! 
Noather walcome, nor feii^hur, nor leet. 
Nor no baggin for th* childer an' me I 
They wur nowt but th* cowd taypot i'th' oon, 

Au* th* Fully wur noan upo* th' hob ; 
l*th* bread-pon wur nobbut owd shoon. 
An' i'th' coal-ruck thcer wur not a cob. 
The author of these lines, as already stated, has for nearly 
thirty years been almost unknown as such. Mr. James T. Staton, 
Of Bolton, was supposed by many to have written the poem, 
perhaps because it was inserted in liia Bowtun Zuminary on the 8th 
November, 1856 ; it was afterwards published and sown broadcast 
by Messrs. Heywood, of Manchester, and so recently as the beginning 
of the year 1884, the Fall Mall Oazette, in quoting from it, 
credited " William Billington, Blackburn," as the author. I am in a 
poeitiou to emphatically deny that either of those gentlemen had the 
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slightest claim to its composition ; and at the same time would 
observe that it is quite time that " honour should be given to whom 
■honour is due." The real author is Mr. Charles Rothwell, M.R.C.S., 
&c., of Bolton, who chooses for his pseudonym that of "Adam 
Chester," hence the letters "A. C." which are appended to the poem in 
the aforesaid Manchester newspaper and Bowtun iMminary. It is to 
this gentleman that I am indebted for identification of the " Tay an* 
Bum Ditty" and its author. 

Two years after the appearance of Mr. Rothwell's humorous song, 
another (the composition of Mr. Ben Brierley) on the same theme 
appeared in the Manchester Spectator, entitled, " Go — Tak' thi Ragg'd 
Chilther an' Flit ; or, ' Come Whoam to thi Childer an' me,' as it is," 
and commencing with the lines — 

Has eawcr Jammy bin here to-neet ? 

Oh ! theaw'rt iheer^ theaw great drhunke.n slotch ! 

It's sthrange if au newt elze to do 

Bo* ha' thee every bedtime to fetch. 

Many other works by Mr. Rothwell have been printed by the Bolton 
press in book-form and otherwise during the past twenty years, and 
include, besides poetry, contributions to local historical and political 
history. 

The earliest noteworthy book-work of Thomas Morris, of Oxford- 
street, consists of 270 pages of " Family Readings from the Gospel 
of St. Luke," by the Rev. John H. Johnson, A.M., formerly Curate at 
the Bolton Parish Church, and afterwards Incumbent of Horwich. 
The book in its entirety is well published, and is dated 1851. At least 
seven years before that time [1844] Morris began business on his owa 
account after au apprenticeship served under John Gardner. In 1861 
he printed what has now become a scarce little pamphlet of 48pp., 
forming " A Handbook of the History and Topography of Bolton," 
by Mr. John D. Briscoe whose son, Mr. J. P. Briscoe, of Nottingham, 
also figures largely in the literary world as author of " Nottingham 
Facts and Fiction," " Old Nottinghamshire,'' &c., &o. For a period 
of over 40 years — 1844-1885 — Thomas Morris occupied the same 
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Tooms in Oxford-street ; from whence in 1885 he removed to 
the large premises in Hotel-street, which were some time ago ei^ected 
on the site of the old Friends' Meeting-house and Bolton Corporation 
■Offices. From 1872 to 1882 Morris printed several Masonie 
pamphlets, including Mr. Gr. P. Brookbank's "Masonic Calendar for 
Bolton," " History of St. John's Lodge, No. 221 of Freemasons," 
^md Mr. James Newton's "History of the Lodge of Antiquity, 
No, 146 of Freemasons," &c,, all of which productions testify to 
mosb painstaking researches into the old local records of this unity, 
4ind well merit the patronage with which they have been favoured. 



CHAPTER XVIII. 



The Local Musb. — Rev. Robert Andrews' Poetical Talents. — 
Vicar Bancroft's " Sketches of Manchester,'" &c. — Notes on' 
Sheldrake's "Ttjrton Fair," and Mr. J. Fawcbtt Skelton's 

FOEMS. 

fT would be unjust to the " Local Muse" were these chapters to 
close without noticing at greater length than has yet been 
done the favoured few who, as authors, have from time t» 
time risen beyond the sphere of morbid prose, by pouring forth 
their deepest thoughts and pensive musings in rythmical strains and 
plea^nt verse. Though the praise of Bolton cannot be sung as the 
birthplace of a Shakespeare, a Milton, a Tennyson, or of others of 
immortal bardic fame, nevertheless many worthy imitators in some 
way connected with our town have modestly ushered their efiusions 
into print. 

The earliest known litterateur of this class born in Bolton is the 
Rev. Robert Andrews, a member of an eminent Nonconformist 
family which had been connected with Little Lever and Rivington 
for nearly 200 years. His theological education was obtained under 
Br. Caleb Rolheram at Kendal, and in about 1752 he entered upon 
the duties of minister at Flatt Chapel, near Manchester, where 
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4ie stayed about three years. He afterwards presided over a 
Presbyterian congregation at Bridgenortli, until mental derangement 
•compelled him to withdraw from the pulpit. As an autlior he was 
possessed of considerable talent, as shown by his poem entitled 
"Eidjllia," to- which is prefixed a violent attack upon rhyme. 
lb was printed in Edinburgh in 1757, in quarto size, 48pp, A copy 
has recently been obtained for the Free Reference Library, Manchester. 
It must nob be understood that this was his first work, for he had 
some time previously sent to the press "Animadversions on Br. 
Brown's Essays on the Characteristics," and also a " Cricicism on 
the Sermons of the Rev. John Holland." In 1766 he published 
through a Birmingham printer, " Odes, dedicated to the Honourable 
■Charles Yorke, Esq.," and in the same year a " Translation of Virgil 
in Blank Verse," " which," says the Rev. John Booker, M.A., P.S.A., 
in his "History of the Ancient Chapel of Birch, in Manchester 
Parish" (1859), " is not destitute of , merit, though it has the 
strange peculiarity of conveying the sense of his author line for 
line." This handsome volume in Baskerville's type now finds a 
place among the curiosities of literature. Shortly after the 
appearance of the two last mentioned works Mr. Andrews died. 

In chronological order of poets connected with Bolton and its 
vicinity comes an early vicar of the town, viz-. Rev. Thomas 
Bancroft, M.A., who several times was constrained to set 
aside the more matter-of-fact style of prose, and to pour out his 
imaginative sentiments in rhyme. The year 1777 was that in which 
he first sought the muse's mythical aid, when he wrote " Sketches of 
Manchester in Verse,'' and published the same as " The Poetical 
'Correspondent." It was dedicated " To the town of Manchester at 
Jarge, and every gentleman and courteous reader therein." The 
poem comprises three letters to a friend, the first beginning : — 

Do you ask, my dear sir, why Mancuaium so lonet 
With its streams and its plains has .been silent In song; 
Why no Bard ever louoh'd on so tcuittui a theme. 
Nor the muses e'er dcign'd to exalt it to fame ; 
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Why northward they Journey, both round and beyond, 
Tet still reject ours for poetical ground ? 
First then for a cause— shall we judge, it is air. 
Which, tho' clear from Dutch fogs, is rot simple, nor rare. 
Such as that, which pure Genius wou'd chuse to inhale ; 
For the gross breath of commerce has tinctur'd the gale ! 
Hence the soul less refln'd becomes studious of self, 
Nor will lose in high flights the sure comforts of pelf. 

The third letter is introduced with the lines : — 

No quill-driving scribe in big hopes of the fee 

Scrawls thro' pages of parchment with half so much glee. 

No tradesman pens out with more ardent career 

His receipts of full payment for debts in arrear, 

Than the rhymester his lays — who pursues the sweet toil 

Never tir'd, shou'd you once glance assent with a sn.ile. 



Many a Muse, my dear Friend, in our more polisli'd days. 
Takes her airing thus drest in a suit of quaint phrase ; 
A-la-mode they are prank'd— and with vain empty pride. 
Exchange solid charms for a varnish'd outside ; 
Tho* I fear tliat for want of these charms they now shine 
Id such fripp'ry and paint, like Coquettes in decline. 
For too oft the half'learn'd for the true classic vein 
Mistake the warm fancies, which float in the brain. 
For each wit^ht that can read, claims the talent to write. 
And in gay, borrow'd plumes rashly stepsinto light. 

For eleTen years after the appearance of the above lines Mr.. 
Bancroft did not publish any other of his poems, but in 1788 hi» 
well-known "Prolusiones Poeticse" were put forth. The pieces in 
tliis volume are not all from Mr. Bancroft's pen — many being 
contributions by pupils under his care at Chester, A good copy of 
this book was recently purchased, at the last sale of Mr. James 
Crossley's library, by Mr. J. E. Bailey, F.S.A. One poem in the 
collection is an ode of six verses by Mr. Bancroft. The last verse only 
is here •inserted : — 
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Mark the vivid ligrhtning's glare, 

Glancing: through the kindled air, 
When ihick'ning tempests lower : 

Along" the lueh'd skies 

Th' electric spirit flies, 

And dreadful thunders roar. 
So flames the Briton's venp:eful ire. 
So bursts ahroad his martial fire ; 
Each midst the storm resolves to wield 
The fatal lightninj? of the field, 
'Till happy Peace restore a cloudless day, 
And radiant, like the sun, Britannia's power display. 

Notice of another important contribution' to local book-lore, issued ia 
1789 and sold by B. Jackson, of Bolton, has been reserved till now 
60 that a later production bearing on the same subject might be 
■viewed simultaneously. The first-mentioned is William Sheldrake's 
"Picturesque Dftscription of Turton Fair, and its Pernicious 
Consequences.'' After a dedicatory letter, in which the author names 
Turton as the place of his residence, the poem begins — first describing 
the village of " Turton, alias Chapel Town,*' with its " Thirteen 
houses of great inhabitants, its little Chapel and School ; " — 

This little village of such vast renown 
Is only four miles north of Bolton town 
(Where's kept a good and well-attended fair. 
In all the season of the varied year.) 



Each cot is made an inn, and I'll malie bold 
To say much liquor out of doors is sold. 

The fair begins on the 4th September, and the annual sermons ab 
the " little Chapel " are celebrated on the preceding Sabbath, thus 
being referred to by the poet : — 

Near two full hours before merriJian day 
The chapel's throng'd by people bent to pray* 

The author sets forth the disgracefyl proceedings of the fair, and 
laments that such a "pernicious" institution should be permitted 
to exist, and resolves : — 
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Then we'll the Lady of this place request 
To ease our minds and rid us of thia pest ; 
Because she's solely vested with a pow'r 
That will avail in this distressing: hour. 
The Lady of the Maaor of Turton here menUoned was niece of 
Edward Chetham, Esq., the last successor of his name to the Turton 
estates. She was heiress to the Turton property and relict of, 
Mordecai Greene, Esq, ; she was born in 1717, and died in 1796* — 
seven years after the publication of Slieldrake's descriptive poem. 
Whether Mrs. Greene was solicited to exercise her prerogative by 
forbidding this annual revelry there is no record ; it is sufficient to 
know that the disgraceful practices are still permitted to cast a cloud 
on the respectability of the otherwise attractive and rural neigh- 
bourhood of Turton. 

More than 80 years had passed from the time of Mr. Sheldrake's 
efiusion before the Muses again inspired a local poet on the same 
theme, when in 1872 Mr, John Fawcett Skelton, of Bulton, wrote a 
small book to which he gave the name "Hawkshaw-lane, and other 
Foems." Therein is a racy description of Hawkshaw-lane and the 
surrounding country, about which he observes : — 
Few En^riish hamlets like this one can boast 
Surroundin&f mountains, quite a rocky host. 
Which screen it with their huge, unyielding forms. 
From summer's hottest suns and wintry storms. 
After viewing various places ot local interest, the reader is brought in 
imagination to Edgworth Heights, when he is told to 
LO"k to the left and see fair " Turton Tower," 
A place of beauty and of annient power ; 
Sir (sic) Humphrey Chetham's unassuming seat, 
Though all within was gorgeous and complete. 
The village church stands out in bold relief, 
O'erlooking circling valleys, like a chief. 
Exhorting peacefully his gafher'd crowds. 
While pointing with his lance up to the clouds.

Notwithstanding tlie prohibition o£ the sale of intoxicating liquors in 

private dwellings, the rowdyism is still the most prominent feature 

of this festivity, and for that and its debauchery ifc possesses great 
notoriety. 

The poem also mentions Greenthorne, Th'-Half-hill Jim Darran Pifc, 
Oinder-hill, Finnycote, Stanley Rake, Aftetside, and a host of other 
vernacularly-dubbed places, iucludiug the "Nursery," vrhich isi 
prettily sheltered by a number of trees that 

Were planted by one Knowles, who, since 
O'er realms of hiddea coal' reigns quite a prince. 
But whose vast wealth must spring (says witty pen) 
From sources /ar beneath Ma fellow men. 
Dark are his works away from human sight, 
Consigned to Jtames as soon as brought to light ; 
Vers'd in the " Black-art *' down in many a hole, 
He changes into "tin " his blocks of coal. 

Reference is also made to the peculiarities of the native dialect^ 
which 

Props as useless the " possessive case," 
Commas and lonely S's find no place. 



Speaking of John, whose father's name was James, 
His father's Joseph, thus thsy'd string the names, — 
'Twere Jack 0' Jim o' Joe o' drinkin' Sam's 
Vz kilt thi sheep an' sowd thi two fat hams. 

Holcombe-Hey is brought forward and also the " Broadstone-Delf," 
iin the neighbourhood of which 
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Lies Eoger Worthing-ton, an old divine, 
Whose grave-stone bears the date of "seventeen-nine." 
' A Baptist preacher, he, who bought the ground 
And left to somebody a yearly " pound " 
To keep his lonely tombstone nice and neat. 
But that same " somebody" has proved a cheat. 
For now, in moss-grown fragments, sad to see, 
Old Roger's tablet lies upon the lea. 
Ye antiquarians hold his memory dear; ' 
Find out and tell w7iy he was buried here. 
This poetical ramble abouads with local bits and happy humour 
ivbich should be read to be enjoyed the most. Amongst the "other 
poems" are some of greater sentimentality, the concluding one being 
addressed to "My Native Town,'' which the author proudly states 
to be Bolton. It is, perhaps, to be regretted that the little book now 
under notice was not printed in the town of the writer's nativity. 
Many other poetical vporks were produced by the pen of Mr. Skelton 
— the largest being of 200 quarto pages, entitled " The Gleaner,"" 
printed by Thos. Cunliffe, of Oxford-street, Bolton, in 1876. There 
V7ere 1,000 copies struck off- The author, some eight years after, 
laments its non-success (from a pecuniary point of view) in 
rhyme, which was sarcastically headed, " Once I "Wrote a Book." 
One verse of this will suflSce to show the author's sentiments- 
regarding public patronage in matters of published poems : — 
Once I wrote a book 

(As at first I hinted), 
And direct'y took 

It, and got it printed. 
But I shall be reckoned 

Considerably " greener " 
Ere I print the second 

Volume of '* The Gleaner." 
And I'll tell ycu y/hy. 
In ft quiet wiiy, sii : 
^ Bhj'ming's "all my eye," 
When it doesn't pnj/, sir. 




CHAPTER XIX. 

Chables Datlin, thb Weaver Poet of Bolton. — Miscellaneous- 
Poems by Messes. ALrsKD Whitehead, G. W. M41island, 
Benjamin Eushfoeth (the Blind Poet), William Uryer, A. 
H. Beomilow, and Miss Bingham. — Me. Beuce's So-called- 
"HisTOET OF Bolton in Rhyme." 

wi R. Benjamin Turner, of Breightmet-fold, near Bolton, showed 
''A- himself to be no stranger to the muse, as appears by the 
repeated introduction of poetry into his "Bible Interpreted."" 
Many of the pages of this little work are devoted to rhyme, the last 
piece beginning : — 

My feeble pen I now lay down. 
Should critics on thy labours frown, 
They may perhaps thy skill deny, 
But who the subject can't outvie ; 
The abler pens may gain applause, 
And triumph in a meaner cause. 
One of the "Poets of the Poor," according to a writer in "The- 
Regenerator'' (a defunct Manchester publication), in 1839, was Mr. 
Charles Davlin, the Weaver Poet of Bolton, " whose poetic genius 
is innate and self-sustained. It has needed no hotbed culture to- 
briDg it forth. Like the cause he advocates, it is hardy, strong, and 
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vigorous, and even through the chilling and nipping blasts of 
poverty and wrong, liis poeey blooms in luxuriance and beauty. He 
is one ot those who have been 

Cradled into poetry by wrong. 

Who learn in sufEet-ing wliat they teach in song." 

Davlin's first volume was printed at Preston in 1838, entitled 
" Gilbart," which treats particularly with the evils ot intemperance. 
The preface was written by the Rev. F. Baker, M.A., of Bank-street 
Unitarian Chapel. This was followed in the year after by " The 
Democrat ; or a cursory picture of the present crisis," printed 
by H. Bradbury & Co., Deansgate, Bolton, It was inscribed to 
Feargus O'Connor, Esq. The following is a specimen of the 132 
verses of which it is composed : — 

Were pride essential to the sovereign mind, 
Victoria could not more supremely be 
Exalted, than her people to unbind 
Kre they unbind themselves ; the earth and sea 
Can tender noiijfht of splendour so refined 
As that of rule o'er people the most free 
A timely good oft* much disaster saves : 
Tills cannot, shall not, be a land of slaves. 

•Other pieces were occasionally written by Davlin, but no collection 
has been made of them for publication in page-form. A retrospective 
review of Charles Davlin and his poem " Gilbart," was written by Mr. 
W. E. A, Axon, of Manchester, and contributed to the Temperance 
Spectator, August 1st, 1866. 

The " Miscellaneous Poems, " by Mr. Alfred Whitehead, were 
printed in 1840 by the assignees of William Holcroft (an early 
proprietor of the Bolton Olironicle), and published simultaneously by 
J^ohn Heaton, and a London firm. The preface of the work says, 
"The author is fully sensible of the high qualities of mind and feeling 
required to excel in 'gentle measure.' The author pretends to no 
such wonderous merits. A poor amateur, he is happy to join in the 
■crowd, if he be not one in the procession." Mr, Whitehead succeeded 
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Mr. Holoroft'a assignees as publisher of tlie Bolton •Chronicle, and so 
continued for nearly two years. The volume of poems in question was 
dedicated to " Henry Smart, Esq.," and contains 96pp. sm. 8to, the 
first eight being monopolised by "The Curse of Plutue." A tragedy 
entitled " The Usurper '' was also written by Mr. Whitehead. 

In 1845 a legend of the persecuted Vaudois, entitled " Hubert, or the 
Orphans of St. Madelaine," was put forth by " A Clergyman's 
Daughter," and printed by John Heatou, of Deansgate. The preface 
says " the poem was originally composed by a young lady for the 
amusement of a family circle, and without any thought of the press." 
These introductory lin^s were addressed from " Harwood Parsonage, 
Bolton-le-Moore, March 15th, 1845." At that time the Rev. E. 
Bingham was incumbent of Harwood, and it is to his eldest 
daughter that admirers of this well-written story are indebted 
for the production. The poem is a reminder of the oppressive 
persecutions of an apostate branch of the Christian Cliurcli, whose 
rulers, when armed with power, have never failed to shed the 
blood of the saints, and whose motto, aenvper eadem t remains to 
this day uncancelled. The story, which is told in several 
hundred lines, was published at 2s. 6d. Besides this effusion many 
"Short Poems, Religious and Sentimental," were from time to time 
written by Miss F, L. Bingham, and these, on the event -of her 
sudden death, were edited by her father, who found them amongst 
some private papers of the deceased, ?nd published them in 1848. The 
last poem iu the collection was written on the 10th February, 
1847 — just eighteen days prior to the demise of the authoress ; — it 
is headed " A Call to the Flowers." The last verse reads : — 

Shake from your drooping heads 

Tlie cold snow-wreath : 
Dull are your gloomy beds, 

And dark beneath. 
Through the blue heav'iis sweep 

Birds on the wing : — 
Are ye the last in sleep, 

Flowrets of Spring 
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One amongst the many striking incidents of the uncertainty o£ 
mortal life is here brought forward. Little did the writer think 
when penning those last beautiful lines, that before the lapse of many 
days her sun would have set, or that she, with the "flowrets of Spring," 
would be at rest, though with the impressive difference, that as the 
little flowers were waiting for the wonderful workings of Nature, she 
musf'neath the clod lie low" till called by Nature's God. With 
what pathos may it be said that-^ 

Death shoots so well he brings all ajjes down. 

And few escape to wear a patriarcii's crown. 

Next comes Mr. George VV. Marslaud's poem on " Regeneration ; 
or Divine and Human Nature ;'' printed in London thirty-five 
years ago; and in 1853 another effusion entitled, "Musings of a 
Spirit," also published in the metropolis. 

In 1869, Mr. Benjamin Rushfortli, " the blind poet of Bolton," 
dedicated 103 pages of " Miscellaneous Poems " to James Barlow, Esq., 
{then Mayor of Bolton) on account of the interest that gentleman had 
taken in the welfare of the author's afflicted brethren, " who were 
deprived of the most precious of all physical faculties," and also 
for the " gentlemanly and christian manner in which he had 
performed his public and private duties." The pamphlet was 
printed by William Parkliouse, Bridge-street, Bolton. Another little 
work was issued by the same author some time previous to the one 
under notice, and was well received by the local public. 

James Stead, of Bank-street, in 1874 printed a small book of 
poems for the author, Mr. William Cryer. It bears the title 
" Spring Blossoms," and includes the " Lily of the Valley," " The 
Snow Drop," "April Morn," "A Welcome to Spring," &c. Though 
the order of merit due to these " Blossoms " is not of the highest, 
nevertheless some are pleasant to read, and the critic would stop 
short on being informed that the pieces '' come forth with no great 
pretentions ; they come not from the conservatory where learning 
lends its artificial aid, but are rather the favourites of the 
cottage, or the wild flowers of the moorland ; they were hastily 
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gathered ia spare hours by one accustomed to daily manual toil." 
The best poem in the collection is one on " The Joys of Friendship 
and the Muses." Here is averse : — 

How far above our meagre praise 
Are Scottb* and bold Macaulay's la3'S} 
l^ho gloried in the golden days 

And prowess of the Roman : 
And many a child of meaner sonfif, 
Whose voice was heard amid the throng, 
Fell, while the fire was on his tongue. 

Brought down by dealh, fell bowman. 

Ia the same year Mr. Alfred H. Bromilow (son of Mr. William 
Bromilow, Town Hall-square, Bolton) produced a series of poems, which 
he very aptly headed " Betwixt Studies." The printing was done by 
John Mather of this town. It was speedily followed by another 
eCTusion from the same hand, entitled " The Troubadour," in three 
cantos, which was printed at Manchester. A tragedy, with the 
appropriate title, "Doom'd to Ruin,'' was also written by Mr. A. H. 
Bromilow ; the piece was first put on the stage at the Theatre BoyaV 
Bolton, on the 12th February, 1875, and was rewarded with a fair 
criticism. This local author died in Louvain, Belguim, 20th October, 
1883, at the early age of 29 years. 

"The Burning of Westhoughton Cotton Mill in 1812," formed 
the theme of a tragedy in rhyme by Mr. John Clough, of Westhoughton. 
It first appeared through the columns of the Bolton Weekly Jawrnal, 
and was afterwards reprinted in pamphlet form in 1882. The 
author died in 1883. 

Although there are many local writers of poetry and rhyme of 
more or less importance besides those already mentioned, only one 
more will receive special notice here. This would have been passed 
by as unworthy of attention were it not for its misleading title, 
which might succeed in hoodwinking the public. It purports 
to be "The History of Bolton in Bhyme," whereas it is nothing 
more nor less than a series of business advertisements, beaten and 
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twisted into what the author is pleased to style rhyme. Twenty-two 
lines are dedicated to " Tlie Inebriates," and then follows a pieoe- 
cn " Teetotalers," which reads : 

There's yet anolherclass to you I'll show, 

But where they gmt I really do not know ; 

They're called teetotalers— eome wear bits of blue. 

But that's no oddH to BJther me or you). 

I will say this, without the slighest doubt. 

That temperance here will never make a rout, 

Unless it tries to vie in competition, 

Some rooms to beat the public bars' condition ; 

Give, nightly, son^^s or readings, with true spirit, 

Have homely cheer, and chats of worth or merit ; 

Be done with foppish talk, like turtle doves, 

Don't wear tall hats, and lay aside kid gloves. 

Don't shun the n^en who wear a common coat. 

Or get behind their back to cut their throat. 

The temperance cause may then in triumph rise. 

And raise thtir banner 'gainst the drinks' surprise. 

Mr. Harry Bruce is the author of the sentiments in question, and he- 
describes himself as a "Scribbler." Our American cousin would say 
to this, " Yes, and I guess he is about right," for the word with which 
lie dubs his vocation clearly explains everything. Henry Whewell & 
Co., of Deansgate, have done tlie printing. The preface or advertise- 
tuent is dated June 16tli, 1885. 

So ends the history of local poetry down to the centennial year of 
Bolton book-printing. 



CHAPTER XX. 

Works by Local Authoks Puinted in 1885, including Eev. John 
Beown's " Life of John Bunyan," and Mb. W, Pimblett's 
" Stoby op the Soudah Wae,'' and " English Political Histoky, 
1880-1885," 4,0. 



HASTY glance musb be taken at the bookwork of the year 
1885 from the local press or by authors otherwise connected 
with our towD. The first in the field was a little pamphlet 
treating on "A Piece of Hornwrack, its inhabitants and guests," which 
was quickly followed by a comprehensive " Natural History of British 
Zoophytes," both by Mr. Arthur S. Pennington, F.I..S., F.R.M.S.,of 
Bolton ; who likewise has in the printer's hands " Memorials of 
Kidgway Gates School." 

Several Works — the result of practical experience and much research 
into the constantly varying regulations of the War Office and 
Admirality — have been published during the past five years liy Lieut. 
Ottley L. Perry, F.E.G.S., of the Bolton Volunteer Battalion of the 
Loyal Korth Lancashire Hegiment. These works deal summarily with 
the regular forces, but include all details referring to the auxiliary 
forces. The two books, which have special reference to the routine 
and woik of a Volunteer Battalion in camp, have been issued by its 

L 
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commanding officer to the local Battalion, for whose special advantage, 
indeed, they appear to have been written. That on " Camps of 
Inalruction" was brought into use at the Rhyl encampment of May, 
1885. All Mr. Perry's military compilations have been printed at the 
Chronicle Office, excepting one on " Salutes and Rank, Badges, 
Colours and Small Arms in H.M. Army and Navy " (now in the press), 
which is being executed by a firm in the Metropolis. 

The first volume of Aid. H. M. Richardson's " Reminiscences of 
Forty Tears in Bolton," was reprinted from the columns of the 
Bolton Standard. In passing, it may be observed that the first 
number of this uncontrollable Tory weekly appeared on Saturday, 
May 3rd, 1884, price Id., under the editorial care of Mr. James 
Rowley. The paper ceased December 5th, 1885. Alderman Richardson 
was elected Mayor of Bolton iu 1879, and since then he has occupied 
ii seat on the Aldermanic bench. He unsuccessfully contested the 
Borough of Bolton as an Independent or Workingman s Candidate 
for Parliamentary honours, in November, 1885. 

"General Gordon In a New Light: the cause of war and the advocate 
of peace," is the title of a pamphlet of 60pp., 8vo., by the Rev, 
Charles C. Coe, of Bank-street Unitarian Chapel, Bolton ; it was 
printed at the Evening News Office, in this town, and published by 
London and Manchester houses. Only one other little tract is known 
to have been published for Mr. Coe, viz.: "The Problem of Evil," a 
sermon. 

The Rev. John Brown, B.A., a native of this town, nephew of the 
late Aid. John Brown, of Bolton, and for nine years prior to 1864 
minister of Park Chapel, Manchester, and now pastor of the 
Bunyan Church, Bedford, iu December, 1885, published an admirably 
written work on the " Life and Times' of John Bunyan." Of this 
valua1}le addition to the history of the life and times of the author 
of '• Pilgrim's Progress," the Literary World, of December 18th, 1885, 
says : " For the future, Mr. Brown's volume will have to be regarded 
as the Standard Life of Bunyan. His book will serve the double 
purpose of a permanent work of reference, and a thrilling narrative for 
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^;oulinuous perusal. It will bring credit not only to the writer, but to 
Nouoontormity generally, and to that special section of it which fee 
adorns." Mr, Brown was apprenticed to Eobert M. Holden, of 
the Mealhouse-lane Printing Press, but on account of the retirement of 
Mr. Holden the indentures were cancelled, and Mr. Brown was for 
a short time afterwards — until he left the business — employed by my 
lespeoled father (the late James Scholes), at his establishment iu 
Horwich. Mr. Holden's widow became the third wife of Mr. 
Brown's father (the late Mr. William Brown). Mr. Brown did nob 
long continue at his profession, preferring that of the ministry, iu 
which calling he has made his mark not only as a preacher of great 
power but as an author of reliability. Many other works have been 
published by him, as will be seen by the list appended to these 
•chapters. Mr. E. Brown, of Newport-street, Bolton, is a younger 
brother of the minister. 

In May, last appeared from the publishing establishment of 
Remington and Co., London, a handsome volume of 276pp. demy 
.8vo., entitled " Story of the Soudan War ; from the llise of the 
Revolt, July, 1881, to the Fall of Khartoum and Death of Gordon, 
■January, 1885," The author of this interesting history is Mr. Wm. 
Pimblett, editor of the Bolton Guardian, and the subject concerning 
which he writes is one that for the past five years has engrossed the 
attention of not only the British nation, but likewise of the civilised 
world. This literary production is characterised by marked lucidity 
and instructiveness, and before the end of Ciiapter I, has been gained 
the reader cannot fail to notice^^and appreciate the careful and 
painstaking research the author has displayed in the necessarily hurried 
compilation of facts with which it abounds, A work of this class 
is not a common commodity from the pen of a Boltouian ; therefore, 
Mr, Pimblett may pride himself on the happy thought that gave rise 
to the undertaking as well as to the pleasant and racy manner with 
which he has so successfully fulfilled his task. As a guarantee of 
party disinterestedness in writing this history, the author says : — 
"To ensure reliability, official documents have, where possible, beea 
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consulted. No atatementa of party have been accepted, because, 
however anxioua one is to present ' the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth,' the lode-stone o£ bias too often weighs in the 
scale even when one would carefully eschew it." If this spirit of 
independence had been displayed by many other writers of our 
country's history, undoubtedly better and more authentic records- 
would have been welded together for perusal by the masses, and as 
a consequent result a greater amicability would exist between party 
and party than is evidenced under existing circumstances. 

Six months had scarcely elapsed from the appearance of the " Story 
of the Soudan," when another presentable book was published by 
Elliot Stock, of London, for the same author (Mr. Pimblett). It 
purports to be an " English Political History, 1880-1835," to which 
extensive subject eighteen chapters are devoted, occupying 240 pp. 
8vo,, including a useful index. The title alone should ensure it a 
large sale, especially among polilician!>, as ic leads one to anticipate 
what, it really is — a remmi of the mere interesting and important 
events of the five years of Liberal rule, during the peiiod named 
under the Premiership of Mr. Gladstone. In a work of this- 
character, it must be very, difficult to foibear altogether yieldiug 
to the great temptation of laudating the actions of one 
political party to the disparagement of the other. Such, however,. 
is not the case with the book now under notice, and though it 
ostensibly favours the woikings of the powers that be, it does not hide 
under a bushel the praiseworthy movements of the Opposition. 
Neither is the author wishful that the work should be regarded simply 
as a record of political events as they have occurred during the reign 
of the second Gladstone Administration, but calls attention to the 
fact that "the actions of Government and Opposition are criticised,, 
not unfairly." To say the least, this new History is based on 
authentic data, and is, at the same time, wiitten ia a most 
interestiog style. 

•A large amount of literature, besides what has here received 
mention, has been produced from time to time during the past century 
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fcy the Press of Bolton. All branches are remarkably well represented 
— theology, biography, history, travel, poetry, music, and other 
miscellaneous productions, of which the fiist-named, as is generally the 
-03.96, numerically heads the list. The list of authors of this class 
includes many others besides those heretofore mentioned, whose various 
styles are peculiar to the respective ages in which they lived ; and 
whilst much might be said in condemnation of the principles which it 
was the desire of some to advance, there is a favourable balance 011 
the side of those in whose expostulations and subsequent productions 
■may be seen many striking and original beauties which outside 
the study of theology are rarely to be found. 



A LIST OF LOCAL AUTHORS 
AND THEIR WORKS. 



'HE following list of local authors and their works will form a 
valuable supplement to the foregoing chapters. Its comprehen- 
siveness alone will bespeak it a place amongst the literary 
specialities of the town. As may be imagined, this extensive 
collection of book and pamphlet titles, the dates and places 
of printing, as well as the names of their respective authors, 
has necessitated the bestowal of much time and the exercise of 
no small amount of perseverance. Besides simply recording such 
facts, another feature of considerable importance is introduced,, 
that is, a sign to indicate where copies of the works may he 
consulted. Great care has been taken to ascertain this information, 
which will be particularly valuable in cases wTiere references are 
desired, and a vast amount of time will be saved by first glancing 
through this list. A brief explanation is necessary to lucidate the 
reading of the items ; viz. : When a work has been printed in Bolton,. 
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the printer's name is put within parentheses " ( )," but if 
printed elsewhere then the name of such place only is inserted 
within the parentheses. The date of printing next follows, and 
finally a sign indicating where the work against which it appears 
can be seen ; e. g., a * refers to the Free Library, Bolton ; + to the 
Free Beference Library, King-street, Manchester ; X Chetbam College 
Library, Manchester ; § Library at the British Museum ; $ Lambeth 
Library ; %* Bodleian Librafy, Oxford ; and || my own private 
library, which will not be used unless the work it accompanies 
cannot be found in any of the first four libraries indicated. Before 
• closing these prefatory remarks it will be well to observe that the list 
is composed, first, of works by authors of local birth or long residence 
in the town or neighbourhood ; secondly, works locally printed, and 
thirdly, works of local significance printed elsewhere.
